(Yam) each scored victories at the piggy- 
backed 500cc and 125cc rounds of the 
World Championship MX Series at 
Lucenec in Slovakia on July 18. Smets 
put together 1-2 moto scores to top the 
500cc ranks, followed by current series 
points leader Andrea Bartolini (Yam), 
who finished second overall after post- 
ing.2-4 moto finishes. Former 500cc 
World Champion Shayne King (KTM) 
linked 4-3 placings for third overall. 
Federici had an easier time of it in the 
125cc class, the Italian sweeping both 
motos to earn the overall win, while 
reigning World 125cc Motocross Cham- 
pion and current series points leader 
Alessio Chiodi (Hus) finished 4.17 sec- 
onds behind Federici in moto one and 
over 10 seconds behind him in moto two 
to land second overall. Grant Langston 
rebounded from a first-moto sixth-place 
finish to run third in moto two for third 
overall. 


Ronnie Brown (W-R) crossed the finish 
line ahead of Paul Iwanaga (W-R) and 
John Hlebo III (W-R) to win the Open 
class during the final round of Gene 
Romero's West Coast Flat Track Series 
at Watsonville Speedway in Wat- 
sonville, California, on July 17. In doing 
so, Brown also wrapped up the West 
Coast Flat Track Series Championship 
for 1999. The Open Vintage class fea- 
tured a new winner for the first time all 
season, as class champion Jeff Johnson 
elected only to ride the Open class at 
Watsonville after having already 
clinched the series title. That left Rod 
Spencer (Tri), Ken Thiebaud (Tri) and 


Joe Carrera (Yam) to battle for the class 
feature win. They would finish in that 
order. 


Brian Garrahan (KTM) won the seventh 
round of the AMA National Hare 
Scrambles Series, held on July 18 in 
Kahoka, Missouri... Garrahan topped 
Steve Levian (Yam) and Doug Black- 
well (Yam). Blackwell, however, contin- 
ues to lead the championship point 
standings over Garrahan, 161-151. 


Jeff Gibson (Kaw) won the 250cc Pro 
class in the Kawasaki Tennessee State 
Motocross Championships, held at 
Muddy Creek Raceway in Blountville, 
Tennessee, on July 18. Gibson beat Jim 
Neese (Yam) to take the win, with 
Kevin Walker (Yam) winning the 125cc 
Pro class over Jim Chester (Suz). James 
Stewart (Kaw) won both the Supermini 
and 12- to 13-year-old classes. 


Mike Sullivan (Kaw) won both races 
during the opening round of the Formu- 
la USA Series at Portland International 
Raceway on July 18. Sullivan topped 
David Cook (Yam) and Keith Pinkstaff 
(Kaw) to win the first race, then came 
back to beat Pinkstaff and Cook again in 
the second race. Sullivan won both races 
by over 13 seconds. In addition, Sullivan 
won the 126 Horsepower class while 
Cook took top honors in the 106 Horse- 
power class. 


There will be a number of changes to the 
2000 World Championship Road Race 
Series calendar, if the provisional calen- 
dar that was circulated in Germany on 
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July 18 is any indication. First among 
them is the U.S. GP at Elkhart Lake, ten- 
tatively scheduled, pending circuit 
homologation, for next summer. Also 
‘new on the schedule is the Portuguese 
Grand Prix at Estoril. The series will 
begin at the Welkom circuit in South 
Africa and will end in Japan, with a sec- 
ond round in Japan early in the season. 
Both the Suzuka Circuit and the Twin- 
Ring Motegi will host GPs in Japan. 
Gone are the Malaysian GP, the Brazil- 
ian round and Imola, site of the San 
Marino GP. The French GP looks set for 
Le Mans and, of course, there are three 
rounds scheduled for Spain. 


Thanks to the efforts of the AMA, its 
members and the motorcycle industry, 
U.S. trade officials have decided they 
won't impose a 100-percent import duty 
on certain European motorcycles in their 
war with Europe over beef. Had they 
remained on the list of products target- 
ed for duties, the price of European 
motorcycles (displacing 500cc or less) 
imported into the United States could 
have doubled, according to the AMA. 
^We said all along that motorcycles had 
no place in a trade dispute over beef, 
and we're elated that we were able to 
make the case to federal officials," said 
Edward Moreland, the AMA's Wash- 
ington representative. “But this is really 
a testament to the power of ground- 
roots lobbying and to AMA members 
and to other motorcyclists who made 
phone calls, wrote letters and sent e- 
mails to their elected officials." 


Australian off-roader Shane Watts is the 
latest motorcycle racer to join up with 
OMS Ltd., a management and market- 
ing agency run by Fred Bramblett. Watts 
joins Scott Summers, Mike LaRocco, Ben 
Bostrom, Tim Ferry and Chris Carr in 
the OMS-represented group. "I want 
everyone to understand that I am very 
grateful to all the people and companies 
that have supported me in the past and I 
hope that I will be able to continue 


working with them in the future," Watts ' 


said in an OMS press release. For more 
information, call 606/689-5854. 


Following his win at the British Grand 
Prix at Donington Park on July 4, April- 
ia's Valentino Rossi has the highest 
winning average of any active rider. 
Prior to winning again in Germany on 
July 18, the Italian had won 40.4 percent 
of the races he'd started, 21 wins in 52 
starts, a single percentage point ahead 
of the injured Mick Doohan. The num- 
ber increased to 22 in 53 after the Sach- 
senring. Doohan, the five-time 500cc 
World Champion has a 39.4-percent 
winning average, best of any 500cc 
rider, taking 54 victories out of his 137 
starts. Doohan still holds the highest 
podium percentage by a fair amount, 
having been on the box in 69.3 percent 


of his starts. Next comes Marlboro 3 


Yamaha's Max Biaggi with 63 podiums 
in 109 starts (57.8 percent), though the 
vast majority of those came in the 250cc 
class, where he won four consecutive 
World Championships from 1994 
through 1997. The all-time leader in 
podium-appearance percentage is 
Wayne Rainey, who was on the podium 
77.1 percent of the time - 64 rostrum 
showings in 83 starts. 


Dirt tracker Shawn Coffey, who suf- 
fered head injuries in a fall during the 
AMA Dirt Track Grand Championships 
at the Indiana State Fairgrounds, is well 


on down the road to recovery at the ` 


Indiana Methodist Children's Hospital 
in Indianapolis. According to his father, 
Jay, Shawn is awake, eating, getting 











around in a wheelchair and is already 
involved in a rigorous rehabilitation 
schedule. ^He is progressing every 
day," Jay Coffey says.

One of the more impressive streaks in 
road racing came to an end in Germany 
on July 18. Team Pileri's Kazuto Sakata 
failed to score a point, finishing 19th 
and out of the points for the first time 
since the British Grand Prix at Doning- 
ton Park in 1997. His streak ends at 26 
consecutive points-paying finishes, a 
record for the 125cc class. 


The future site of the French Grand Prix 
is still up in the air, two months after 
Formula One maven Bernie Ecclestone 
bought Circuit Castellet, aka Paul 
Ricard, the picturesque track on the 
French Riviera near the beaches of Ban- 
dol. The choices are Le Mans or Magny 
Cours, both of which have hosted GPs 
in the past, but neither of which holds 
the appeal of Le Castellet. Ecclestone’s 
plans include altering the layout and 
constructing an Indy-type oval. The 
work will close the track for at least a 
year. The final race at Ricard will be the 
24 Hour Bol d'Or, in September. It isn't 
known if the motorcycle GP will return 
or not, but it is almost certain that the 
track will host an F-1 race when it 
reopens. 


Missouri governor Mel Camahan has 
vetoed a bill that would have allowed 
adults 21 or older in the state to ride 
motorcycles without wearing helmets, 
according to the AMA. Sean Maher, the 
AMA’s legislative-affairs specialist, said 
the AMA was "extremely disappointed" 
with Camahan's July 13 veto of the mea- 
sure - Senate Bill 294. "More than half 
the states in the Union allow adult 
motorcyclists to decide for themselves 
to wear a helmet," Maher said. "Four 
have approved legislation to do so in 
the past two years." Camahan justified 
his veto by citing reports produced pri- 
marily by the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (MHTSA). The 
reports dealt with motorcycle-related 
crashes and helmet use, and claimed 
that "failure to use motorcycle helmets 
places a large financial burden on soci- 
ety and individual states." 


According to a press release from 
WERA, the road racing association has 
formed an affiliation with Road Racing 
Performance Motorcyclists (RPM), a 
nonprofit organization formed by a 
group of road racers interested in bring- 
ing WERA back to Texas and Oklahoma 
for the year 2000.

The 
frame for the four-cylinder, a modified 
version of the KR3 frame, has already 
been built, and work on the engine 
continues on the recently installed 
dyno at the team's headquarters in 
Banbury, England. Aksland said the 
team is using the Swissauto engine as 
its base, the same powerplant that 
powers the MuZ Weber ridden by 
Luca Cadalora and Jurgen van den 
Goorbergh. The machine may be ready 
for testing after the Czech GP in Brno 
at the end of August, though Aksland 
said they did not know if they would 
race it. The team is still committed to 
making the three-cylinder project 
viable, he said. Cadalora was third 
fastest in German GP qualifying but 
‘was high-sided early in the race. The 
motor, as it's currently being raced, 
has a very peaky powerband, which 
the Roberts team will certainly try to 
tame. In Germany, Cadalora came up 
with a fix that he thought would flat- 
ten it out. Judging from his crash, it 
wasn't entirely successful. The Italian 
is one of the smoothest riders in GP 
racing, and rarely high-sides. Van den 
Goorbergh earned a surprising pole 
position, the bike's first, at last month's 
Dutch TT in Assen. 


After taking a second and a win, rising 
Australian road racing star Andrew Pitt 
(Kaw) was the overall victor at round 
seven of the Australian Superbike 
Championship at the all-new Queens- 
land Raceway near Willowbank on July 
11. The opening race was won by Steve 
Martin (Duc), who has increased his 
title lead over Craig Connell to 26 
points after finishing third in race two. 
Former multi-time Australian motocross 
champion Kim Ashkenazi (Kaw) made 
his superbike debut at Willowbank and 


finished ninth and eighth in the two 
races, according to Cycle News contribu- 
tor Darryl Flack. 


Facing over two more weeks of physio- 
therapy, Mick Doohan is on target to 
make his return to Grand Prix racing at 
the Czech round of the 500cc World 
Championship on August 8. After visit- 
ing the Dutch and British GPs and the 
World Superbike round at Laguna Seca, 
Doohan has returned to San Francisco, 
California, to return to rehabilitation. "I 
am still on crutches,” Doohan said in a 
Melbourne, Australia, newspaper. "We 
are working towards the Czech GP. 
That's still some time off in terms of see- 
ing what my recovery is. It's not a life- 
or-death situation. It's a target we are 
trying to achieve, something to make a 
goal; whether or not we can achieve 
that, I can't comment on." Answering 
recent reports that he may go into team 
management as early as 2000 with Colin 
Edwards as his rider under Shell 
Advance colors on a Honda NSR500, 
Doohan said: "There's always specula- 
tion. I am not at a stage where I am talk- 
ing with anyone about running a team. 
It'S not necessarily what I will be 
involved with in years to come."

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A Triumph 600 and a Triumph- 


powered Italjet? 

One company about to enter the 600cc 
Supersport market is Triumph. Set to 
move into a new era in the year 2000, 
with the coming of the new millenium 
ushering in the second of owner John 
Bloor's 10-year plans for the expansion 
of the reborn British marque, a fuel- 
injected 600 is apparently on the way. 

In addition to the completion of Tri- 
umph's new factory, currently under con- 
struction near its existing Hinckley plant - 
scheduled to begin production in October 
with initial targets of 24,000 bikes to be 
built in 2000 (up from 18,500 in 1999) - 
two major new models will be launched 
this autumn. One of those will be a fuel- 
injected four-cylinder 600cc Supersport 
contender, and the other is the half-faired 
Sprint RS sports bike revealed in this col- 
umn at the end of last year. 

And there's more news from Tri- 
umph. In addition to the four-cylinder 
Daytona 1200 engines being supplied to 
power the Reynard-chassised Strathcar- 
ron SC-2 ultrasports road car due to 
enter production in 2000, Triumph (for 
the first time ever) has agreed to supply 
engines to another motorcycle manufac- 
turer. A Triumph engine will power a 
street bike built someplace other than 
Hinckley - or, for that matter, Britain. 

That company is Italjet, the Bologna- 
based scooter specialist whose hub-cen- 
ter Formula and Dragster models bring 
leading-edge chassis technology to the 
personal-transportation sector, along- 
side their more retro Velocifero model 
line, and whose Dragster 125 is the only 
twin-cylinder performance scooter in 
the marketplace. With its 180 workers 
producing 34,000 powered two-wheel- 
ers each year in the company's brand- 
new, ultramodern factory near Pescara, 
Italjet successfully rides the top end of 
the European scooter boom as it cele- 
brates its 40th birthday this year. To 
help celebrate that fact, the company is 
planning to launch its first full-sized 
motorcycle in 25 years at the Milan 
Show in September - and a three-cylin- 
der Triumph engine will power it. 

Founded in 1959 and initially pro- 
ducing small-capacity runarounds pow- 
ered by MZ, Sachs and Minarelli 
engines, former Ducati works rider 
Leopoldo Tartarini's family company 
later not only acted as design consul- 
tants for the likes of Ducati (Tamburini 
styling adorned all the early V-twin 
desmos, including the benchmark 75055 
and the good-looking 900 Darmah 
model) it also produced good-handling, 
well-styled updates of British sport- 
bikes, combining Anglo engineering 
with Italian allure. The first of these was 
the Italjet Grifon 500, which appeared in 
1965, using the Triumph Daytona twin- 
cylinder engine in an Italjet twin-loop 
frame to produce an Italian version of 
the Triton cafe racer, followed soon after 
by the 650 Grifon, powered by the Bon- 
neville motor. Other Tartarini hybrids 
included Italjet-built models badged as 
Indians, in agreement with the U.S. 
brand's then-owner Floyd Clymer, 
using Velocette 500 and Royal Enfield 
700 Interceptor motors, before Italjet 
settled down to carve out its own repu- 
tation for innovative small-capacity 
products. 

Two years ago, sources close to the 
company insisted that Italjet was plan- 
ning a motorcycle comeback, using a 
Japanese engine (at first rumored to be 
the TRX Yamaha, then more recently the 
Suzuki SV650) - but now it's confirmed 
that such plans will reach fruition with 
the debut of a new sports cruiser at the 
Milan Show in September, powered by 
the carbureted older-version T300 Tri- 











Almost-due Vdue 
Bimota is set to spring one of the most 
unexpected and unlikely comebacks in 
recent street-bike history at the Milan 
Show in September when the star of its 
display will be a completely re-engi- 
neered version of the Vdue 500 two- 
stroke V-twin. Remember, it was the 
Vdue's troubled development that 
brought the Italian performance specialist 
to its knees 18 months ago, leading to its 
rescue by former Laverda owner 
Francesco Tognon. 

Since completing the takeover of Bimota nine months ago, 
Tognon has employed a separate specialist research-and-devel- 
opment team from outside the Rimini factory to work on a com- 
prehensive overhaul of the two-stroke sportbike project that 
promised so much but delivered so little - thanks to flaws in 
design and defects in engine manufacture. Besides Bimota, 
Tognon owns a group of ultra-high-tech companies working for 
major players in the automotive world, including Ferrari and 
Lamborghini, and he's brought in key engineers from various 
sectors to address the Vdue's problems. The result promises to 
be a spectacular improvement in the performance and reliabili- 
ty of the Vdue's crankcase reed-valve engine package, with the 
troublesome direct-injection EFI system jettisoned in favor of 
Dell'Orto powerjet carburetors specially designed for the V- 
twin two-stroke motor. Moreover, the Vdue will get a digital 
ignition developed for the bike by one of Tognon's satellite 
companies, which for the first time ever on a road bike will 
incorporate a full-open powershifter gear-change capability. 

The 90-degree twin-crank crankcase reed-valve engine has 
also been comprehensively re-engineered, with special atten- 
tion paid to revised cylinder porting, reed-valve design and 
intake angle, as well as an all-new six-speed gearbox. Though 


. the use of carbs means an increase in emissions compared to the 


original fuel-injected version, Bimota claims to be able to mar- 
ket the EvoDue throughout Europe and in Japan and Australia, 
and could fit a catalyst exhaust to the bike to meet stricter emis- 


sions regulations elsewhere - albeit with a 20-percent horse- 


power penalty. 

Though special emphasis has been laid on reliability and rid- 
ability, the performance of the EvoDue package appears set to 
establish a new benchmark in performance motorcycling, bring- 
ing a level of GP performance to the street that its flawed ances- 
tor promised but failed to deliver. According to company insid- 


ers, in a four-day test at the end of June behind closed doors at- 


the Rijeka circuit in Croatia, the prototype 500 Vdue Evoluzione 


covered more than 1860 miles at both race pace and in simulat- . 
ed road conditions in the hands of a trio of test riders - all with- 
out any mechanical problems being experienced. ut 

“We had to stop in the end because we simply ran out of 


tires!” says one who was there. MR 
This was with the bike running in àn 'open' configuration, 
using race exhausts, fitted with no air cleaner and using 39mm 


carbs. In this form, the EvoDue delivers 140 bhp at the crank, 


say factory sources - a figure which, if true, places the 72 x 
61.2mm Italian engine on a par with a good privateer Honda 
NSR500V V-twin GP racer. However, whereas the Honda race 
motor revs to just 10,500 rpm in its present 68 x 68.5mm guise - 
the same as the original fuel-injected Vdue, which moreover

Designed of course by 
Leopoldo Tartarini himself, the Italjet 
Grifon 900 is a dramatic-looking Naked 
Roadster with tubular-aluminium frame 
and cafe-racer styling. Designed as an 
ultra-modern update of the original '60s 
Grifon 650, with Suzuki Katana over- 
tones, the born-again Italjet-Triumph 
will be offered in two versions when 
manufacture begins in March 2000. One 
will be a baseline. model priced to com- 
pete with the Ducati Monster 900, and it 
will be joined by a more-costly version, 
replete with magnesium and carbon- 
fiber parts. Total production is not 
expected to exceed 1000 units, but the 
bikes will be marketed for sale all over 
the world. 

With Italjet also hard at work devel- 


oping a 125cc GP racer - a bike that has 
already achieved podium finishes in the 
hotly contested Italian National 125cc 
Championship - with a Grand Prix 
debut on line for 2000, the revitalized 
company is on a roll. Sales of its radical 
Dragster 125/180 scooter range is boom- 
ing, and a 250cc Millenium ‘scooterone’ 
is due at the end of the year with a four- 
stroke Minarelli engine, to further 
expand the range upward. For genial, 
pipe-smoking, Jaguar-driving Leopoldo 
Tartarini, the revival of the Grifon name 
on an Italjet motorcycle using a Tri- 
umph engine is an appropriate land- 
mark for his company's expansion. 

“I respect the manufacturing excel- 
lence of Japanese products," he says, "but 
in my heart, l'm a European who likes to 
combine traditional quality with innova- 
tive design. This is the Italjet philosophy 


that has brought us so much success 
down the years: Now it's a good moment 
to apply that formula once again to a full- 
size motorcycle, and in doing so to cele- 
brate our 40th anniversary." 

The Italjet deal underlines Triumph's 
new intention to follow in Suzuki's foot- 
steps, by acting as an engine supplier to 
rival manufacturers. 

"John Bloor has never had a policy 
against selling engines for use in other 
company's products," says Triumph 
export boss Ross Clifford. “But with the 
engine package representing over 50 per- 
cent of the unit cost of any motorcycle, 
interested parties often balked at the price 
we quoted them to do so. Leopoldo Tar- 
tarini is both experienced in this business 
and realistic, and in any case his 40th- 
anniversary Grifon won't compete with 
our Speed Triple - not least because it 





won't have the latest T500-series fuel- 
injected engine package. But while sup- 
plies of some engines will be restricted 
because of our own needs, we'll be happy 
to discuss a similar deal with anyone else 
where there's no obvious conflict with 
one of our existing models - and that 
includes motorcycle companies, as well 
as a car manufacturer like Strathcarron." 


Aprilia x 2 

Aprilia's alliance with Renault to devel- 
op their own four-cylinder sportbike 
engine is still bubbling under, according 
to well-placed sources, but right now the 
Italian firm is concentrating on expand- 
ing its RSV1000 60-degree V-twin range - 
with two new models expected at the 
Milan Show in September. 

One of those models is the Sport 
Touring version of the Mille that's been 
under development at the company's 
new San Marino R&D base, headed by 
former Bimota chief engineer Pierluigi 
Marconi. The other is a half-faired sport- 
bike targeted at the VTR1000/900SS/ 
TL1000S and Triumph's new Sprint RS, 
to be known as the RSV Mille Superleg- 
gera (Italian for "lightweight"). Apart 
from having a detuned version of the 
Rotax-built engine, this keenly priced 
variant will use a different chassis than 
the existing Mille and its SP high-perfor- 
mance short-stroke superbike spinoff, 
now at last about to enter a belated pro- 
duction run initially limited to the bare 
150 examples needed for World Super- 
bike homologation. 

The Superleggera is understood to 
employ a distinctive tubular-aluminum 
semi-spaceframe resembling a doubled- 
up version of the Tigcraft-designed 
MuZ Skorpion chassis, which, together 
with a single front disc and the bikini 
bodywork, results in a reported 22- 
pound weight saving over the existing 
fully-faired Mille. 

Aprilia's expansion at the top end of 
its model range coincides with the com- 
pany's push into North America, with 
the opening of its American base in 
Atlanta earlier this year, and a steep 
increase in its export revenues during 
1998 - which for the first time ever sur- 
passed sales in Italy. Aprilia production 
rose by 12 percent in the last calendar 
year to 325,000 powered two-wheelers, of 
which 52 percent were sold outside Italy. 
Company turnover increased by 29 per- 
cent to 1,200 billion Lire ($640 million), a 
hike of 29 percent over the previous year. 
And the Beggio family's private compa- 
ny also won two GP World Champi- 
onships in 1998, recently becoming the 
first European manufacturer in the mod- 
ern era to gain pole position in all three 
classes of Grand Prix racing in a single 
day. All this came at the Italian GP at 
Mugello in May, when Tetsuya Harada's 
debut pole for the Aprilia RSV500 V-twin 
(with the aid of Dunlop qualifying tires), 
on a circuit favoring the Japanese V- 
fours, completed a clean sweep for April- 
ia in the 125, 250 and 500cc grids. 


Ready, set, go for Benelli 
As revealed in this space two months 
ago, Benelli is set to launch its new fuel- 
injected 900cc Superbike to the world's 
press on July 21, prior to a public debut 
at the Milan Show in September. Slated 
to be called the Tornado 900 (named 
after the last "real" Benelli model - a 
650cc pushrod twin, produced by the 
Pesaro-based Italian company while it 
was still in family ownership, before the 
De Tomaso takeover), the innovative 
bike has an ultra-compact in-line three- 
cylinder engine that allows the Tornado 
to measure an impressive 30mm nar- 
rower than the Ducati 916 V-twin. 

Clad in extremely dramatic, innova- 








tive styling with a radical take on head- 
light design that makes Tamburini's MV 
Agusta F4 monopod look almost con- 
ventional, the Benelli will be delivered 
in only one color scheme - the green- 
and-silver house livery of the works 
four-cylinder GP racer that Australian 
Kel Carruthers took to the 250cc World 
Championship in 1969. Late word has it 
that Carruthers will even be the guest of 
honor at the event. 

With testing of the distinctive short- 
stroke 12-valve engine now well under 
way, Benelli boss Andrea Merloni has 
finalized his development schedule - 
which calls for a limited-edition series of 
bikes with a similar high specification to 
the Serie d'Oro MV Agusta F4 to begin 
production in September 2000. The pro- 
duction will meet the minimum 150 
bikes needed to homologate the Torna- 
do for superbike racing by the end of 
February 2001., Volume production of 
the 900 Superbike will begin in spring. of 
that year. 

In an innovative step in the motor- 
cycle world (Ferrari does the same thing 
in cars), Benelli has established a Web 
site devoted to the presentation of the 
Tornado 900, which has been open since 
June 18 at the following address: 
http:/ /www.tornadobenelli.com. On 
July 21, in conjunction with the press 
launch of the new model in a villa 
beside the Pesaro race circuit where 
Jarno Saarinen won Benelli's last race on 
his one and only ride on the 500cc four- 
cylinder GP racer, "benellisti^ around the 
world will be able to log on and see 
what the new bike looks like at the same 
time as the world's press.

Another Italian brand reportedly planning a comeback is 
Gilera. Now the property of the Piaggio scooter empire owned 
by Fiat's Agnelli family, Gilera - along with MV Agusta and 
Moto Guzzi - is one of the most historic names in Italian motor- 
cycling. Since closing Gilera's Arcore factory in 1993, Piaggio 
has only used the name on a handful of badge-engineered 
scooters built alongside the Vespa in its Pontedera factory. But 
in the wake of the successful relaunch of MV Agusta (and the 
imminent return of Benelli), Ducati's ongoing World Superbike 
success, and the continuing sportbike boom around the world 
and especially in Italy, the much-rumored return of Gilera to 
the motorcycle market now appears a near certainty, according 
to sources within Piaggio. 

A key factor in this is Piaggio management's links with Carlo 
Pernat, the man behind Aprilia's World title-winning success 
during his many years as Grand Prix team manager for the Ital- 
ian company. After a couple of years running the nearby Geno- 
va Serie A soccer club, Pernat is set to return to motorcycling by 
linking with the firm with which he began his two-wheeled 
career. This comes after Pernot was at one stage discussing a tie- 
up with the Benelli factory's future Superbike race effort. 

“We've been in discussions with Piaggio for quite a while 
about relaunching Gilera," Pernat admitted in an interview in 
the Italian press.

I have been the D-36 cross 
country steward for the past 10 years, 
and I believe an Expert or Professional 
motorcycle racer is an expert motorcycle 
racer in an event and should never, 
never ride in the Novice class at any 
type of event. In my book this is called 
sandbagging, and it only takes trophies 
and advancement points away from the 
real Novice riders who would have 
earned them. 

We had a professional speedway 
rider earn the number-one Vet A plate 
in his first year. It wasn't easy for him 
and he hasn't been back, but he did it 
because that is what a real professional 
does. 

To name the big names from D-36 
would take too much space, but Kenny 
Roberts is the most famous of them. 
There are many out there who went on 
to fame and fortune who learned their 
trade in D-36 off-road competition, and 
if this sounds like l'm proud of my 
adopted 800-rider-plus family, then 
you're right.

During the invoca- 
tion they stood and removed their 
hats, and at the playing of the national 
anthem they placed their hats over 
their hearts. It had a profound effect 
on me. I turned 25 in Vietnam in 1968 
and was the "old man" to the teenage 
soldiers I served with. These young 
people at Laguna Seca reminded me 
so much of those young men way 
back then - young, fearless and bullet- 
proof. 

The whole weekend is always such a 
great experience, and I’ve been able to 
meet briefly with many racers, such as 
Mick Doohan (this year), Kevin 
Schwantz, Miguel DuHamel and Rich 
Oliver, and they are all gentlemen. 


Now, I realize that the racers as well . 


as the race attendees will have major 
personality changes once they mount up 
to ride home or race. No problem. I also 
notice there are more ladies riding their 
own bikes now. This is great. 

The future of motorcycling and 
motorcycle racing is in good hands. I 
applaud all the ‘road racers and road 
racing enthusiasts as well as SCRAMP

oug Chandler had to wait 26 
months between victories prior to 
winning the last round of the 
AMA /MBNA Suberbike Series at New 
Hampshire International Speedway. 
This time around, he wasn't so patient. 

Not even a month after his win at 
Loudon, Chandler did it again, with this 
one coming on a brilliantly sunny day at 
the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. Using 
the improved speed of his Muzzy 
Kawasaki, Chandler was fast all week- 
end, and come Sunday he took full 
advantage of Vance & Hines Ducati’s 
Ben Bostrom’s misfortune to score his 
second win of the season. It was also the 
I1th victory of his career, a win that 
moved him into sole possession of 
eighth on the all-time AMA Superbike 
win list. 

Although Chandler ended up win- 
ning handily, things might have been 
different if not for Bostrom's woes. The 
Californian seemingly had things under 
control through 17 laps of the 26-lap 
National. Then everything went wrong. 
Bostrom had been circulating for several 
laps with his Ducati leaving a trail of 
smoke, the consequences of an oil-line 
fitting that had pulled loose and was 
depositing oil on an exhaust pipe. Final- 
ly, the AMA black-flagged the Ducati 
rider, and he went one more lap before 
pitting. Although he was able to get the 
problem fixed and rejoin the fray, 
Bostrom's world had turned completely 
upside down in the span of just two

laps. He'd gone from near-certain win- 
ner and championship points leader to 
lOth place - 14 points behind Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Mat Mladin with just two races 
remaining. 

With Bostrom out of the picture, 
Chandler was left to cruise to victory, 
and he crossed the finish line with near- 
ly nine seconds in hand. Second place 
went to Mladin, who was fully aware of 
his rivals' troubles and was content with 
finishing in the top three. He was hand- 
ed second place on the final lap when 
his Yoshimura Suzuki teammate Jason 
Pridmore slowed to allow the Aus- 
tralian to pass. And that was only made 
possible after American Honda's 
impressive superbike rookie Nicky Hay- 
den crashed just three laps from the fin- 
ish as he was scrapping with the two 
Suzukis. 

Fourth place ended up going to 
American Honda's Eric Bostrom, 
though the result looked better on paper 
than it did on the race track. Bostrom's 
fourth would have been sixth if not for 
his brother's and Hayden's misfortunes, 
and he knew it. Eric Bostrom isn't a 
racer content with finishing fourth, and 
he definitely wasn't impressed with this 
fourth-place finish. 

Fifth place went to Harley-David- 
son's Pascal Picotte, despite a miserable 
start that left him scrambling for posi- 
tions. The French Canadian was forced 
to pick through the field and was left 
knowing that even a halfway-decent 
start would have allowed him to finish 
higher. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier 
ended up sixth, getting the better of 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Aaron Yates - with 
last year's winner here the victim of a 
poor tire choice. Eighth place went to 
Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram, with 
the Ohioan still feeling the effects of his 
dirt track crash of a few weeks ago. 

Nothing is certain in the fickle world 
of racing, and the Vance & Hines Ducati 
squad was living proof of that at Mid- 
Ohio. Still riding the high of its recent 





success - with six victories in its last 
seven races - the team again put both 
riders on the front row and again looked 
certain of success. But there are no cer- 
tainties in this sport, and everything 
simply fell apart on Sunday at Mid- 
Ohio, making the past success nothing 
but a faded memory. 

To add insult to injury, Bostrom 
wasn't the only one on the team with 
problems. Prior to Bostrom being black- 
flagged, Anthony Gobert was already 
going backward in a hurry after choos- 
ing the wrong front tire and struggling 
to keep the bike on two wheels. After 
finishing the first lap second, behind his 
teammate, Gobert's decline was not only 
steady - it was rapid. Dropped to third 
on lap four, Gobert was fourth on lap 
five, fifth on lap six, seventh on lap 
seven, eighth on lap eight and 10th on 
lap nine. His position would change 
after that based on attrition, but he 
would ultimately end up ninth - thanks 
mainly to Steve Grigg running out of 
fuel - only one spot better than Bostrom. 

So, after appearing indomitable in 
the past few rounds, including the 
Laguna Seca round of the World Super- 
bike Series, the team was brought back 
to earth with a resounding thud at Mid- 
Ohio. But as it goes in racing, one team's 
loss was another team's gain, and the 
big winner in this one was Yoshimura 
Suzuki - and Mladin in particular. 

Mladin now leads the championship 
by 14 points over Bostrom, 301-287, and 
Gobert is just a single point behind his 
teammate, with 286 points. Chandler's 
victory boosted his total to 250 points, 
but his early-season woes still give him 
very little chance of winning oes 
title in 1999, 

Among the notables who failed to 
finish were Harley-Davidson's Scott 
Russell and Yamaha's Jamie Hacking 
(the pair crashing in the same corner), 
the aforementioned Hapden, and 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp, who 
exited early with an electrical problem 
on his GSX-R.

After a mass rider exodus to the 
nearby porta-john on pit road, the rac- 
ing got under way at roughly 2:10 p.m., 
with Ben Bostrom screaming away from 
the start line and into the lead. At the | 
end of the first lap he led Gobert, 
Mladin, Chandler, Pridmore, Crevier, 
Eric Bostrom, Hayden, Yates - and final- 
ly Picotte, despite the fact that he'd 
started from row two. 

"All weekend we were strong on race 
tires," Picotte said later. "I just couldn't 
get off the line with them. After that, | 
had to pass them one at a time, and traf- 
fic didn't go in my favor at all. Just a 
decent start would have he ped." 

Picotte would continue to charge and 
he would ultimately finish fifth, and 
"fifth is better than nothing," as the 
French Canadian said. 

After two laps, Bostrom led by over a 
second. He continued to stretch that 
advantage until he was some three sec- 
onds clear on the fifth lap. That gap 
stayed steady until the 12th lap, when 
he got the better break in traffic to open 
up another second and a half. Then the 
smoke started. On the 17th lap, Bostrom 
was shown the black flag, and he pulled 
in two laps later. Naturally, he was 
frustrated. He would re-enter the race 
and climb to an eventual 10th-place fin-

pparently, Ben Bostrom brought the momentum gained 
from his stunning success at the Laguna Seca round of the 
World Superbike Series with him to Ohio. With Big Mo 
riding sidesaddle on his Vance & Hines Ducati, Bostrom picked 
up right where he left off a week ago by earning pole position at 
the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. 

Perhaps more importantly, Bostrom earned the single cham- 
pionship point that comes with pole position, and that point 
moved him out of a tie with his teammate Anthony Gobert and 
into second all by himself - just four points behind champi- 
onship leader Mat Mladin. 

Not a bad way to start the weekend after his dream weekend 
in Monterey. 

Bostrom also got his name in the record books as the new 
Superbike lap record holder on the 2.4-mile Mid-Ohio Sports 
Car Course. The Californian lapped at 1:27.401 in the final ses- 
sion on Saturday afternoon to sneak past Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler, who lapped at 1:27.488 - also under Aaron 
Yates' lap record of a year ago. It was Bostrom's second pole 
position of the year. 

"I ms3ust pretty fortunate that we've hit a good Dae my 
bike's about perfect,” Bostrom said. “T don't have to use a lot of 
energy to ride it, and I have to give Vance & Hines a lot of credit. 
They've done a super job the last two races in a row. Mostly, 
Laguna just gave us more track time. Like Mat (Mladin) didn't 
get to ride last week, so we got one more little jump - just 
because we didn't have to wait two weeks. We got to ride each 
weekend, and that's been really nice. I think the bikes are better 





this year, and every year the tire development gets better, but the 


track disintegrates, so it balances out. All the riders are getting 
better, also. Everyone is upping it and just trying to keep step- 
ping up to the next guy's level. I'm pretty confident. You can 
always go better, but not that much better right now. My bike is 
great on race tires, so I'm pretty confident going into tomorrow 


as long as I get good starts. It's going to be hard work, especially 
when you've got guys pushing on you. It'll be a great race, for 
sure." 

Chandler was more than pleased with his effort, dione he 
admitted that not racing last week at the World Superbike 
meant he wasn’t as fresh as some of his competition. He is hap- 
pier now that the Kawasaki is back on pace with the competi- 
tion after getting some more parts from Japan. 

“It's hard to get up to speed on the first day," Chandler said. 
“Everyone else is kind of acclimated to race-track speed and it’s 
no problem for them. It was tough for me yesterday. The 
biggest thing is just getting some speed out of the bike. Since we 
couldn’t get any speed out of it the first half of the year, all we 
could work on was chassis. I think we have one of the better- 
working bikes on the track right now, and getting the speed a 
bit later made it even better. We can get up there and compete, 
and it feels good to be in the middle of everything again. We 
finally got some stuff for the motors, and the thing is making 
good numbers on the dyno back at Rob’s place, and it shows on 
the race track. I can run with those guys, and as long as you 
have a bike that will run with ‘em, then it's up to you as a rider. 
That's something I don't mind tackling. It's frustrating when 
they leave you down the straightaway and you just shake your 
head. But if you can stay with “em, yeah, the race is on.” 

The third rider to duck (no pun intended) under the lap 
record was Vance & Hines Ducati's Gobert. The Australian 
lapped at 1:27.702 in what was his Mid-Ohio debut. His time 
was just marginally better than the 1:27.875 turned in by Mladin 


-and the Yoshimura Suzuki as the top four in the championship 


point standings filled the front row of the grid. 

"I've been struggling, really," Gobert said, “just to try and 
get a good setup. Luckily, like Mat (Mladin) said, our bikes are 
pretty good, so it's made it a lot easier for me. The Vance & 
Hines Ducati team has given us an awesome package through- 
out the year, so we just had to do a few fine-tuning things to get 
it right. Unfortunately, we still haven't got it right. We're going 


to try something else in the morning. We discovered a few . 
things this afternoon that should help our lap time. But we are 


right there and hopefully in the race we can.get away with ‘em 
and maybe wear ‘em down. It's mainly just working on differ- 
ent-stiffness rear shocks and working on front springs and stuff 
like that to get the right balance for the machine. That's where 
we're struggling right now. We just need to get a bit more 














weight over the front end and make it turn a bit better around 
here." 

Although the majority of the riders enjoy Mid-Ohio's layout, 
not many like the bumps, the concrete patches and the sealer 
that fills some of the cracks in the pavement. Mladin is one of 
those who believes the surface is a bit iffy. 

"The bike is exactly the same today as it was yesterday," 
Mladin said. “I really didn't know what to do from yesterday. 
We tried a couple of little things and done a gearbox last night, 
and totally screwed that up, so we put the other engine back in 
for this afternoon. Essentially the bike is pretty much the same. 
Today we used a qualifier, yesterday we didn't, but the lap 
times today on race tires were the same as yesterday. It's greasy, 
but the track surface is shit, like it always has been here. There's 
always concrete patches, and if you hit the wrong one, there's a 
ledge, and you have to be really careful. If you're not careful, 
then it could result in a crash, through no fault of your own, just 
because you ran wide. Other than that, the track's pretty good. 
Safetywise it's not too back - just a few suspect spots, but it's 
just that the surface is terrible. Obviously, Indy car draws more 
spectators than we do, so that's the reason for the concrete 
patches in the corners. 

“I hope the bike has some potential, because it's still a long 
way down on what these guys are riding," Mladin added. “It’s 
going okay. I’m reasonably happy with it. We just need to find 
some horsepower, and we need to be able to get off the corners 
better. We're probably doing twice as many gear changes as 
these guys around this race track, and it makes it much more 
difficult." 

The second row would be led by the factory Harley-David- 
son of Pascal Picotte, the French Canadian turning in a 1:27.977 
for the fifth-fastest time. Joining him on the second row would 
be American Honda part-timer Nicky Hayden (1:28.307), Yama- 
ha's Jamie Hacking (1:28.321) and Yoshimura Suzuki's Jason 
Pridmore (1:28.368). | 

“I went a couple of tenths better today,” Hayden said. “I 


knew that a lot of guys had saved their qualifiers for today, so I 


knew they'd go faster. | got two qualifiers, and | used one yes- 
terday and one today. I think a lot of guys used both today. I’m 
so-so comfortable, but not at the pace the guys up front will 
probably be running. We've got a good setup." 

In all, 41 riders qualified to race in the National. 
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ish, salvaging some championship

points - including one for leading the 
most laps. 

“That thing was really smoking - it 
was putting some oil down,” Chandler 
said. "I was picking up some oil on the 
windscreen and my shield, but I wasn't 
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thinking much of it because he was car- 
rying good speed. I figured if he was 
really oiling, he'd be on it himself. I 
think he was oiling the track, but some- 
how not getting him as bad. I noticed 
the track really getting slippery in a few 
places, but I don't know if it was him or 
not. Later in the race, some of the back- 
markers we were passing... a lot of bikes 
were smoking, so I think there was quite 
a bit of oil on the track." 

Bostrom knew he had a problem 
because his boots were oiled and slip- 
pery, but he also knew it wasn't causing 
him a grip problem. 

“I knew after seven or eight laps into 
it,” Bostrom said. "I was like, ‘Man, my 
feet feel slippery.' I knew I had to just 
keep riding, so I just started cruising 
around - I wasn't pushing hard at all. 
Otherwise, I think I would have been 
gone. Those guys weren't making any 
ground - I was just keeping them back 
around three seconds. I knew I had a 


problem, but at that pace I wasn't going. 


to crash. I wasn't pushing very hard, 
and I was really disappointed when 
they showed me that one. I saw it both 
laps. I would never ignore it - I’m not 
Max Biaggi. For me, it was easy to run 


28s the whole race. For a few laps, I got 


hung up with some lappers, but then I 
could just drop it down to 28s again and 
pull away from those guys. I really had 


a perfect bike again this weekend, and . 


it’s really making it easy on me. It's just 
an unfortunate deal. I don't see a prob- 
lem in winning the next two - I have to 
win the next two." 

With Bostrom in the pits getting 
repairs, that left Chandler free and clear, 
with Mladin just 1.5 seconds behind but 
not willing to risk doing anything he 
didn't need to do with his rivals having 
floundered. Chandler, who had already 
set the fastest lap of the race, settled in 
and steadily pulled away to a relatively 
easy victory. 

"It's good when things go your 
way," Chandler said. "We had a really 
good motorcycle. If we were to do it 
again in a couple of hours, I don't think 
I'd change nothing on the bike. The 
thing worked really good, start to finish. 
Other than kinda getting a slow start, I 
was really happy with the way every- 
thing went. At the start of the year, we 
didn't really have the speed the rest of 
the guys had. Without that, you've got 
to start looking for other things. We 
worked on the chassis and tried to get 





the most out of the chassis. I felt we had 
a really good motorcycle by the third or 
fourth race and, if we got some speed 
out of it, we'd be really good - and that's 
what we did. We have a really good 
motorcycle as far as getting through the 
corners. It's smooth and easy to ride, 
and a little bit more power puts you 
right up at front." 

Behind him, things weren't entirely 
settled as Pridmore and Hayden were 
on the move and catching the content 
Mladin. By the 23rd lap the three were 


together, with Pridmore getting past his 
teammate - and Hayden suddenly 
crashing out. 

(Jason) Pridmore ran it under (Mat) 
Mladin, and I took my eye off what I 
was doing," Hayden explained. "I just 
lost concentration, got out wide and lost 
the front. The last four or five laps I was 
dehydrated, dizzy and my back was 
cramping, but I was going for it. I just 
got a little bit greedy, and I had a really 
good weekend going (Hayden had 
already won the Formula Xtreme race 





on Saturday afternoon and Sunday 
morning's 600cc Supersport final)." 

That left Pridmore to lead Mladin 
and, without the threat from Hayden, it 
was natural for Pridmore to simply let 
his teammate by on the last lap to fur- 
ther help him with his championship 
points lead. 

“It’s nice, but I’ve got two races to go 
and 14 points isn't a whole lot,” Mladin 
said. "We're racing against two riders 
who can win World Championship 
races.

you get on a Ducati, you know you're 
getting on probably the best motorcycle 
in the world these days - and you're 
expected to win a lot of races. You also 
know that you're maybe going to have 
some problems. This year they haven't 
had that many, so I think they should 
count their blessings and (consider 
themselves) fortunate that they haven't 
had more. 

“I got held up with Anthony just for 
a couple of laps, and Ben got like a sec- 
ond and a half, then he stretched it to 
like two - I think like six or seven laps 
in,” Mladin added. “I started coming 
back a couple of tenths a lap, and that 
was when the oil had already started. I 
got to like 1.2 or something, and the 
thing was oiling that much that I knew 
he was going to have to come in or the 
thing would break. I was looking up the 
race track to see when he was going to 
go down the road. It seemed bad - there 
was a lot of smoke." 

As for Pridmore letting him by, 
Mladin altered the truth just a tad. 

"Jason had a big moment, and I just 
caught him right up,” he said. "He had 
me beat today, but he had a big 
moment, and I caught him up and over- 
took him. He was lucky to stay on, I 
think. We did what we had to do today. 
To be honest with you, when Ben came 
in, I was stupid to push it too hard. I 
sort of slowed it down five-, six- or 
seven-tenths of a second a lap. I think I 
could have raced Doug, to tell you the 
truth, but it would have been a tough 
race to get past him, and I can't afford 
that at the moment. The extra five points 
would have been nice, but I couldn't 
afford that at this stage." 

It was by far Pridmore's best effort of 
the season, something he credited to a 
recent team test session at Willow 
Springs in California. 


“I had a podium last year on another 
brand, but it's this year's best,” Pridmore 
said. "It's been a bit of struggle, but we 
had a test about a month and a half ago, 
and Mat (Mladin) and I went out there 
(to Willow Springs) and we tested things. 
I found some things that really suited my 
style, and from that point on I just tried 
to get some things accomplished. To fin- 
ish as far back as I have at some races this 
year, you start to lose faith in yourself. | 
had some help from some other people - 
my dad, my uncle. I got straightened out, 
and here I am on the podium. I owe a lot 
to my Yoshimura Suzuki crew for never 
giving up on me." 

Pridmore also knew what he had to 
do in the closing stages of the race - once 
Hayden was out of the picture. 

“I had plus zero, and I knew Mat 
(Mladin) was definitely backing off a lit- 
tle bit,” Pridmore said. “We were’ start- 
ing to catch him. Basically, when I came 
past him, I wanted to make sure it was 
clean, knowing the consequences were 
death if I would have taken him out. I 
needed to get by him so I could get a lit- 
tle bit of a cushion, so that hopefully 
Nicky (Hayden) wouldn’t get up there 
and we'd both be on the podium." 

Well behind the two Suzukis came 
Eric Bostrom, the young Californian far 
from thrilled with the effort. 

"| think we were faster than that," the 
younger Bostrom said. "We got a good 
start, but I just wasn't aggressive enough, 
and we went backwards. Then my head 
got kinda screwed up because I felt like a 
spode or something. Then I was held up 
by (Steve) Crevier, and he was going 
pretty damn slow. I wasn't strong on the 
brakes when I needed to be to get by 'em. 
It pretty much ruined my race. I feel like 
had we never had the bad first lap that 


_ we had, I think I would have been able to 


be right up there. I probably couldn't

I was going in good, but I couldn't 
keep it still under acceleration. I tried 
real hard." 

Yates' race was the complete oppo- 
site of last year's success here. The big 





Passing has always been somewhat.of a. problem at Mid-Ohio, and 
Chandler didn't see that changing for Sunday.- “There are only so many 
places to pass here," Chandler said. "The first half of the track is no 
problem, but when you get back after the little horseshoe, you're kinda 
stuck unless you really want to’stick it to the guys you're on. You've really 
got.to have a lot of confidence in your bike so that you can. get off line 
and not have the bumps tuck the front on you:"

final stood in the way of a Hayden sweep. “We talked about that one 
time," Tommy Hayden said. “It'd be cool for us to win all three races 
one time..It'd be pretty cool, and hopefully one of us can pull it out 


tomorrow and we'd be able to. win all three in à weekend. That'd be a ` 


pretty good thing for us,” It all came to fruition on Sunday when the 
brothers finished first and second in the 600cc mingle sions final, with 
ES topping Tommy. i 


At the postrace press conference following the 750cc Supersport final in 
which Suzuki finally lost.a race to the Yamaha R6, Jake Zemke 
answered the question about whether it was humiliating to lose to a 600. 

"It's not humiliating at all.” Zemke said.- “Tommy (Hayden? is a good rider. 
‘and this is a really tight track. His. bike was handling awesome, and- he 
was able to'get these unbelievable drives out of the corners. We've got 
more power and more torque, and our-bikes tend to spin coming off the 
corners, especially on a hot day like today.

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 18 

t the Mid-Ohio Sports Car 

Course, Nicky Hayden pulled off 

what may have-been one of the 
greatest last-lap passes for the lead in 
the 13-year history of AMA 600cc Super- 
sport racing. Making the incredible 
move even more memorable was the 
fact that he pulled it on his older brother 
Tommy, with whom he is locked in a 
colossal battle for the 600cc Supersport 
title. Nicky, riding an Erion oe 
CBR600 F4, held on after “The Pass” t 
beat big brother Tommy and his Gane 
ha R6 by two-tenths of a second. Erion 
Honda's Kurtis Roberts also got by 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Aaron Yates on the 
final circuit to nail down the final podi- 
um position. 

Nicky Hayden earned his fifth victo- 
ry of the season, a win that extends his 
series lead over Tommy to 11 points 
with just two races remaining. Yamaha’s 
Jamie Hacking ruined any real chances 
he had at the title after he inexplicably 
crashed on the warmup lap and didn’t 
start the final. Hacking remains third in 
the standings but is a distant 69 points 
behind the series leader. 

Mid-Ohio has a history of producing 
some of the most exciting and unpre- 
dictable 600cc Supersport races. Scott 
Zampach earned a surprise win here in 
1989, a victory that gave him the 
momentum and confidence he needed 
to go on and win the title that year. In

‘96, Andrew Stroud overcame a rain- 
slick track to give Erion Honda its first 
600cc Supersport win. Last year, 
Tommy Hayden led most of the race 
while Nicky Hayden and Aaron Yates 
banged on one another. Nicky and Yates 
ended up in a gravel trap while Steve 
Crevier somehow survived the commo- 
tion to win his first 600cc Supersport 
race in over six years. 

Tommy Hayden served notice early 
that he would be the man to beat. In 
qualitying, the eldest Hayden brother 
rode as though the memory of coming 
so close to winning his first AMA 
National at this race last year was burn- 
ing in his mind. He called upon the 
power of his factory R6 to scorch Mid- 
Ohio with a blistering time of 1:30.891 
seconds at 95.059 mph - an amazing 1.3 
seconds faster than the old 600cc Super- 
sport record set by Aaron Yates. 

Even before the race began, a major 
development in the championship pic- 
ture took place when Hacking crashed 
his R6 on the warmup lap. According to 
Hacking' s manager, Robert Nutt, Hack- 
ing was riding through a turn sitting up 
with one hand on the bar and looking 
behind him when the bike suddenly slid 
out from underneath him. Whatever the 
cause of the crash, the bottom line was 
that Hacking was, for all intents and 
purposes, now out of the picture in the 
championship hunt. 

The start of the race was intense, 
with riders darting from side to side, 
trying thread their way through the 
field. Tommy Hayden got a good 
launch and moved across traffic to the 
right-hand side of the track to set up for 
turn one. Roberts flashed in behind 
him, followed by Yates and, of all peo- 
ple, Steve Crevier. Crevier had man- 
aged to pull off the best start of the field 











and had moved all the way up to fourth 
from the third row. 

Unfortunately for the Yoshimura 
Suzuki rider, his race would be over too 
soon. On the second lap, after Nicky 
Hayden had just passed him, he 
charged hard through the esses section 
of the track, slid hard into one of the 
many seams of the concrete patches and 
hit the pavement. The impact broke off 
his brake lever and his race was over. 

"My bike is down on power, so I’m 
having to ride way too hard in the 
turns,” said the defending series champi- 
on. “I tucked the front end. Somehow we 
have to find more power in this bike.” 

Up front, the race developed into a 
four-rider breakaway, with Tommy 
Hayden leading Roberts, Nicky Hayden 











and Yates. Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's 
Josh Hayes was heading up the rest of 
the field that was tightly grouped 
behind him. 

On the fourth lap, Nicky Hayden 
made a hard charge. First he passed 
Roberts, then he nailed a great drive 
coming up the hill out of turn 12 to pass 
his older brother and take the lead. On 
the next lap, the Hayden boys began 
pulling away. Yates was experiencing 
clutch problems on his Kawasaki, and 
Roberts, who was weak from a pro- 
longed bout of the flu, lost concentration 
and nearly ran off the track in the Key- 
hole section. 

Both Roberts and Yates were given a 
reprieve, however, when Jess Roeder 
and Michael Hannas II crashed their 
Yamahas in the esses. There was oil on 
the circuit and the red flag came out, 
stopping the race. 

The Muzzy crew went to work 
putting a new clutch in Yates’ bike, 
while the race would:now be a 10-lap 





sprint, which, due to his lack of stamina, 
would work to the advantage of 
Roberts. 

On the restart, it was Roberts who 
led coming out of turn one. After a few 
laps it was again the quartet of Roberts, 


Yates, and the Haydens pulling away 
from everyone with the exception of 
Eric Bostrom and Hayes. 

Under heavy braking on the back 
straight, Yates took over from Roberts 
and held the lead for one lap before 
Tommy Hayden passed him in the exact 
spot he had passed Roberts a lap earlier. 

In the middle of the race, most of the 
attention was focused on the intense 
battle for second between Yates and 
Nick Hayden. For several laps, Hayden 
tried to get by Yates, only to have the 





door slam shut. Many had visions of a 
repeat of last year, when Yates crashed 
into Hayden on the final lap, but a long 
battle was not to be. On lap 10, it was 
Hayden who outbraked Yates at the end 
of the back straight, charging off to pur- 
sue his brother. Yates wasn't able to 
keep pace and began gradually falling 
back from the leaders. 

Roberts, meanwhile, had accidental- 
ly downshifted his bike when he meant 
to upshift and had fallen back a consid- 
erable distance from Yates. He would 
later blame riding street bikes (which 
have a reverse shifting pattern from the 
race bikes) at Honda's factory in Ohio 
all week leading up to the race as the 
cause of his mistake. He would steadily 
make up time on Yates and get past 
him on the final lap, although it was 
hardly noticed because of what was 
going on a few seconds in front of 
them. 

Tommy led Nicky at the white flag. 
As the two went into the Keyhole, Nicky 
braked very late going into the turn and 
actually took over the lead for a second 
before running wide on the exit of the 
turn, allowing Tommy to slip back into 
the lead. The next turn was the end of 
the long straightaway. It's the most pop- 
ular passing spot on the track and 
Tommy knew Nicky was going to make 
his move there, but not in the spectacu- 
lar fashion it was done. 


Tommy went low to protect the 


inside and braked later than he had all 
weekend, but it wasn't enough. Nick 
went on the outside and braked even 
later. The two went side by side into the 
turn, both barely in control of their 
bikes. As they came out to the esses, it 
was Nicky who had the line. It was a 
bold and innovative move that proved 
to be the winning pass. 

“I thought he would pass on the back 
straight, but I didn't think it would be 
on the outside,” said Tommy Hayden. “I 
could feel him sucking on me, so I knew 
he was there. I tried to hang on, but he 
broke a little deeper, and he was on the 
outside of me, so I thought I'd be all 
right because the track is really rough 
there and you really have to be on your 
line. And then on the left turn I was 
kind of pinched off." 

Nicky Hayden had wanted to make 
his move earlier, but when it didn't 
hold, he knew he had only one more 
chance. 

"On the last lap, I tried to take him 
on the keyhole and I got a good run 
coming out and drafted by him, and 
then I just tried to pinch him off,” Nicky 
Hayden said. "It was kind of funny on 
that last lap; it was kind of like we were 
in the back yard (on Honda XR100s). 
There was more pressure back home, 
really. But with no one watching, just 
me and him, we probably would have 
taken each other out." 

Behind Yates came Bostrom, in fifth. 
Hayes was sixth, followed by Pridmore 
and Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's John 
Hopkins. Mid-Ohio fan favorite Tom 
Kipp was ninth and Steve Rapp edged 
out Joseph Gill for 10th. 

The victory moves Nicky Hayden 
into a tie with Doug Chandler for fourth 
on the all-time career win list in AMA 
600cc Supersport. Hayden and Chandler 
each have six wins in the class. Miguel 
DuHamel leads the win list with 36 vic- 
tories, followed by Mike Smith with 13 
wins and Doug Polen with 10. CN

The R6's 
day

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 17 
t was bound to happen. 
: Yamaha's R6 was eventually going 
to win an AMA 750cc Supersport 
final, especially with the hot hand of 
Tommy Hayden at the controls. Much to 
Suzuki's chagrin, that day finally came 
at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course, and 
it marked the GSX-R750's first defeat in 
750cc Supersport racing since Tom Kipp 
won the final race in 1995 on a Yamaha. 
It was also the first time in the history of 


. the series that a 600 had won a 750cc 


Supersport race. Hayden took advantage 
of both the tight and twisty Mid-Ohio 
layout and the miscues of some other 
riders to give the R6 its first victory in 
the class - and it was also Hayden's first 
win in 750cc racing. 





The race was eventful from the start, 
with Chaparral Suzuki's Damon Buck- 
master taking control right away. 
Behind him, however, things were heat- 
ing up, with Hayden in a rush to get to 
the front. On the sixth lap, after two 
unsuccessful passing attempts on cham- 
pionship leader Kipp, Hayden tried 
again entering turn 14. This time he ran 
into the back of Kipp, sending both rid- 
ers off the track and onto the grass. Hay- 
den was able to recover in third place, 





with Kipp going all the way to the tire 
wall before he could get the Suzuki back 
on track - in eighth place. 
Hayden then charged after second- 
placed Jake Zemke on the 1-800-CYCLE- 
GEAR Suzuki and started to reel him in. 
On the 10th lap, everything changed 
when Buckmaster threw away certain 
victory when he crashed at the end of the 
back straight. It didn't go unnoticed by 


Hayden, who really put his head down 


to catch Zemke, who now led the race. 
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On the 14th lap, Hayden made his 
move on Zemke to take over the lead, 


and from there he was never headed, 


winning the 16-lap race by .630 of a sec- 
ond over Zemke - who finished second 
for a fourth time in 1999. 

Quite remarkably, third place went 
to Kipp and his Chaparral Suzuki. The 
Ohioan didn’t give up once he was back 
on course, and he put in a spirited 
charge that eventually moved him past 
both James Randolph and Joseph Gill 
late in the race. Gill and his 4&6 Racing 
Kawasaki ZX6 ended up getting the bet- 
ter of Randolph on the final lap to finish 
fourth - by far his best-ever AMA out- 
ing. Randolph ended up fifth on the 
Copier Discount Warehouse GSX-R750. 

Hooters’ Mario DuHamel, Parriott 
Motors’ Brian Parriott, Ricci Motor- 
sports’ Jimmy Moore (who was actually 
riding a Hooters’ Suzuki after he 
crashed and destroyed his own Suzuki 
earlier in the day), Bell's Suzuki's John 
Jacobi and Fasttrax' James Doerfler 
rounded out the top 10. 

Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's 16-year- 
old rookie, John Hopkins, appeared to 
have eighth place in the bag when his 
GSX-R750 dropped a valve in the wan- 
ing moments of the race, and he coasted 
across the finish line in 11th place. 

With Moore starting the race from pit 
road on the Hooters bike and ultimately 
racing to an eighth-place finish, Kipp's 
third place only further extended his 
championship points lead. With two 
races left to run, Kipp leads by 34 points 
over Moore, 281-247, and he only needs 
to earn two points at Brainerd in order 
to wrap up his third AMA 750cc Super- 
sport Championship. 

Buckmaster turned his holeshot into 
a .7-of-a-second lead by the end of lap 
five, and that lead instantly increased to 
2.5 seconds after Hayden and Kipp's 
excellent off-road adventure - an inci- 
dent caused when two Toms tried to 
occupy the same piece of pavement. 


"At the beginning, I got off to a 


decent start," Hayden said. "I was just 
stuck there - I couldn't do anything. I 
started getting anxious, and then I got 
by Jake (Zemke). By then they had a lit- 
tle lead, but I was able to reel them in. 
For me, on my bike, I don't have a lot of 
opportunity to pass out here. I had a 
good run on Tom, and I thought the 


hole was going to be a little bit bigger. 


I'd just caught up to him, so maybe he 
uses that line every lap. He starts a lot 
wider than me, so I just stuck it in there. 
Then he brought it in real tight. It closed 
up real quick. It wasn't a very strong 
move on my part that early in the race. I 
could have followed him and tried to 
find a little safer way around." 

As always, Kipp was more gracious 
than most - although his mood was tem- 
pered somewhat by the fact that he was 
still able to finish third and further pad 
his lead in the title chase. 

“I was surprised that the pace wasn't 
really that fast," Kipp said. "The track 
was really hot, and I went with a little 
softer tire than I should have. I was kinda 
battling with that, and I wanted to get out 
early, but Damon (Buckmaster) spoiled 
that one. He was going, really good early 
on. I was using up my tire, and when I 
looked back and saw that I hadn't put 
really any distance on them, I knew it was 
going to be a race to the finish. I knew it 
was going to be a matter of who would 
outride whom to the end. Then Tommy 
(Hayden) and I got together, and I got 
knocked back to sixth or seventh." 

Got together? 

"He dove inside of me," Kipp added. 
"That corner is kinda easy to get caught 
up in there because you're trail-braking 
really hard. The line through the cor-

ner... you don't want to end up too wide 
once you get in there. The guy on the 
outside really needs to hold it in, and 
the guy coming up the inside - since it's 
a decreasing-radius turn - you get 
caught up in there. It'S happened to me 
a bunch of times. I got bumped off the 
track, but I was able to hang on to it. At 
the last minute, I got it sideways and hit 
the tires. I didn't want to damage the 
front fender or the tire or anything. I 
wasn't going very fast." 

With his two main protagonists 
apparently out of contention, Buckmas- 
ter appeared to have things in control. 
Then it fell apart. 

“I just got in there too hot," Buck- 
master said. "I was still on line, but it 
tucked the front. I had a few moments 
in practice and qualifying, as you 
should, but I was able to save it. But not 
this one. It was my mistake - I just tried 
a bit too hard. I never looked back - 
actually, I can't at this moment (Buck- 
master broke his neck early in the year). 
I think I proved that I’m back and wor- 
thy of this ride. Tomorrow (in the 600cc 
Supersport race), I just want to pick up 
where I left off. This is a new team, and 
Kel (Carruthers - Chaparral's crew chief 
and team manager) has done all the 
development work himself. All the cred- 
it to the team, it's only been around for 
seven months." 

With Buckmaster gone, Hayden set 
out after Zemke. 

"Damon (Buckmaster) was pretty 
much gone," Buckmaster said. "I kinda 
counted him out and tried to do some 
consistent laps, and try to be ready for 
the race tomorrow. Then Damon 
crashed and I saw Jake, and he wasn't 
that far ahead of me. I just kept my head 
down, and I was just barely, barely 
catching him. With about five to six laps 
to go, I thought I had a good chance of 
catching him. I did and got by. Then I 
just held on." 

The result was somewhat of a sur- 
prise for Zemke, who had struggled all 
weekend to find the right setup for the 
bumpy Mid-Ohio layout. 

"Things are working really good 
right now," Zemke said. "This weekend, 
actually, we've been struggling a bit. 
Yesterday, I didn't get hardly any track 
time at all on the 750, and it really hurt 
me on the setup. At the start of the race, 
I was fading back and I really didn't 
have anything for them. I just ended up 
in the fortunate position of these two 
tangling up and Damon (Buckmaster) 
crashing. It was just circumstances, basi- 
cally, that put me in the lead. Once I was 
up there, it seemed like I was able to 
maintain about two seconds for a while. 
My times stayed the same the whole 
time, but Tommy (Hayden) was able to 
catch up." CN

Sorensen 
conquers

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 18 

huck Sorensen has been racing at 
4 the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course 

since 1992, but he has never tast- 
ed victory at the famous track - one of 
the most prestigious stops on the AMA 
road racing circuit. After years of learn- 
ing the challenging course, Sorensen 
finally found the key to victory: The 
Northern Californian rode to a strong 
victory aboard his World Sports Imports 
Yamaha over former series champion 
Randy Renfrow and up-and-comer 
Derek King in the Mazda Trucks 250cc 
Grand Prix. The win was a solid return 
for Sorensen after he was unable to fin- 
ish the Loudon race due to electrical 
problems with his bike. 

In addition, it extends his series 
lead over Derek King and Quenni King 
(not related), who are tied for second 
in the standings with two rounds 
remaining. 

Sorensen seemed to have everything 
dialed in all weekend. He started off on 
a positive note by easily winning the 
first qualifying heat race by seven sec- 
onds over Renfrow. Chris Ulrich contin- 
ued to show his improving skills on the 
Kids: Don't Smoke! Yamaha when he 





won the second heat by more than eight 
seconds over Quenni King. 

The final proved to be a Sorensen 
benefit. He led into the first turn and 
steadily began pulling away from the 
rest of the field at a rate of nearly a sec- 
ond per lap. Near the end, he backed off 
a.bit and held on to an 11.3-second mar- 
gin of victory. 

" I really like this track - it's as close 
to a MX track as you can get on 
asphalt," said Sorensen. "It would be a 
lot better if the track were repaved, 
though. You'd see a lot fewer crashes. 
The seams around the concrete patches 
are really bad. Road America has 
proven that if they use the right kind of 
pavement, it can work." 

The real tussle was taking place over 
second, with Renfrow and King in a 
pitched battle. Renfrow had the drives 
off the turns and King was superior 
under braking. The result was an excit- 
ing combination, with King trying to 
stuff up underneath Renfrow, only to 
have Renfrow move in and cut off the 
inside passing lane time and again. It 
was highly entertaining, and in the end 
it was Renfrow who prevailed. 

Surprisingly, Renfrow's second-place 
finish was his best ever at Mid-Ohio in 
250cc GP racing. 

“I love this facility and the fans that 
come here," said the 43-year-old Ren- 
frow. "People come up to me all the 
time and say, ‘I saw you racing here 
back in 1983.' It means a great deal to 
me to get to come back and still be able 
to turn in a good ride for all those 
folks." 

King was surprised at the ability of 
Renfrow to hold off his repeated attacks. 

“I don't think someone who is in 
semiretirement should be riding that 
aggressively," joked King. “He (Randy) 
has an incredible machine. It's as strong 
coming out of the turns as it is up top. 
That was a great battle. I lost my front 
end with about four laps to go and lost 
touch with Randy. Hopefully, we'll 
meet again." 

Ulrich finished a lonely fourth after 
an early battle with Jeff Voss. 

“I think we had a stick float in the 
carb," commented the young Ulrich. 
“The bike kept sputtering midcorner. I 
thought it was seizing at first. A little 
disappointing, but we'll be ready for 
Brainerd." 

Voss was fifth, followed by Bill Him- 
melsbach, Greg Esser, Quenni King, Ed 
Sorbo and Perry Melneciuc. 

The Mid-Ohio win for Sorensen had 
added significance. It marked his ninth- 
career victory in AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
competition and moved him past Ren- 
frow into a tie with David Emde for 
fourth on the all-time win list. CN 
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Hayden and Hacking go head to head, duking it out all the way to the 
checkered at Laguna Seca with Tommy prevailing in the closest 
600 SuperSport race this season. Victory marks the 8th podium 
finish in 9 rounds for the wickedly fast Yamaha YZF-R6.

icky Hayden was a bit tired, hav- 

ing practiced and qualified in 

three different classes at the Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course. The last thing 
he wanted in Formula Xtreme was a 
challenge. But that's exactly what he 
got, and it wasn't until the last two laps 
that the Erion Honda rider was finally 
able to take a break. 

Up until that point, Hayden was 
being hounded - and at one point 
passed - by Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's 
Josh Hayes. The Gulfport, Mississippi, 
rider was capable of running Hayden's 
pace and seemed determined to keep 
Hayden in sight. Unfortunately, Hayes' 










strong run came to an end with two laps 
to go when he crashed the big Suzuki. 

That handed second place to Erion 
Racing's Kurtis Roberts, the champi- 
onship leader nursing illness to score as 
many points as possible. Third place 
went to Grigg Electric's Steve Grigg on 
his Muzzy-built Kawasaki after he got 
the better of Dutchman Racing’s 
Michael Barnes and Valvoline EMGO's 
Suzuki's Grant Lopez. Honda Canada's 
Jordan Szoke was a lonely sixth. 

Roberts' second place keeps him 
comfortable at the top of the points 
chart with 247 to Hayden's 208. Mark 
Miller, who crashed out of today's race, 
is third with 198 points, just six clear of 
Hayes. 

Although Roberts nailed the 
holeshot, his lead lasted for only a lap, 
with his teammate blasting by on the 
front straight. But having disposed of 
his sick teammate didn't mean the end 
of the fight for Hayden. The man on the 
move was Hayes. The Suzuki rider was 
fourth after one lap, third after two laps 
and second at the end of four laps - and 
less than a second behind Hayden. 

Hayes locked in there and stuck with 
Hayden until the 10th lap. It was at that 
point that the leading duo came upon a 
lapped rider entering turn 14 - Hayden 
went around the lapper, and Hayes shot 
under both of them to take the lead. It 
was short-lived, as Hayden moved back 
into the lead spot just a lap later. 

"| knew he (Hayes) was right there - | 
saw it on my pit board, and Josh has 
been going fast all week," Hayden said. 
“Man, I made a bad call on the lapper. I 
thought I was just going to go around 
him, but I think he heard us and tried to 
get out of the way. I don't know why | 
always go to the outside on lappers, 
because it’s cost me a lot of times. I 
always think if I run it under 'em, they'll 
chop me - so I think I’m going to be safe 
and: go around ‘em. I got back by him 
and I guess he tucked the front. He 
didn't really surprise me, because he 
was going fast all week. The last half a 
lap was easy." 

It got easy only because Hayes 
crashed out with just a few laps to go. 

“I was a couple of inches wide and 
there's a big pavement change - it just 
bumped me down," Hayes said. "I think 
I was starting to lose a little ground. My 
rear tire was going off, but so was 





Nicky's. I guess that dirt track experi- 
ence was paying off for him. I was 
charging into the corners a little harder. 
I was just trying to maintain where I 
was in case something came around at 
the end of the race. It's my first time 
here and I like it a lot. That's the first 
time I’ve had a problem all weekend.” 

With Hayes gone, it was easy sailing 
for Hayden, who had some 14 seconds 
on Roberts, who in turn had a gap over 
the Grigg / Barnes/ Lopez battle. 

“I think I had a top-speed advantage 
over everybody, even Kurtis," Hayden 
said. "That really helped, but Josh 
(Hayes) rode a fabulous race. He 
pushed me a lot harder. I didn't think 
the pace was going to be that fast at all. 
That was faster than I think we quali- 
fied. Really, l've kinda had a long week- 
end and I didn't want to have to go that 
fast. l've been riding four classes this 
weekend, but it worked out good. I was 
having some problems with grip and I 
was up out of the saddle a few times. 

Roberts knew going in that his fitness 
wouldn't keep him at the front. His plan 
was to start quickly and then hold on to 
what he had held firm. 

"What I was hoping for was a 
holeshot and then to just put in some 
laps in the beginning to see where we 
were," Roberts said. "I led the whole 
first lap and then on the back straight- 
away Nicky got me. I didn't get a very 
good drive off the corner going onto the 
back straight and Nicky passed me. I 
stayed right with him on the lap and a 
couple after that. I thought, ‘Well, 
maybe if I just stay with Nicky, we can 
gap 'em and I can cruise a bit.' I knew 
that I was going to get tired. Then Hayes 
was with us and I couldn't hang any- 
more. | was just tired and I didn't feel 
like crashing because I was tired. I've 
been sick all week and I basically just 
rode around. The last five laps were 
pretty tough. I saw (Mark) Miller's bike 
down and then I saw Hayes had crashed 
- I just brought it home, basically." 

Grigg was pleased with his effort on 
the Kawasaki, having taken the high 
road to third place. 

"It feels pretty good," Grigg said. 
"]t's the first step in winning one of 
these things. It's just building confi- 
dence. We've been qualifying good, so 
that's built my confidence to run with 
these guys a little bit. We've calmed 
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The Formula Xtreme race saw a battle 
between Nicky Hayden (69Z) and Josh 
Hayes (131).

down in the last few races. We had a 
few complaints about getting a little 
aggressive, but at the same time they 
seem like they're appreciating that a lit- 
tle bit. We're giving them a little more 
room to race. I think I’ve done better 
before, but now it's a more relaxed 
atmosphere out there. We're just easing 
along, trying to be smooth and just be 
there at the end where we can take 
advantage of the things that are happen- 
ing out there. There are a lot of people 
out there who have been breaking this 
year with these big motors - Nicky, 
especially, in the first four or five races. | 
felt sorry for this guy." CN

Wood is 
the name

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 18 
ric Wood has been one of the best- 
kept secrets in motorcycle road 
racing for several years. Despite 
being a top competitor in the New Eng- 
land club racing ranks and a former win- 
ner of the AMA Horizon Award - which 
honors the country’s top Amateur racers 
- Wood has never really gotten the kind 
of recognition in the Pros that his talent 
deserves. With his victory in the Pro- 
gressive Insurance Pro Thunder final at 
Mid-Ohio - his second in the three races 
that he's entered - Wood may finally , 
becoming better known. 

Wood, riding a BCM Motorsports 
Ducati 748, defeated series leader 
Shawn Conrad on his HMC Racing 





. Ducati and Advanced Motorsports 


Ducati rider Jeffrey Nash to make it a 
Ducati sweep of the podium finishers. 
The championship challenge by Tilley 
Buell rider Shawn Higbee took a big hit 
when his bike blew a head gasket and 
he was unable to finish the race. Conrad 
now holds a commanding 46-point lead 
with only Brainerd and Pikes Peak 
remaining on the schedule. 

Wood's victory was in question for a 
few tense minutes after the race. Initial- 
ly, the AMA had handed him a one-lap 
penalty for passing under a waving yel- 
low. After further consultation between 
corner station workers and AMA road 





racing manager Ron Barrick, it was 
determined that Wood's pass was the 
only safe thing he could have done and 
he would not be penalized. It was a 
popular decision, even with Conrad, 
who graciously said that he would have 
felt bad winning under those circum- 
stances and that with a 14-second mar- 
gin of victory it seemed highly unlikely 
that Wood needed to gain time by pass- 
ing under a yellow. 

While the Ducatis came out on top 
when it counted on Sunday, it 
appeared after Saturday's qualifying 
heat races that the Buells would be the 
bikes to beat. Dave Estok rode his 
Motorcycle Online Buell to a hard- 
fought win in the first heat over Con- 
rad and Nash. In the second heat, it 
was three-time Pro Thunder winner 
Shawn Higbee powering to victory 
over Wood and Illinois rider Monte 
Nichols. Higbee's was the faster of the 
two races and he sat on the pole. 

The final was delayed for several 
minutes after a bike laid down oil on the 
track during the warmup lap. Once the 
green flag dropped, it was Estok leading 
early, followed by Wood and Conrad. 
Estok's team put a milder motor in for 
the final in hopes of allowing him to fin- 
ish the entire race, something he's done 
only once this season. Without the 
power of his qualifying motor, Estok 
was unable to hold off Wood's Ducati 
'down the long straight and Wood led by 
the end of the first lap. 

Once up front, Wood clicked off a 
series of hot laps and stretched his lead. 
Conrad passed Estok on the third lap 
and, after a slow start, Nash came up to 
challenge for second at midrace - 
despite still feeling the effects of a bro- 
ken pelivs suffered at Loudon last 
month. 

Higbee was languishing near the 
back of the field, his Buell sounding like 
it was running on one cylinder. He tried 
to nurse the bike around as long as he 
could, hoping to earn as many points as 
possible, but by lap eight he had pulled 
into the pits and retired. 

Estok, too, was out a few laps later, a 
victim of a crash he later said was 
brought on by trying too hard. 

At the finish, it was Wood by 14.186 
seconds. He explained what happened 
with the yellow-flag pass. 

“I came over the rise and saw the yel- 
low flag and the slower rider," he said. 
"The guy was going really slow and 
moved to the high line like he was hav- 
ing some problems with his bike. I 
couldn't slow down in time and I 
thought, ‘Oh, no, I hope I don't get in 
trouble for this.' I'm glad the AMA 
reconsidered its decision. It was a good 
call and I hope it's not too disappointing 
to Conrad." CN

HOHENSTEIN-ERNSTHAL, GERMANY, JULY 18 
hey played the American national 
anthem, and it was sweet. Kenny 
Roberts Jr. had done it again. 

For the man his team has dubbed the 
" American Express," the stars lined up 
on a brilliantly hot and sunny day at the 
Sachsenring. Team Suzuki's Roberts was 
on the right bike at the right track at the 
right time, and it added up to his third 
win of the year, despite relentless pres- 





sure from Repsol Honda's World Cham- 


pionship leader Alex Criville. 

What Roberts did from his pole posi- 
tion was control the pace from the front - 
he led every lap - and wait for the 
inevitable onslaught. It came in the form 
of Criville with 17 of 31 laps to go, but he 
repelled it, and he took the win before a 
crowd of 62,200 at the German Grand 
Prix. 

“When I saw Alex on the pit board 
with 13 laps to go, whatever it was, it 
may have been even. 16, 17 laps to go, I 
was thinking, ‘He got a good start and 
he was going very well in the warm- 
up," Roberts began, "but again, this 
type of track, you can control the pace 
from the front. That's what we really 
lack and that's what I’ve been asking 
Suzuki for - just a little bit more accelera- 
tion. So if I do get in front, I can control 
the pace of another rider." 

Saving his best for the end, Roberts 
held off Criville, whose tires were begin- 
ning to betray him, by .338 of a second. 
He completed the 31-lap, 67.58-mile race 
in a new race record time of 45 minutes, 
59.732 seconds, at an average speed of 
87.964 mph. 

Criville offered no apologies for fin- 
ishing second. He'd struggled to a very 


: uncharacteristic 10th in qualifying, start- 


ing from the third row of the grid. 
Patiently, he worked his way through 
the field, taking over second on the 14th 
lap. For the remaining 17 he was in 
Roberts’ wake, but he had nothing for 
him at the end. 





“Of course it was difficult - I was rid- 
ing on the limit behind him - but you 
know sometimes you have to be sec- 
ond," the Spaniard said. "It's okay. Now 
for the championship today, I said, 'Sec- 
ond, it's okay,’ because my, bike was 
sliding a little bit. On the last lap I try to 
pass him, but it was not so good. I said, 
‘It’s better don't take risk, and second, 
it's okay." 

The strategy allowed him to expand 
his points lead. After nine of 16 races, 
Criville has 174 points to Roberts' 127. 
Repsol Honda's Tadayuki Okada is 
third at 113. 

Okada was among the riders on the 
record-setting, star-studded crash list. 
Marlboro Yamaha's Max Biaggi was 
first out, followed by Team Biland GP1's 
Luca Cadalora, Team Suzuki's Nobuat- 
su Aoki, MoviStar Honda Pons' Alex 
Barros (he remounted and finished 
eighth), and Proton KR Modenas' Jamie 
Whitham. Okada was crasher nümber 
69, a new record, 17 more than the sec- 
ond-highest number. 

Finding the podium after a long 
absence was Antena 3 Yamaha- 
D'Antin's Norick Abe. The Japanese 
rider was a threat to the top two for 
much of the race before settling into a 
scrap with Marlboro Yamaha's Carlos 
Checa. Checa tried him at the end, but 
Abe held his ground and took third, less 
than a tenth in front of Checa, who was 
suffering with arm problems as the 
result of two practice crashes. 

Fifth went to Kanemoto Honda's 
John Kocinski, though he deserved bet- 
ter. Kocinski was fast in the fast sec- 
tions, but badly chunked his rear Miche- 
lin, the tire nearly high-siding him with 
less than 10 laps to go. Altering his rid- 
ing style to keep the Kanemoto Honda 
more upright on acceleration, Kocinski 
nursed the bike home. 

Then came FCC TSR's Haruchika 
Aoki, his sixth place the best of his year 
and well better than his brother Nobuat- 
su, who crashed on lap four. 

Barros recovered from an off-track

Repsol Honda's Sete Gibernau, 
who'd been bumped a few times by 
Nobuatsu Aoki, was ninth, with Movi-

tling the pain of a lingering hip injury. 

There was a dramatic turn of events in 
the 250cc class, with Italian showoff 
Valentino Rossi not only winning his fifth

After a season spent struggling on a 
development chassis, Italian teenager 
Marco Melandri went to the standard 
Honda RS125 frame, reasoning that it 
would work better on the tight bends of 
the Sachsenring. He was right, and the 
result was his first win in nearly a year, 
since the 1998 Czech GP at Brno. 

Melandri, 16, had remarked the pre- 
vious day that he felt his rival Emilio 
Alzamora, 26, of the Via Digital Honda 
team, was riding dangerously. Yet it 
was Alzamora he'd first have to pass, 
and then have to fend off, the Spaniard 
making a spirited last-lap run, only to 
come up just short. It was Alzamora's 
third runner-up finish, and all have 
been close. Added up, the combined 
deficit by which he has fallen short for 
the three races is .299 of a second. 

The lead scrum was four strong, with 
Givi Honda LCR's Lucio Cecchinello 
finishing third, .538 of a second behind 
Alzamora, while Vasco Rossi Racing 
Aprilia's Roberto Locatelli was fourth, 
another .729 of a second back. 

Despite finishing third for the third 
time this year, Alzamora's consolation 
was being able to close on champi- 
onship leader Masao Azuma..The 
Benetton Playlife Honda rider was 
eighth and now leads the title chase by 
10 points, 157-147, over Alzamora, after 
nine of 16 races. Locatelli is third at 
113. 








500cc GRAND PRIX 


For the first time in years, Americans 
ran one-two in a 500cc GP, with Roberts 
leading Kocinski off the start and Norick 


` Abe a close third as the crash count, 


which was already a record, continued 
to mount. 

Marlboro Yamaha's Max Biaggi was 
the first to go, low-siding on lap one, fol- 
lowed soon after into the gravel trap by 
Luca Cadalora, who may not have 
tamed the powerband on the peaky 
MuZ as much as he would have liked 
(see qualifying sidebar), because he was 
flicked off hard in a downhill left. Then 
it was Nobuatsu Aoki's turn, on the 
fourth lap. It was Aoki's second crash of 
the weekend. 

By now it was the fifth lap, and 
Roberts and Kocinski had a small mar- 
gin. Then came Abe and Barros, with 
Criville shadowing fellow Spaniard 
Checa and overtaking him in turn one 
on the sixth lap. Now he was up to fifth 
and on the move. At about the same 
time, Barros passed Abe for third. 

Barros' lap time was over eight-tenths 
of a second faster than Roberts, a clear 
indication that he was a force to be reck- 
oned with, and that Roberts wanted to 
control the pace, saving something for 
the end. 

“I tried three or four laps to get a gap

on John (Kocinski), and it wasn't hap- 
pening," Roberts said. "And I thought, 
"You know, if I keep pushing, I’m going 
to wear myself out and burn my tires 
up.' I would say seven laps into the race, 
I just kind of wanted to see what was 
going to happen. And I could hear the 
other bikes in some corners, and so I was 
just kind of in my mind trying to see 
where they were gaining on me and 
where they were getting away a little 
bit." 

Somehow, the Sachsenring manages 
to cram 19 corners into its 2.18-mile lay- 
out, putting a premium on handling 
over power, a situation which favors the 
underpowered Suzuki. The hot weather 
took its toll on tires, but Roberts may be 
the most comfortable rider in the field 
when sliding the rear. 

On the seventh lap, Barros had Kocin- 
ski, and he set out for Roberts, the field 
tightening up as Criville closed on Abe 
and then passed him on the eighth lap. 

Barros smelled blood, hoping the 
Suzuki of Roberts was chewing up its 
tires, as it does after a fashion, and the 
shark watch was on. Barros gave him a 
look on the inside toward the end of lap 
nine, but waited - Roberts' lap time was 
slower than the rest of the top seven. 
That bunched the field right back up, 
and it was anyone's race. 
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On the 10th lap, Barros went cleanly 
under in the first of the double lefts 
leading to the finish chicane but over- 
shot it, and Roberts came back inside, 
the pair colliding on the second of the 
two lefts when Barros came down on 
Roberts. He was off into the gravel and 
couldn't save it. He'd remount and fin- 
ish eighth. 

Barros had the. following view on the 
incident: “Roberts” movement was not 
correct. My rhythm was faster than the 
rest of the riders. From now on I will 
treat him the same way." 

Roberts, of course, disagreed. 

"Well, if you know anything about 
racing, I didn't touch him, he touched 
me," Roberts said. "The guy on the 
inside on a correct line has the right of 
way, you could say. And I knew Barros 
was behind me, and I could hear his bike. 
I was expecting him to come by there, 
which he did. I then got under him 
before the next corner. Whatever he did 
after that is his own problem. That's rac- 
ing. He didn't want to give up the lead 
that he had for one corner, and I didn't 
want to give up the correct line through 
the corner. I didn't give up my line and 
he didn't give up his. And he was on the 
wrong one - that's why he fell down." 

Roberts had a momentary breather, 
but Criville was coming.

Cadalora looked like the happiest kid on the block, beaming 
after turning a time just .093 of a second slower than Barros, 
good for third best. What he may have been most proud of was 
that it was his technical expertise that allowed the team to tame 
the high-powered engine. 

"Yesterday after practice I spoke to the team and explained 
that this fine engine is so strong that it wouldn't really matter to 
sacrifice five or 10 horsepower if we can gain a smoother power 
delivery on this track," Cadalora said. ^And I asked them to. 
lower the cylinder ports by a fraction." 

The team lowered the ports of the four cylinders, taking a 
fraction of a millimeter away and remachining the squish in the 
cylinder head to make up for the loss. 

"It makes all the difference, because now it's so much easier 
to control the power out of the many slow turns of this track,"

Cadalora also dismissed as idle gossip all the speculation 


. that he'd been sacked from the team in favor of New Zealander 


Simon Crafar. It was simply the injury at the Dutch TT in Assen 
that kept him away from the following British GP. 

Top Yamaha honors went to Carlos Checa, the Spaniard 
rebounding from a Friday crash to post the fourth-best time. 
Neuen was new to the track, — sat out last year's MEL 


race following his severe crash in the British GP at Donington 
Park. This crash, his 18th of the year, happened when he got on 
the gas too soon, ran off onto the grass and tumbled. Spill num- 
ber 19 came in Saturday's free practice. The afternoon qualify- 
ing session was better. 

Checa earned his first front-row start since the French GP in 
May by putting in a lot of seat time. 

"My secret here is simple: Just go out and ride, ride, ride," 
the 26-year-old Spaniard said. "This is the way 1 like to do it. I 
am still trying to understand the character of the bike, but I 
think we are slowly adapting to suit each other." 

‘Kanemoto Honda's John Kocinski led off the second row 
after being fourth fastest on Friday. Like the others, Kocinski 
ran into traffic delays and was bumped back a row. The conges- 
tion convinced him the race could be problematic. 

"This is going to be a really difficult race because it's so hard 
to overtake here," Kocinski said. "The only way to be in with a 
Chance of getting a good result is to get a good start." 

Marlboro Yamaha's Max Biaggi was sixth, slowly dropping 
down the charts, then making a mistake on what would have 
been his fastest lap. 

"It's a shame because the lap I made a mistake on I had been 
fastest in the T1 and T2 (intermediate) sections, so I think I 
would've been on the pole or second," said Biaggi, who was 
only .519 of à second off pole. “With five minutes to go, | came 


.in for another rear so I could have another go at pole, but there 


was too much traffic." 

The tortuous track should have better suited Aprilia's Tet- 
suya Harada. Instead he crashed after losing the front end on 
qualifying tires, and that meant his time for a one-off lap was 
over. It was only his second crash on the V-twin Aprilia, but it 
made him realize how bumpy the track was and how easy it 
was to lose the front end. 

“For me, it was important to get a good place on the grid, 
because it's very hard to overtake here," Harada said. 

Antena 3 Yamaha-D'Antin's Norick Abe took eighth, opting 
to do very little adjustment to his YZR-Yamaha. 

“I used the same settings as yesterday and will stick with 


them for the race, because, although we tried a few adjustments,

With 12 laps to go, there was a separa- 
tion in the order, with the top three get- 
ting slightly away. Abe was left to hold 
back Checa, which he couldn't do beyond 
the 20th lap. Checa was in fourth now but 
nearly a second behind. The rest of the 
still-upright riders were well in arrears. 

Checa was off the track on lap 23, 
between the troublesome two lefts near 
the end of the lap, after briefly passing 
Abe. The miscue was credited to arm 
problems suffered in his two practice 
crashes. 


“The arm was bad,” he began. “Dur- 
ing the middle of the race I couldn’t feel 
a thing. That’s why I kept taking my left 
arm off the handlebar down the 
straight.” 

Checa recovered, but he was now 
one second behind Abe, though he 
quickly closed. The pair were also right 
on Kocinski, and a change seemed 
imminent. 

It came on lap 26 when Kocinski ran 
wide, with Abe and Checa coming by, 
the leaders well clear now and the laps 
running down. Kocinski fell well back to 
a secure fifth. His tire was destroyed, 
chunked in several places. 

“About 10 laps from the end, I went 
into the second corner and the rear came 
completely around and almost high- 
sided me, and it was off-throttle,” 
Kocinski said. “It started popping and 
chattering and popping. It felt like it had 
a bubble in it. I had to hang off the bike 
and keep it straight up and down, other- 
wise it would high-side me.” 

Checa made a run at Abe at the end, 
but the Japanese rider held him off and 
was happy to be on the podium. 

“On the last lap, Checa was trying to 
pass, because he wanted to go to podi- 
um, but I wanted to go to podium, so 
big fight,” Abe said. “So finally I get 
podium.” 

For the leaders, there was an equally 


intense fight. Criville never gave up, 
and Roberts knew he was there, but he 
also knew how to hold him off. 

“Thankfully, I was able to hold my 
lines; the tires had a lot of feel,” 
Roberts said. “I was sliding around 
quite a bit, and I’m sure Alex was, as 
well. The Suzuki ran good, and there 
wasn’t a lot of places that you could get 
a drive on somebody and get alongside 
somebody to make a pass. So you really 
had to make a brave move to pass 
somebody.” 

Criville had seen Biaggi, Barros and 
Cadalora crash, and he didn’t want to 
join them. 

“Each time, they fell right in front of 
me,” Criville said. “If this race had been 
the one to decide the championship, I 
would have taken more risks. But with 
five wins under my belt this season 
already, I don't feel like I have to prove 
that I am capable of winning." 

Sixth went to Haruchika Aoki in.a 
comfortable slot in front of fellow Japan- 
ese rider Tetsuya Harada. 

More had been expected from Hara- 
da and the nimble Aprilia V-twin, but 
he never got going - not in practice, and 
not in the race. Tires were the problem, 
the rear sliding from the first lap and the 
front by the third.

m //ho would have thought four 
7 years ago that Mike LaRocco 
ð © would not score his next 
National moto victory until July 18, 1999? 
As strange as it may seem, that's exactly 
what happened, as the former 250cc and 
500cc National MX Champion pulled off 
his first 250cc outdoor moto win since 
1995 (Millville), and his first 250cc overall 
win since 1996 (Washougal) And he 
didn't just luck into it, either. No way. 

On a hot and humid day, in front of 
more than 12,000 spectators at the 
famous Unadilla track near Utica, New 
York, LaRocco prevailed following some 
of the closest and most exciting National 
MX racing seen in a long, long time. 
LaRocco, on the Factory Connection /]Jack 
in the Box Honda, scored a nail-biting 
first-moto win over Sebastien Tortelli - 
the 1998 250cc World Champion - and 
Greg Albertyn - a three-time World MX 
champion. In the second moto, however, 
LaRocco finished second to Albertyn, but 
LaRocco's 1-2 was superior to Albertyn's

3-1, giving LaRocco the hard-fought 
overall win and putting him right back 
into the 1999 series points chase. 

“I felt good going into the race,” 
LaRocco said. “I had a real different atti- 
tude - a little more ready-to-win. Things 
went my way because of that. I just had 
to dig deep - at this point of the series, if I 
didn't start making things happen, it 
would be over." 

Despite just missing out on the overall 
win, Albertyn was perhaps the happiest 
rider of the day, leaving the Unadilla 
round of the AMA Mazda Trucks 
National MX 250cc Series as the new 
series points leader. 

"It was just an all-around good day 
for me," Albertyn said. “I’ve been work- 
ing extremely, extremely hard for this. 1 
just had to keep pushing. It was on the 
edge - Mike was going well, the track 
was really gnarly - it was so easy to be on 
the edge." 

Albertyn overtook Tortelli in the 
points race with five rounds left in thé 
series and now enjoys a 21-point cushion 
over Tortelli and Kevin Windham, whó 
are currently tied for second place. But 
that won't last for long, because Tortelli 
will most likely be forced to sit out the 
rest of the season with a badly dislocated 
wrist, with possible fractures, that he suf- 
fered in a second-moto get-off. 

After coming from behind and finish: 
ing second in the first moto, Tortelli was 
again making his way to the front and 
had just put himself in a good position to 
claim his second overall win of the sea- 
son when things suddenly went bad. 
Tortelli tangled with Yamaha's Doug 
Henry while making a move for second 
place on the second lap. Tortelli went 
down hard, mangling the wrist. Initial 
reports have it that Tortelli will most 
likely miss the rest of the season but is 
still hoping to be ready for the 250cc U.S. 
GP at Budds Creek on September 12. 

“We took him (Tortelli) to the hospi- 
tal," said the World champ's team man- 
ager at Honda, Cliff White. "It (the wrist) 








definitely appears to be broken, right 
about the watch area of the wrist. It was 
already swollen." 

One happier note for Team Honda 
was that Kevin Windham finished third 
overall, although he certainly had excel- 
lent opportunities to score the overall 
win but couldn't capitalize on them. In 
both motos, Windham jumped out to 
early leads but just didn't have what it 
took to collect his would-be fourth win of 
the year; instead he faded back to fourth 
place both times. And he had no defini- 
tive excuses. 

. “I think it was a combination of 
things," Windham reasoned. "My starts 
were great, the bike was working good, I 
wasn't riding the bike properly. I was 
putting too much weight up on the front 
end and picking bad lines. The bike was 
beating me up because I wasn't riding it 
right. Albertyn gained a lot of ground on 
us today," Windham added. "I'm going 
to have to pick that back up." 

Fourth overall was Team Suzuki's 
Robbie Reynard. The factory-backed 
Suzuki rider was hoping to find success 
at the Unadilla track like he did last year 
when he came from behind to beat Ricky 
Carmichael in one of the 125cc motos. 
But a first-moto wash-out on the first lap 
pretty much ended any hopes he had of 
an overall victory. He still got up about 
last and finished 10th, then rode hard 


and fast in the second moto to finish a 


distant third for a respectable fourth 
overall. 

Rounding out the top five was Team 
Yamaha's Jimmy Button on the factory- 
backed four-stroke Yamaha. He went 7-6 
for his best overall finish of the year. 

"| rode really fast, good lap times, but 
I should have my head examined for 
how I got off the gate in both motos," 
Button said. “Horrible, horrible, 
absolutely terrible. But I rode good." 

Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, who had 
won the previous two races at Unadilla, 
suffered through a couple of crashes - 
one in each moto - to finish out the day in 
sixth, followed by Canadian Jean- 
Sebastien Roy (5-10), Yamaha's John 
Dowd (11-5), Tortelli, and Suzuki's Larry 
Ward (12-12). 

Elsewhere down the field, Chapar- 
ral/ Mazda Yamaha's Steve Lamson went 
15-11 on the day for 11th overall. He 
struggled in the first moto after getting 
beaned in the eye with a rock. Finishing a 
few spots back in 14th was Team Yama- 
ha's Doug Henry, who posted 6-23 moto 
finishes. Henry went down in the second 
moto while running with the leaders and 
had to pull over to straighten out his bent 
bike. Team Honda's Ezra Lusk went 32-8 
on the day for 15th overall. He bailed in 
the first moto after banging into Larry 
Ward and was left with a busted front 
wheel that needed replacing. Tim Ferry, 
of the Chaparral / Mazda Yamaha team, 
augered in early in the first moto and tal- 
lied 29-9 moto scores for 16th overall, 
while Team Kawasaki's Damon Huffman 
went 9-39 for 17th overall. Huffman 
failed to finish the second moto after 
crashing and damaging his throttle cable. 

After seven of 12 rounds, Albertyn 
now leads the series point standings with 
266 points and one win, followed by 
Windham with 245 points and three 
wins. (Tortelli also has 245 points.) Sit- 

ting in fourth is LaRocco with 240 points, 
followed by Lusk with 232. 


MOTO ONE 


Damon Huffman came away with the 
holeshot in the first moto, but the factory 
Kawasaki pilot couldn’t keep his 
machine there for long. Before the first 
lap was completed, he had already sur- 
rendered the lead to Windham, second to 
LaRocco and third to the Canadian, Roy. 


Kevin Windham 
(14) led both 
motos but couldn’t 
hold on to them. 
He ended up going 
4-4 for third 
overall. 


Huffman simply struggled to stay on 
pace with the leaders and would eventu- 
ally slip back to ninth at the finish. 

“I don’t know,” Huffman said of his 


ride. “I rode tight, struggled, fighting a 


little bit.” 

One of the riders trailing the pack 
after the first lap was Reynard, who 
dropped his factory-backed Suzuki head- 
ing into the second turn. 

"| washed out,” Reynard said. “Then, as 
the pack went by, someone hit my bike and 
started dragging it away from me." 

Reynard would spend the rest of the 
race making up for lost time, eventually 
finishing 10th. 

Lusk also went down early on after 
getting together with Ward on an uphill 
section of the course. The Honda rider 
staggered back onto his bike, only to find 
a bunch of busted front spokes. He 
would have to pull into the mechanics' 
area to replace the wheel and subse- 
quently lose a bunch of time. 

“He (Lusk) came on the inside of me,” 
Ward said, "and he slid his rear wheel 
into the back of my leg. Then I think it 
(Lusk's front wheel) must've hit my foot- 
peg.” 

“I just came up on Larry a little faster 
than I thought and kind of ran into his 
side,” Lusk said. "It was nobody’s fault 
but mine." 

Lusk also landed hard on his hip, 
leaving him with a nasty and painful 
bruise. 

Meanwhile, up front, Windham 

looked to be in control of the race, but 
LaRocco had other ideas. By the end of 
the second lap, LaRocco had closed the 
gap on Windham and started pressuring 
him. Shortly thereafter, LaRocco put the 
move on Windham and took the lead, 
while Roy steadily hung on to third. But 
it was only a matter of time before both 
Tortelli and Albertyn got by Roy, making 
it a couple of Americans out in front, a 
Frenchman in third, a South African in 
fourth, and a Canadian in fifth. Hanging 
back in sixth was another American - 
Henry. 
By the sixth lap, Albertyn motored his 
Suzuki around Windham for second, 
then Tortelli slipped around his team- 
mate for third, and the stage was set for a 
dramatic and exciting three-way dog- 
fight for the moto win. 

LaRocco, Albertyn and Tortelli quick- 
ly broke free from Windham, who would 
spend the rest of the race defending his 
position from Roy. The three leaders had 
the 12,000 strong crowd hanging over the 
fences, most of them cheering on their 
sentimental favorite LaRocco. At one 
point, earlier in their battle, LaRocco 
enjoyed a six-second lead over Albertyn, 
but the Albertyn/Tortelli slugfest carried 
them up to LaRocco in the late stages, the 
three of them now separated by no more 


‘than a few bikelengths. 


At one point, while lapping Lusk 
(who had earlier crashed), Albertyn felt 
that he didn’t make much of an effort to 
get out of his way. 

“It was unfortunate,” Albertyn said. 
“I was trying to pass Mike (LaRocco). I 
couldn’t take full advantage of passing 
him because Tortelli was on my back, so 
I had to protect my lines. I couldn’t take 
my fastest lines either, because Tortelli 
was on my butt. Then Lusk played a nice 
move, soon as LaRocco went. by, Lusk 
held me up. But I see how they work. It’s 
kind of tough when you're alone - you're 
the only one against all the Red." 

With just a few laps left in the race, 
the three riders disappeared down the 
infamous Screw-U section of the track, 
and they re-emerged with Tortelli in sec- 
ond and Albertyn in third. At the 180- 
degree turn at the bottom of the hill, 
Tortelli T-boned Albertyn, leaving the 
South African with a nasty welt on his 
ankle. 

"Down the bottom of Screw-U, he 
(Tortelli) came down the inside and rode 
me pretty hard," said a somewhat peev- 
ed Albertyn of the Tortelli pass. "My 
ankle is hurting pretty bad. I thought it 
was broken at one stage." 

Albertyn summed up the pass by say- 
ing, "He better not leave the door open 
when I'm around." 

It was now a shootout between 
LaRocco and Tortelli with two laps left in 
the race, and LaRocco barely held on for 
the popular win. 

"It was tough for me because I 
haven't really led many laps this year," 
LaRocco said.. "When I got out front, I 
was a little choppy at first, then I ran into 
lapped traffic and they got behind me, 
and I knew I had to stick it out. 

“It was only three or four laps when 
they were actually real close to me,” 
LaRocco continued. "I was glad to be 
able to ride through that. I knew they 
were going to try everything, but I'm 
usually pretty good in that situation." 

Albertyn ended up finishing third, 
some 10 seconds ahead of the battling 
Windham and Roy. Sixth went to a dis- 
tant Henry, followed by Button and 
Emig, who finished just ahead of Huff- 
man. 


MOTO TWO 


Windham shot out of the starting gate 
with the holeshot in the second moto, fol- 


lowed by Henry, Tortelli, LaRocco, Huff- 


man, Roy, Albertyn, Emig, Reynard, But- 
ton and Dowd. It was on the second lap 
when Tortelli, while trying to pass 
Henry, went down. 

The two riders flew out of the Screw- 
U jump and - depending on whom you 
talk to - one of them, if not both, drifted 
in mid-air and into each other's flight 
path, and Tortelli came down on the back 
of Henry's Yamaha. Henry managed to 





stay on two wheels, while Tortelli was 
flicked to the ground - hard. His left 
wrist was badly tweaked in the fall and 
was taken immediately to the hospital. 

“I felt him hit me,” Henry said. “We 
went up the hill and I didn't think he 
was that close. Going up Screw-U is 
tough, because it's all choppy and 
there're ruts at the top, and you're trying 
to aim for the rut - some are cupped out. 
You go over the jump and you don't 
know what's going to happen some- 
times. I felt somebody bump me and 
that was about it. I didn't know if he 
went down or not." 

Henry managed to keep second for a 
few more laps before Albertyn, then 


LaRocco, motored around him. Henry . 


was: passed later on by Reynard before 
crashing all alone and tweaking the front 
end of his motorcycle. He would eventu- 
ally pull over in the mechanics area to 
straighten things out. 

Up front, Windham continued to lead, 
but Albertyn, who had earlier passed 
LaRocco, was on the move and ready to 
pounce. On the seventh lap, Albertyn 
passed Windham for the lead, as did 
LaRocco on the same lap for second. 

From there, Albertyn and LaRocco 
waved good-bye to the rest of the pack, 
as they set out on their own battle for the 
lead. 

Even though LaRocco was always 
right there, he never got close enough to 
really challenge Albertyn or attempt a 
pass. Still, Albertyn.could never let up, 
and he gave it his all right down to the 
end. It paid off for the three-time World 
Champion, as he took the checkered flag 
by just a few seconds over LaRocco. 

"I knew I couldn't back down, 
because I know that LaRocco is going to 
be strong all the way to the end," said 
Albertyn. "Mike; when he's on it, you 
know he's not going to fade. He kept me 
honest, that's for sure." 

As it turned out, LaRocco was debat- 
ing with himself as to whether or not he 
should really go after Albertyn. 

"A part of me wanted to pass him 
back and win the moto," LaRocco said. "I 
had to make a decision to hang it out and 
catch him back or be conservative. Had it 
not been so long (since his last overall 
win), I probably would've hung it out, 
but I rode conservative. We did get into a 
little bit of traffic there, and he split on 
me a little bit the last few laps." 

Taking the checkered flag in third 
place, some 27 seconds behind LaRocco, 
was Reynard, who edged his Suzuki by 
Windham's Honda around the 10th lap 
but had no chance of catching either 
LaRocco or Albertyn. Fourth went to 
Windham, followed by Dowd. Emig, 
however, was putting the move on 
Windham on the last lap when he went 
down, dropping him back to seventh, 
behind Button. 
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Lusk, who simply couldn’t do much 
with his 11th-place start and was both- 
ered by his sore hip, finished eighth, fol- 
lowed by Ferry, Roy, Lamson and 
Ward. CN

NEW BERLIN, NY, JULY 18 

hat can one say about Ricky 
Carmichael? The two-time 
and defending National 
Motocross Champion has been in con- 
trol of the 1999 AMA/Mazda Trucks 
125cc outdoor series since the season 
opener, and round seven, held at the 
famous Unadilla Valley Sports Center, 
was to be no different, as the Team 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit-backed factory 
Kawasaki rider flew to the commanding 
overall win in front of 12,186 die-hard 
racing fans. While Carmichael’s 1-1 per- 
formance comes as little surprise, it was 
the manner in which the 19-year-old 
from Havana, Florida, took the win that 
will forever solidify his position as one 
of the most dominant 125cc riders in the 
history of the sport. 

After starting the first moto just 
inside the top five, Carmichael chased 
down his Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit 
teammate Nathan Ramsey, taking over 
the lead before the completion of the 
first lap and racing to the moto win 
over Team Primal Impulse/Suzuki/ 
Bill’s Pipes’ Michael Brandes. But, on 
this day, Carmichael’s best was still yet 
to come. As the pack roared through 
the sweeping Unadilla first turn to 
begin moto two, Carmichael went 
down, re-entering the race a distant 
35th. With the fans cheering his every 
move, Carmichael went to work, pick- 
ing off riders on virtually every section 
of the track. By lap eight of the 15-lap 
moto, Carmichael was nipping at the 
heels of race leader Jason McCormick of 
the Planet Honda/Pro Grip team. With 
just four laps to go, Carmichael dived 
under McCormick as the pair 
approached Unadilla's famous Screw-U

section, seizing the 
top spot - a position he would 
never relinquish. 

"It was a really good day," said 
Carmichael. “The second moto was just 
awesome. I seem to struggle a little bit at 
this track; I don't know why. Ever since 
I’ve been coming here, it's been a strug- 
gle - sliding all over the place and every- 
thing. This year I turned it around and 
rode good. I had a really good time." 

Finishing second overall for the third 
time this season was Team FMF/Honda's 
Brock Sellards. After starting well out of 
the top 10 in moto one, Sellards charged 
throughout the race to finish sixth. In 
what has become somewhat of a trade- 
mark for the 21-year-old rider from 


Ohio, Sellards improved upon his first- 


, 


moto score with 
an impressive third-place ride 
in the secorid outing. 

"| m getting pretty consistent with 
these second-place finishes," said Sell- 
ards. "Hopefully, someday I'll get a win. 
I’m a little disappointed in myself, 
because the first motos-aren’t going how 
I would like them to. It seems like I keep 
relying on my strength and endurance 
to carry me through. The second motos 
are always good for me because every- 
one else seems to get a little tired. That's 
not the way I want to ride. I want to be 
the fastest right off the bat instead of 
waiting around for those guys to get 








tired. Maybe I need to start doing 
sprints or something." 

Filling out the 125cc podium at 
Unadilla was Carmichael's SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki teammate Ramsey. 
Ramsey took the holeshot in moto one 
before eventually settling into fifth. The 
friendly 24-year-old rider from Ten- 
nessee was able to improve upon that 
number in the second moto, finishing 


.fourth, and he was visibly stoked to earn 


his first-ever outdoor podium finish. 

"This is my first ium, so it's pretty 
cool,” said the 1999 Western Region 
Supercross Champion. "I felt pretty good 
today. I’m definitely happy to get third 
place, but I still feel like I could have rid- 
den better. I got really good starts and 
stayed up there, but I didn't do anything 
spectacular. I just kind of hung in there 
and finished the races. I still feel like I 
need to step it up a little bit if I want to 
get up there every weekend." 

Fourth overall went to Brandes, who, 
after finishing a solid second to 
Carmichael in the first moto, again 
found himself in the runner-up spot in 
moto two - a position that had him 
poised to take the overall win - before 
falling in a slick left-handed turn while 
attempting to dive under early-race 
leader Michael Craig. While Brandes 
was obviously disappointed by what 
could have been, the Northern Califor- 
nia native was still able to advance from 
fifth to fourth in the series' point 
standings. 


“It was definitely a letdown after that 
first moto," said Brandes. "I felt like I 
should have been in contention for the 
win today, especially with Ricky going 
down. They laid down quite a bit of 
water and I went down myself during 
the first couple of laps. That pretty 
much ended my chances for doing any- 
thing good for the day. I made a couple 
of points on Wey and moved back into 
fourth. Unfortunately, Tallon got hurt 
and will probably miss a few rounds, so 








maybe I'll catch up with him, but the 
main goal now is to catch up to Brock. 
I'll be pushing hard the next couple of 
weeks to make up points on him." 

Putting in his best ride of the out- 
door season for fifth overall was Team 
Yamaha of Troy's Casey Lytle. After 
finishing 10th in the first moto, Lytle 
put in a strong second-moto ride that 
saw him run as high as fourth before 
surrendering to the charging Sellards 
just before the halfway mark of the 
moto. Determined to not let a good fin- 
ish slip from his grasp, the Californian 
put his head down and stayed with the 
lead pack for the duration of the moto, 
finishing fifth. | 

“I felt good towards the end of the 
first moto," said Lytle. "But it was too 
little, too late. I basically carried my 
momentum from the end of the first 
moto all the way through the second 
one. I got a good start. It was a little bit 
muddy out there again in the begin- 
ning of the second moto, but I was able 
to put together a strong ride. I still 
seem to slack a little bit in the middle of 
the race, then I come back at the end. I 
just need to get rid of that slack in the 
middle and I think I can get up there 
pretty good. This is the beginning of 
my good tracks - here through Mil- 
Iville, I should do well. I feel really 
comfortable on those tracks - they're 
my style." y 

Next in line for sixth overall was 
Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's 
Nick Wey, who went 4-13, followed by 
Yamaha of Troy's Ernesto Fonseca (11- 
7), who fell victim to arm pump after 
running as high as second in moto one. 
Eighth overall went to Sellard's 
FMF/Honda teammate Danny Smith 
with his 8-11 score. Second-moto run- 
ner-up McCormick finished ninth over- 
all (34-2), followed by Team Moto Plan- 
et/ Al Lane Yamaha/Fox's Matt Walker, 
who earned top privateer honors for his 
3-19, 10th-overall ride. 

Carmichael's incredible performance, 
combined with FMF/Honda rider Tal- 
lon Vohland's unfortunate crash and 
resulting injury (See “Briefly...”), gives 
the defending champion a seemingly 
insurmountable point total of 322. 
Despite not scoring any points at 
Unadilla, Vohland remains the runner- 
up with 253 points, testimony to his 
strong showing thus far in the series. 
Sellards sits solidly in third with 228 
points, followed by Brandes, who 
moves back irito fourth with 198 points. 
Wey rounds out the current top five in 
the standings with 192 points.

Ramsey blasted from the concrete 
Unadilla starting pad to take the first- 
moto holeshot, followed by Carmichael, 
Fonseca, Sellards and Lytle. As the rid- 
ers emerged from Unadilla's Gravity 
Cavity for the first time, it was still Ram- 
sey, followed by Carmichael, Fonseca, 
Walker and Sellards. Tragedy struck 
early in the race, as title contender Voh- 
land, who had gated poorly and was 
charging through the pack, crashed vio- 
lently after a blind drop-off and, while 
attempting to remount, was struck 
repeatedly by oncoming racers until he 
lay motionless for a brief, heart-stop- 
ping moment. By the start of the second 


lap, Carmichael had already moved into 
the lead, and he immediately began to 
distance himself from his pursuers - 
Ramsey, Fonseca, Brandes and Walker. 

"| got a pretty decent start," said 
Carmichael. "Not exactly the kind of 
start I wanted, but I was able to move 
up quickly. I passed my teammate and 
got into the lead on the first lap. Then I 
pulled out a lead, got a little breathing 
room and stayed at a steady pace for the 
rest of the moto." 

Putting in an impressive string of 
consistent laps in the two-minute-12- 


second range, Carmichael continued to 
pad his now-10-second advantage. 
Brandes, eager to keep the leader in 
sight, moved around Ramsey and the 
fading Fonseca for second. 

Carmichael charged to the decisive 
moto win, followed by a strong ride 
from Brandes for second. 

“I got off to a pretty good start and 
was charging forward," said Brandes. 
"It was really slick those first couple of 
laps, so I think a few people were stay- 
ing a little cautious. I was just charging 
as much as I could to get up in the front 
as quickly as possible because, once we 
get spread out, it's really tough to make 
up time." 

Walker hung tough for third. 

“I felt really good,” said the Geor- 
gian. "I didn't get a good start, but I 
passed a bunch of guys in the first and 
second turns. I moved right on up into 
fourth, then I passed Ernie (Fonseca) for 
third. I was running really good, but 
then I messed up in the back and a few 
guys got by me. Luckily, I was able to 
pass them right back." 

Teammates Wey and Ramsey fin- 
ished fourth and fifth, respectively. Sell- 
ards battled his way to sixth. 

"The track was really muddy at the 
beginning," explained Sellards. "I rode 
really tight for the first three laps and 
got passed by a couple of guys. Then I 
moved back up during the race."

Michael Craig piloted his Pro AM 
Powersport Kawasaki to the holeshot in 
moto two, followed by Ramsey, Bran- 
des, Wey and Lytle. In unrelated inci- 
dents, both Yamaha of Troy's Stephane 
Roncada and Carmichael went down in 
the first turn. Carmichael re-entered the 
race in 35th place. 

“I got off the gate good, then crashed 
in the first turn and had to play catch- 
up," said Carmichael. 

By the second lap, Brandes began to 
hound Craig for the top spot but fell in 
a slick turn while attempting a pass on 
the Kawasaki rider, dropping him to 
seventh. 

“I tried to cut underneath Craig back 
in one of the turns, but it was full of 
mud and my front end started to slide," 
said Brandes. "There was nothing I 
could do and I went down. By the time I 
got up and got going, quite a few people 
had gotten around me." 

With Brandes out of the picture, 
McCormick moved around Craig for the 
lead. Meanwhile, Carmichael had 


mounted an incredible charge, moving 


rapidly through the pack and into sec- 
ond just after the halfway point of the 
moto. With just a few minutes remain- 
ing in the moto and the crowd cheering 
wildly, Carmichael zapped the Honda 
rider for the moto win.

OKLAHOMA CITY, OK, JULY 17 
MA GNC series points leader Chris 
Carr demonstrated his own version 
of the Oklahoma land rush as he 
captured the win at the Oklahoma City 
half mile, round nine of the American 
Motorcyclists Association's Grand 
National Dirt Track Series by Drag Spe- 
cialties. 

The win was the 40th of Carr's 
career, moving him out of a tie with 
Ricky Graham for third on the all-time 
win list. He is now just two wins behind 
second-placed Jay Springsteen. 

The Harley-Davidson of Sacramen- 
to/Phoenix Racing/Big Valley Ford- 
backed Carr not only conquered the 
slick State Fair half mile, but he did it 
from the penalty line. Joining Carr on 
the penalty line was nine-time Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker. Like 
Carr, the Harley-Davidson Motor 
Co./ AGV /Fick Excavating-sponsored 
Parker also charged through the field 
and finished a solid second. 

"| went across the line, but it was 
after the red light came on - it wasn't 
because I’d jumped the green," 
explained Carr. 

^| think I was on the line, but I don't 
know if I was over the line or not," rea- 
soned Parker. "There's no sense argu- 
ing, the way things have been going. I 
just rolled to the back and dealt with 
what I had to deal with. Then they put 
Chris back. I don't know if he jumped or 
not, either. I don’t think I was over the 
line, but I did move, and I think that's 
what they look at - if you move any." 


At the first flash of green, part-time 
racer (and fast qualifier for the Nation- 
al), Ronnie Jones put his Tommy Cum- 
mings Racing/Bob Weirbach/R.J. Per- 
formance Harley out front, but that lead 
was short-lived, as J.R. Schnabel slid his 
Team Powell/Sunoco mount to the 
ground in turn three. 

"| just took it in like I did in the heat 
race, and the track was a little drier from 
everybody running on it,” Schnabel 
said. “I just went in too hard, then I got 
a little high. I got too excited and got on 
the gas too hard. It just slid out, so we 
had to restart from the fourth row.” 

Last week’s winner, Will Davis, led 





the restart into turn one, but Jones was 
back up front at the end of the first lap. 
Eaken Racing / Yuasa/Battery Tender's 
Davis held down second, but it was the 
high point of his night. USC Racing /Lan- 
casterHarley-Davidson/ Marshall Distrib- 
uting's Bryan Bigelow moved into second 
and then shot by Jones for the lead on lap 
three. The 1998 Rookie of the Year's time 
at the point was brief, however. 

"| was able to get by Ronnie and lead 
it for a few laps," Bigelow said. "Chris 
passed me, and I tried to stay with him 
and just about fell down. That guy was 
flying. He had his foot up so early and 
was on the gas. He was so hooked up." 








Carr had blasted all the way to the 
front from the penalty line to seventh at 
the end of lap one. Carr was in fourth by 
lap two and progressed one position a 
lap, taking the lead on lap five. 

"The bike was glued," said Carr. "I 
got a good start from the penalty line 
and went around a few guys. I think 
coming off turn two I was seventh or 
eighth. The guys would slide up, and I'd 
get underneath them and get one or two 
at a time. All of a sudden I was chasing 
the leaders. Man, the bike was stuck to 
the ground like you wouldn't believe. 
Kenny (Tolbert) did a really good job 
getting set up for the main event." 

After Carr moved by, Jones settled 
into third, only to come under attack 
from another young charger. Harley- 
Davidson of Missouri/Dave Burks 
Motorsports' Kenny Coolbeth was able 
to drop the veteran to fourth on the 11th 
lap and looked to be settling in. | 

“I thought I was going to get third,

but I kept on messing up going into turn 
three," Coolbeth said. It was real slick. I 
caught Bryan, but I kept making mis- 
takes, and it messed with my head a lit- 
tle." | 
Eventually, both Bigelow and Cool- 
beth would fall victim to Parker's blitz. 

"| think there were only a couple of 
riders behind me off the line, so I had to 
pass a lot of people," said Parker. “I had 
some good lines, and the track worked 
for me. I saw other people struggling, 
but the combination we had was work- 
ing good for us." 

Parker dropped Bigelow to third on 
the 17th lap and set out after Carr. 





“I pushed all the way to 23 laps, and 
then I hooked my leg down in three and 
four," said Parker. "After I did that, I 
knew I wasn't going to catch him unless 
he did something stupid. He was get- 
ting somewhat conservative, but I could 
tell that with three laps left, there was 
no way. 

“I knew I had to give it up," Parker 
continued. ^I didn't want to, but I knew 
I had to. I was reeling him in, but time 
was running out. When I hooked my 
leg, I told myself, ‘Just relax, it’s over.’ 
But then again, anything can happen. 
I’ve been to Lima. I know!” 

Carr simplified his inspired ride. 

“I stayed on the bottom the whole 
way," he said. "I was really getting 
good drives off the bottom. I just rolled 
around the bottom the whole time. My 
fastest laps of the night were in the 
main event. The track got a lot quicker - 
basically a half second or more a lap 
quicker. When a bike is working that 
good, it's like carving a hot knife 
through butter. I have never had a bike 
work on a half mile like this one did 
tonight." 

Jones finished out the night in fifth. 

“If someone had told me before the 
start of the night that I was going to go 
out and win my heat, sit on the pole and 
run fifth in the final, I'd have said just 
give it to me and I'd be happy,” Jones 
said. "Now that it's all over with, I'm 
disappointed. I got a little tired, but I 
really got frustrated and started trying 
different things." 

Saddlemen/Lancaster Harley-David- 
son/Dodge Brothers' Dan Butler over- 
came a faulty clutch and a third-row 
start to notch his best finish of the year, 
a sixth. 

“After the semi, we burned the clutch 
up, so those guys just thrashed on it and 
put a new clutch in," Butler said. "It just 
didn't seat in right off the bat, so I had 
to wait till the green light went on, and I 
just stomped it into gear. We came right 
on through and I was in fourth, until we 
had that red flag. After a couple of false 
starts, the clutch got heated up and 
started to work. I got a good holeshot. 
The tire started to come in, and it felt 
great. We just started coming up to the 
front and just kept charging all the way. 
The bike was set up awesome. Kenny 
(Mohler) did a great job to get that thing 
dialed in for me." 

Rich King struggled home in seventh 
on his Corbin/Harley-Davidson Cycle 
Center of Waterloo-backed Harley. 

“We were running pretty good 
tonight, made some changes for the 
main event to go faster, and went back- 
wards," King said. "It's just part of the 
teething problems with new equipment. 
Everything ran good. It was just my 
fault. I guessed wrong. The thing wasn't 
pulling off the corner like I wanted it to, 
so we put a tooth on it. In the main, the 
track was faster and we were off to start 
with. The track went from being really 
slick and slow to tacky and fast." 

Completing the seat-sponsorship 
sandwich was Saddlemen/Lancaster 
Harley-Davidson/Dodge Brothers' 
Kevin Varnes, who moved up all the 
way from last on the first lap to finish 
eighth.

“I was dead last for a couple of laps, 
then the bike started working for me," 
Varnes said. "I passed a lot of guys on 
the outside - they were hugging that 
low line," said Varnes. "It started get- 
ting slippery on the inside, so I started 
to move up a little bit and started get- 
ting better traction. We were kind of 
way out of the ballpark on setup all 
day. We had to switch bikes. We had 
run the twingle all day but had to 
switch to the straight-up engine for the 
heat. I think it gave me an advantage 
in the main, because it was so tacky 
out there. It's hard coming from the 
back, but Chris and Scott did. They just 
got it figured out sooner than I did. I 
almost got King on the last lap, but he 
kind of drifted up on me going into 
three. I should have waited, but I got 
up alongside him going down the back 
straight. We had a drag race going into 
the corner. I was trying to hold the out- 
side, and he just kept coming up, up, 
up. It was clean, but I think if I could 
have surprised him, I could have got 
by." 
Bartels’ Harley-Davidson /Real 
McCoy's Jay Springsteen bounced 
around before coming home ninth. 

"The track was a little slimy in the 
main event, especially in turn three," 
Springer said. "Rich King got by me just 
after halfway, and he showed me a line 
getting into turn three. I was all the way 
back to 12th and worked my way back 
up to ninth. He showed me a line, and it 
sure helped. Everywhere else I was 





holding my own, but getting into three I 
just couldn't get stopped. I'd slide way 
off, and guys kept poking their nose 
underneath me." 

Schnabel recovered from his get-off 
to finish 10th. 

"We ended up 10th - that's what 
we're looking for, top-10s," Schnabel 
said. "It would have been nice to have 
been up there a little further. We were 
third when I fell. I got most of them off 
the line. I went way down low, and 
everybody slipped a little high. I think I 
was up to eighth for a little while, then I 
dropped back to 10th. I was getting 
through one and two pretty good, but 
after I fell in three, I just couldn't get in 
there decent anymore." 


HEATS 


After a lengthy delay because of slick 
track conditions, and an impending cur- 
few, the heat races were shortened to 
eight laps. 

Chris Carr had set fast qualifying 
time and raced from his pole position to 
a commanding lead over Jay Spring- 
steen and Kevin Atherton. Atherton 
repeatedly tried to use a high line to 
advance. Turn three claimed Atherton 
on the fourth lap, bringing out the red 
flag. Atherton rode the ambulance back 
to the pits, and the race was restarted 
without the TCR pilot. 

Carr picked up right where he left 
off, with Springsteen safe in second. 
Audiovox/Quaker State/Donahue 
Harley-Davidson's Brett Landes pulled

free from Johnny Murphree to get the 
last direct transfer slot. —— 

Will Davis led Bryan Bigelow and 
Willie McCoy into turn one of heat two, 
but Bigelow had the point at the end of 
lap one. Davis was back in front one lap 
later, only to have Scott Parker slash his 
way by at the white flag. Davis was a 
close second, with Bigelow a distant 
third over a battle between McCoy and 
Dan Butler for semi starting spots. 

Dan Stanley led Joe Kopp, Mike 
Hacker and Geo Roeder in the third 
heat. Hacker was leading Kenny Cool- 
beth and: Stanley at the end of the first 
lap. Lap two saw Stanley up front again 
and Coolbeth dropping off the pace. Lap 
three saw Hacker back up front and 
holding a small lead over Mike Varnes, 
Stanley, Schnabel and Roeder. Schnabel 
broke free and took the lead from the 
Moroney's Harley-Davidson/1-800- 
FASTHOG-backed Hacker. Roeder used 
a high line to push his Schaeffer’s 
Harley-Davidson/Las Vegas Harley- 
Davidson-backed Harley into third. 

The last heat saw veteran riders Steve 
Morehead, Ronnie Jones and Rich King 
race to the front. Paul Lynch stayed 
close for a while before dropping back 
into a battle with Gary Rogers. Jones 
drove under Morehead exiting turn two 
on the third lap, and the move was 
repeated by King one lap later. Jones 
cruised on to the fastest heat win of the 
night. King held off the F&S Harley 
Davidson/KK Supply-sponsored More- 
head for second. 
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SEMIS 


The semis were also shortened, down 
to six laps from eight. Dan Stanley and 
Dan Butler took control of the first semi, 
with Paul Lynch once again running just 
out of a transfer. Butler took control at 
the halfway mark, with the Gardner 
Racing/Springfield Armory-backed 
Stanley grabbing the last advancement 
slot. 

Willie McCoy quickly put his Harley- 
Davidson of Dallas/Eagle Security ride 
out front of the second semi, with fellow 
Texan Greg Teague pushing his Allen 


Marioneaux-backed Harley into second : 


over Jaime Aguilar and Terry Poovey. 
McCoy pulled to an easy win, with 
Teague also moving on to the Grand 
National main event. Garth Bastian's 
late-race charge fell short as he out- 
dueled Aguilar for third. 

Kevin Varnes got the holeshot in the 
last semi over Johnny Murphree and 
Kenny Coolbeth. Coolbeth showed his 
power as he led from the end of the first 
lap. Varnes finished a solid second, 
while Tim Eades moved up to third over 
Murphree and Billy Martin. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


After a few tries, Davis led the 18- 
rider Grand National into turn one. 
Almost immediately, Davis started to 
fade, dropping to sixth by lap nine. He 
was able to hold that position for eight 
laps; then things fell apart for the two- 
time Oklahoma City winner. 

“I don't have a clue, not a clue,” 
Davis later said of his demise. "I felt like 
l'd never been on a motorcycle before. 
We ran good all night, got a good hole 
shot, then, I don't know. We couldn't 
turn. Everything I did, the thing tried to 
throw me on my head. We didn't have 
anything different from the heat, and we 
ran plenty good in the heat. I couldn't 
get stopped going into three and kept 
running off the groove, then I couldn't 
get going. l've never felt like this. I can't 
say it was spinning and wouldn't hook 
up. It was hooking up. I’ve never had 
that problem entering the corner and 
through the corner.’ 

Jones thrilled his large hometown 
crowd by leading for two laps before 
being passed by Bigelow. 

“In the heat race I was getting 
through one and two perfectly, but that 
line wasn’t there in the main, and | 
never could find one that felt as good,” 
Jones said. “I was really struggling in 
three and four after it got slicked off. I 
couldn’t get the thing to stay on the bot- 
tom. It would just skate off. I was just 
trying to ride and see what happens. I 
knew that I would make mistakes and 
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that I couldn't keep a smooth line. I fig- 
ured the other guys would be strug- 
gling, too. They were getting through 
the middle better - that's the whole key 
here. I was worse than I had been in 
three and four and not as good in one 
and two. Fortunately I got a good start 
and was running okay." 

Jones would eventually also be set 
back by Carr, Parker and Coolbeth. 

Bigelow lost the lead to Carr, and 
Parker also set the youngster back even- 
tually. 

“A second-row start wasn't what I 
wanted, but after those guys jumped off 
the front, it gave me a good hole to get a 
good launch," Bigelow said. "I knew 
there would be some guys coming up to 
race, but I didn't think it would be Chris 
and Scott, since they jumped. When 
Chris flew by me, I knew he had to be 
on the gas hard. I tried to just follow 
him and see what he was doing. It was 
pretty easy to see he was just going 
plain faster than I was, riding the same 
lines. Scott pressured me and got 
around. I just wasn't quite as fast as 
him, either. I learned a lot." 

Parker had to be a lot more methodi- 
cal, as he was buried in 15th position at 
the end of lap one. 

“There was a nice gap, and I got a 
pretty good holeshot," Parker said. "I 
just got balled up behind somebody in 
the corner. Chris went on the outside 
and had a little momentum. He was able 
to roll around the outside in one and 
two. I went on the outside in three and 
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four on the first lap, and it was still pret- 
ty slippery. I got more sideways than I 
wanted, and Chris cut to the bottom. He 
made.some good laps and had a clear 
race track. I was just back a little too far 
for too long." 

Stanley held down fourth early in the 
race but gradually lost positions and 
ended the race well off the pace in 16th 
position. 

Despite his clutch EEIE Butler 
came from the third row to sixth on the 
first lap, then dropped as low as ninth 
before working his way back to a sea- 
son-best sixth-place finish. 

“I couldn't even put it into gear until

I got out there,” Butler said. "When the 
second yellow light came on, I stomped 
it into gear and took off. Hopefully this 
is our turnaround point. This will help a 
whole bunch." 

King's seventh-place finish was dis- 
appointing for him. 

"Again this week I went from the 
front row to the back and then started to 
move back up," said King. "We had a 
pretty good setup, took it off and tried 
to go faster, and we went backwards. 
About midway, we were rolling pretty 
good, but we just didn't have enough to 
run up front. It was just a bad call on my 
part." 

Another dm fighting his setup was 
Morehead. 

“When we went out for the heat race, 
the front end was pushing," Morehead 
said. "We went the wrong way trying to 
fix it and I got an understeer. I had to 
hold the front end up with my leg, and 
the first couple of laps I kept almost 
crashing. I worked my way to last and 
then came back to 13th. It took me four 
or five laps to figure how to ride the 
darn thing. That was it. The rider called 
the wrong shot."

In an effort to get the HDSP National 
in before the curfew, the heat races were 
cut to four laps and an eight-lap main 
was scheduled.

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, JULY 4-10 
he AMA Grand National Ama- 
teur Championships were run 
this week, with contestants and 
officials alike having to endure scorch- 
ing temperatures, precious little shade 
and two rain-outs. Yet despite the con- 
ditions, the racing was great! 

This year the program was divided 
into two major groupings, with Group 
One consisting of the younger riders on 
bikes ranging from 50cc up to the 125cc 
Modifieds. Group Two was for the older 
riders on the larger bikes, and the one 
Quad class. The events were divided by 
track size, starting with the mile and

then moving to the half mile, the TT, 
and finally the short track. The Saturday 
sign-up featured a race-bike exhibition 
and seminars by Chris Carr, Tryce 
Welch and Dave Despain. Indy honoree 
Bubba Shobert was present, and during 
the week many of racing’s best were 
spotted hanging around, including Joe 
Kopp, Chris Evans and Jimmy Filice. 

In a race program of this size, with 76 
features and all the attendant heat races 
and semis, it was inevitable that there 
would be some injuries to report. Young 
James Moroney sustained the most 
severe injuries when he fell on the mile, 
got up and was drilled by another rider 
who was trying to avoid the downed 
motorcycle. Moroney suffered numer- 
ous broken bones and was expected to 
spend another week in the hospital.

Nicky Cummings gave an 
early indication of his plans for the 
week when he got the holeshot, led the 
pack onto the back stretch and split. By 
the second lap, he had a full straight- 
away lead over a three-way battle 
among Jeff Harder, Devin Jessop and 
Jarred McWhirter over second place. 
Cummings won the event, followed by 
Harder and Jessop. 

The second feature was the 50cc Pee 
Wee class, and Candy Hiley started last, 
went to the bottom to take the lead in 
turn two and led to the checkered flag.. 
Trevor Buth and Keith Boulis finished 
second and third. 

Next up was the 65cc DTX feature. 
Brock Schwarzenbacher led the pack out 
onto the back stretch.

Monday featured Group Two, and 
the first event of the day was the 600cc 
Modified class.

The Over 30 Open class feature took 
several tries to complete. On the first 
start, Mike Butler got the holeshot and 
about a 12-bike lead, only to see a red 
flag as Chris Hathaway never got put on 
the starting line.

Cum- 
mings followed him into the corner, got 
the power on early and rode around 
Brothers in turn two to take the lead and 
another win. Brothers ran in second 
until the late laps, when Cory McDer- 
mitt got by him. Then, on the last lap, 
Logan Myers got by, moving Brothers 
back to fourth place. 

In the 85cc Modified feature, Ricky 
Marshall got the initial lead, which he 
held to the midpoint of the race. At that 


point, Young reeled him in and moved 


past him to take the lead. In the late 
laps, Lewis got by to move Marshall 
back to third. At the finish it was Young, 
Lewis and Marshall. 

Colby McCutcheon, Robb Lapeen 
and Evan Aronson had a three-way bat- 
tle going in the 50cc Senior feature until 
Casee McCammon fell in turn one, 
bringing out the red flag and a restart. 
On the restart, McCutcheon held the 
lead until the last laps, when Johnny 
Cooper II got by to take the win.

Lapeen. ! 

The last Group One race of the day 
brought the 250cc Pro Sport riders to the 
line, and when the light went green, 
Roger Lee Hayden shot into the lead. 
Cory Roth moved into second and 
chewed on Hayden till the finish, where 
he pulled of an outside pass to nip Hay- 
den at the line. Dusty Faulds finished 
third. 

At this point, the Group One part of 


. the day was over, and a strong summer 


thunderstorm put an end to the day's 
racing. The Group Two part of the pro- 
gram was rescheduled for Wednesday 














morning, with the first feature, the 600cc 
Pro Sport class, starting about 2:25 p.m. 
In this race, Mike Forro came out on the 
backstretch first, held off a challenge by 
Tom McGrane Jr. and held on for the 
win. McGrane took second, with Jason 
Goodwin following in third. Brian Vin- 
cent and Cory Roth waged a war over 
the fourth spot, with Vincent winning 
this battle. | 

In the 600cc Modified class, Tony 
Meiring and Jacob Johnson fought over 
first for most of the race. On the last lap, 
the pair went through turns three and 
four side by side. Johnson spun the rear 
tire and gave Meiring the lead and the 
win. Bryan Smith took the third spot. 

Meiring returned to the track to win 
the 250cc DTX feature. Meiring followed 
early leader Cody Shamblin until Sham- 
blin slid down in turn three, giving the 
lead and the win to Meiring. Steve Mur- 
ray took second place, with Cory 
McDermitt coming home in third place. 

The next feature was for the Over 40 
Open class, and John Warren won the 
event on his Rotax over Royal Adderson 
and Gary Hite, who were both on 
XR750s. 

Charlie Italia went wire to wire for 
the win in the 250cc Modified class. 
Jacob Johnson took second, half a 
straightaway back, and K.C. "Coyote" 
Knodel got third. 

The Over 21 Open Twins feature saw 
Nick Taylor get the holeshot to lead the 
pack into turn one. A big bobble on his 
part gave the lead to Royal Adderson, 
who promptly checked out on the field. 
Gary Hite worked his way up to second 
at the finish, followed by George Mack 
in third. 

Bryan Smith won the 500cc Modified 
feature, getting the holeshot and going 
wire to wire for his win. He was fol- 
lowed across the line by Henry Wiles 
and "Coyote" Knodel. This race saw a 
father-and-son pair in the form of Phil 
and David Wolf. Phil got fourth, while 
his son David finished ninth. 

In the Over 30 Open feature, Johnny 
Cooper grabbed the early lead and 
sailed off to the win, followed by Mike 
Butler in second and Matt McQuillin in 
third. 








After the last half mile event, the 
track was converted into a TT track. The 
start/finish line was moved over to 
what had been the backstretch, a chi- 
cane was formed on the former 
frontstretch, and at the apex of the for- 
mer turn one, a sharp right-hander fol- 
lowed by a 180-degree motocross-style 
switchback sent the riders back into 
what was now turn four. Throughout 
both the Group One and Group Two 
programs, the key to victory seemed to 
lie in how fast you could get out of the 
switchback and back up to speed. In 
every event, the riders would bunch up 
at the right-hander and then spread out 
as they got back onto the open part of 
the track. 

The Group One practice was interest- 
ing, as several riders discovered they 
couldn't go WFO through the chicane. 
Many hay bales were demolished in the 
process. The off-camber right-hand turn 
and the switchback also sent a few rid- 
ers tumbling to the dirt. 

At about 8 p.m. the first feature 
event, the 85cc Modified class, came to 
the line, and Nicky Cummings went to 
the point and held the lead until the 
end. Jarred McWhirter worked his way 
into second early, moving Devin Jessop 
back to third. That's how they finished: 
Cummings, McWhirter and Jessop. 

In the 50cc Pee Wee race, Keith 
Boulis went by about five riders in the 
chicane, a bold move that gave him the 
lead and the win. Candy Hiley moved 
into second and, at the halfway point, 
Trevor Buth got by Brett Pugh to take 
over the third spot and set the finish 
order. 

Travis Myers got the holeshot in the 
65cc DTX feature and checked out on 
the field for his win. Brock Schwarzen- 
bacher got by Clayton Riggle late in the 
race to claim the second spot. Riggle fin- 
ished third. 

The 50cc Junior feature again turned 
out to be a two-rider match race 
between Dale Wakefield Jr. and Justin 
Pitman. Wakefield got the early lead 
and the win, while Pitman fell in the chi- 
cane and didn't complete his final lap. 

Logan Myers got the holeshot in the 
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Bryan Smith ran away with the 500cc 
Modified features on the mile and the half 
mile, and won the 600cc Modified feature 
on the mile as well. 


85cc DTX feature and went wire to wire 
for the win. McWhirter moved into sec- 
ond, followed by Cummings. 

Evan Aronson led the pack into turn 
one in the 50cc Senior feature, but Robb 
Lapeen II made a great move going 
through turn two and the chicane to go 
from fourth to the lead. Lapeen and 
Aronson battled over the lead for the 
next lap until they took each other out in 
the right-hander and brought out the 
red flag. On the restart, both Lapeen and 
Aronson started from the third row and 
quickly moved up through the pack.

The 65 Modified Feature took to the 
track and their first start lasted for half a 
lap, as Justin Hittle collected a hay bale 
in the chicane. On the restart, Brenton 
Schnitzer led the pack at the end of the 
first lap. John Lewis slid down in the 
right-hander and worked his way back 
up to a very creditable fifth-place finish. 
Up front, Travis Myers caught and 
passed Schnitzer for the win.

In the 125cc Modified feature, Bryan 
Douglas and Cory McDermitt ran first 
and second for most of the race, finish- 
ing in that order almost half a lap ahead 
of the rest of the field.

Joe Zydinski 
rode by two riders going into the chi- 
cane to grab the third spot. Tom 
McGrane Jr. got by Zydinski late in the 
race to take over third. Dusty Faulds 
then got by to move Zydinski back to 
fifth 


Henry Wiles went from his pole 
starting position to the lead in the 250cc 
DTX feature and then saw the red flag, 
as Steve Murray unloaded in the switch- 
- back. Wiles took the front position in the 
single-file restart and again charged into 
the lead. Cory McDermitt got the lead 
briefly, but Wiles took it back and held 
on for the win. McDermitt got second, 
and Corey Hormes captured the third 
spot. | 
Next up was the Over 40 Open class, 
and John Warren went wire to wire for 
his win. Adderson got by Rod Lake on 
the second lap to take over second and 
held the position to the finish line. Late 
in the race, John Zwerican also passed 
Lake to take third. Lake was fourth. 

Gary Hite, one of the chargers on a 
Harley-Davidson XR750, broke a prima- 
ry chain in the Over 40 race and didn't 
start in the Over 21 Open Twins feature. 
Adderson led the pack into turn one and 
again checked out on the field. George 
Mack came home a distant second, fol- 
lowed by Nick Taylor. 

Mike Butler, who spanked them in 
his heat race, did it again in the Over 30 
Open feature. Butler got the holeshot 


and never looked back on his way to his . 


win. Joe Bromley finished second, fol- 
lowed by Johnny Cooper in third. 

The 500cc Modified feature was won 
by Henry Wiles,.who got a good start 
and went straight to the front. Jason 
Storms got second, over Bromley, who 
passed Bryan Smith late in the race to 
capture the third spot. 

The last race of the week at the Indi- 
ana State Fairgrounds facility was the 
250cc Modified feature. Wiles, who had 
just won the 500cc Modified class, 
returned to the track to post a solid win 
in this race. Storms again took second, 
followed by Tony Meiring in third. 


SHORT TRACK 
After the Thursday TT program at 


the Indiana State Fairgrounds, the com- ° 


petitors moved about 85 miles southeast 
to the Lawrenceburg Speedway at 
Lawrenceburg, Indiana. The little 330- 
yard oval is familiar to many of the Mid- 
western competitors. 

The 85cc Modified (12-15) feature 
once again began the Group One pro- 
ceedings. When the light went green, 
Nicky Cummings got the holeshot and 
led the pack into turn one. By the sec- 
ond lap, the finishing order was set for 
the top five, with Cummings claiming 


another win. Logan Myers chased him 
across the line in second place, with 
Devin Jessop in third place. 

The next event was the 50cc Pee Wee 


feature. Robert Boulis got the holeshot 


and the initial lead, which he held for a 
lap before sliding in a turn. This gave 
the lead to Brett Pugh, who held it for 
several laps until the leaders got into the 
backmarkers and he was balked,.allow- 
ing Candy Hiley to take over the lead.

Cody 
Humphrey and Devin Jessup ran strong 
in the early laps, but both slid off the 
groove into the soft stuff and moved 
backward through the field. 

. There were 12 riders lined up for the 
50cc Senior feature. Evan Aronson got 
the holeshot, held off a brief challenge 
from Robb Lapeen and took the lead 
until a rider fell coming out of turn four, 
bringing out the red flag and a restart. 
When the light went green again, Aron- 
son again took the lead and held it to thé 
end for his win. James Beach took sec- 
ond, followed by Robb Lapeen in third. 

The 65cc Modified feature was next, 
and John Lewis carried a wheelie down 
into turn one to take the lead. His lead 
only lasted a lap, as Gary Conklin went 
down on the backstretch and was 
trapped under his bike for a few sec- 
onds. This brought out the red flag and 
a complete restart. Lewis again got the 
holeshot and the lead, which he held to 
the finish. Sean Jones took second, and 
Travis Myers was third. Trevor Jessop 
fell in turn four at the halfway point, 
turning what had been a good race for 
him into a last-place finish. 

The next event was the 125cc Modi- 
fied feature, and the first start lasted 


about five seconds, as Ryan Brothers | 


and Logan Myers tangled and ended up 
like a stack of pancakes - rider, motorcy- 
cle, rider, motorcycle. They were 
unstacked and sent to the third row for 
the complete restart. Local rider Kris 
Williamson got the holeshot and went 
wire to wire to win the event. Second 
place went to Matt Burton, and Cum- 
mings took third. 

In the 85cc Modified (7-11) feature, 
Clayton Riggle got the holeshot and led 
the first lap, only to see a red flag as the 
officials decided it hadn't been a clean 
start. Carter Myers got the holeshot on 
the second start and led all the way to 
the checkered flag. John Lewis took sec- 
ond late in the race, moving Cody 
Humphrey back to third. 

The last Group One event was the 
250cc Pro Sport feature. Cory Roth got 
the holeshot and the early lead. Brian 
Vincent was close to the front when he 
and another rider tangled handlebars, 
slowing them down and allowing sever- 
al riders to get by. Shawn Raggio held 
down third place until the seventh lap, 
when he fell and let most of the field go 
by. Vincent also went down on the last 


lap, moving him to the rear of the finish 
order. Roth was first, followed by Dusty 
Faulds and Joe Zydinsky. 

At this point, the Group One events 
were over.

Another 
restart, and Wolf again charged into the 
lead, followed by Tony Meiring and 
Scooter Vernon. The race ran to its com- 
pletion, with Wolf, Meiring and Vernon 
finishing in that order. 

The next race was the 600cc Pro Sport 
feature and the field was brought to the 
line and then sent back to the pits due to 
the rapidly approaching storm. This was 
a good decision, as all the riders got a 
chance to seek shelter instead of being 
caught out on the track. The storm 
arrived a few minutes later and put an 
end to Friday's activities. 

Saturday morning, Herschel Benkert, 
Lawrenceburg's racer/promoter, pulled 
Off a minor miracle as he reclaimed and 
regroomed a very wet race track. There 
were unusable areas in the pits due to 
standing water, but the track was ready 
to go at noon. The feature-qualified rid- 
ers got a practice session, and the 600cc 
Pro Sport class came to the line at about 
1:30 p.m.

When the light went green, local 
racer Nick Hummel got the holeshot 
and the initial lead, only to give it up a 
lap later as he overcooked. a corner and 
slid off the groove, handing the lead to 
Cory Roth.

On the next lap he slid down and every- 
one went by. This brought out the red 
flag and a single-file restart. By this time 
the field was set, and the first three rid- 
ers on the restart were the first three fin- 
ishers: Roth, Jacob Latimer and Tom 
McGrane Jr. 

Next up was the 250cc DTX feature, 
and Cory McDermitt led the pack out 
onto the backstretch, holding the lead to 
the halfway point, where he made a 
small bobble and let Tony Meiring get 
by.

Bryan Smith got by Tony Bolling 
late in the race to take second. Bolling 
got third. Joel Brown had the best finish 
for a local rider, coming home in fourth 
place, while Phil Wolf finished sixth, 
two places ahead of his son David. 

Three local riders came to the line for 
the Over 30 Open feature. At the start, 
Phil Wolf got the early lead. Mike Butler 
started in third and chewed on Matt 
McQuillin until he passed him on the 
sixth lap, took two more laps to get by 
Wolf and came home the winner and 
the class champion. Wolf took second 
and McQuillin third. Johnny Cooper 
and Bromley got fourth and fifth, 
respectively.

LEXINGTON, OHIO, JULY 10-11 
o to the AMA Vintage Motorcycle 
y qu weekend at picturesque 
id-Ohio Sports Car Course and 
you risk suffering motorcycle overload. 
There's this incredibly huge swap meet; 
wave after wave of new demo bikes 
heading out on rides; acrobatic trials 
demonstrations; rows of accessory ven- 
dors; just about every model motorcycle 
you could imagine either gleaming in a 
bike show, parked along the road or 
being ridden on the grounds; a big auc- 
tion at a nearby fairgrounds; parade 
laps of the track; and speakers expound- 
ing on various two-wheeled topics. 

And, as a backdrop to it all, there's 
the racing - vintage dirt track, observed 
trials, motocross and two full days of 
road racing. VMD has become the 
biggest single weekend of the- year for 
the American Historic Racing Motor- 
cycle Association. The road race alone 
had more than 560 riders pre-entered 
for each day of Progressive Suspension 
Historic Cup competition, up from 
1998's record entries. That meant full 
grids of gorgeously prepared machines 
and lots of close racing. 

A typical contest was Saturday's 
combined 350cc Grand Prix /Formula 
250cc race, which saw-45 machines 
flagged off the line in a two-wave start. 
Jey Richardson and his 1964 Ducati 350 
were at the head of the 350cc GP pack, 
chased hard by Johnny Demoisey on a 
‘68 Triumph, Jonathan White on a 250cc 
Ducati, Hikaru Miyagi aboard a '64 
Honda 350cc twin, and Stuart Carter on 
a '59 AJS 7R 350cc. By the halfway mark, 
Richardson had a little bit of a lead over 
the battle for second between Miyagi 
and White, who in turn were ahead of 
another scrap involving Carter, Demoi- 
sey, and Chris Kelleher on a '63 Aermac- 
chi. 

Later, Miyagi and Carter both got 
around White, with the Honda rider set- 
ting off in hot pursuit of Richardson. 
Miyagi caught and finally passed the 
Canadian, hanging on for a close finish. 





Third went to Carter, ahead of White, 
Kelleher and then Demoisey. In Sun- 
day's round, the lead battle again was 
between Miyagi and Richardson, with 
the top three repeating in the same 
order. This time, however, Demoisey 
was fourth and Kellaher fifth. 

The Works Performance-backed 
500cc Premier class went to Stephen 
Mathews both days on the fast Barber 
Vintage Motorsports 1961 Matchless 
G50 (amazingly, he rode the same 
machine to second in Sunday’s Super 
Mono race against machines 200cc larg- 
er and more than 35 years newer). The 
anticipated scrap between Mathews and 
the M3 Racing Honda 450 of Adam 
Popp never did materialize. On Satur- 
day, Popp dropped the Honda on the 
first lap and was out of the race, while 
on Sunday he started in second, experi- 
enced a mechanical problem that even- 
tually cleared up and spent the balance 
of the race getting past the Team 
DomiRacer Manx Nortons of Carter and 
Richardson to reclaim second. The clos- 
est action in Saturday’s race saw 
defending class champ Larry Poons and 
his Matchless-powered Seeley Condor 
hunt down and pass Carter on the final 
lap to claim third, behind Richardson. 

Popp's win on a '70 Honda 750-4 was 
an uncontested one in Saturday's For- 
mula 750 race. For a time it looked as 
though Popp would be challenged by 
Gary Nixon, but the two-time AMA 
Grand National Champion's ride came 
up short when a broken cam chain side- 
lined his Heritage Racing Honda four. 
Popp finished a very close second on 
Sunday to Rob Tuluie, riding.a Big D 
Triumph 750 twin, the same machine on 
which Tuluie won Saturday's Formula 
Vintage contest and placed second to 
Norton rider Jim Struke in that day's 
Sportsman 750cc event. Second in For- 
mula 750 and third on Sunday was a 
beautiful 1970 Harley XR750 ridden by 
Chuck Davis. 

Struke was a double winner in 
Sportsman 750 as well as Sound of Sin- 
gles Two-Stroke. Jim Swartout outdid 
that accomplishment by taking all four

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wins in Sportsman 350 and 500, plus the 
Sunday Battle of the Twins Two-Stroke 
race. Bore Tech's Bill Moeller was run- 
ner-up in three of the Sportsman con- 
tests and finished third to Tim Stancill 
and Swartout in Sunday's 500cc race. 
Swartout, Moeller and Stancill all were 
aboard Honda 350 twins. 

Another double-double winner was 
Carleton Palmer II, dominating the Pre- 
1940 and Class-C Handshift categories 
on his HRD/Vincent 500 singles. Nor- 
bert Nickel kept the pressure on the 
defending champ in both classes, except 
for Sunday's Class-C event, when the 
loss of third gear on his BMW allowed 
Norm Nelson to capture second on a 
BSA Gold Star. 

Double winners were Ducati-mount- 
ed Richardson in 250cc GP and Demoi- 
sey in 200cc GP, the Yamaha of David 
Wright in Formula 500, Mark White's 
little Honda in Formula 125, Honda 
rider Victor Nowak in the new Historic 
Production Lightweight, and Norton 
pilot Dan Hankle in Historic Production 
Heavyweight. 

In AHRMA's modern classes, J.D. 
Hord came up the big winner, riding his 
Honda Hawk-based racer to four wins 
in Battle of the Twins Formula Two and 
Formula Three, each time over Steve 
Von Borstel's Suzuki 650. 

One of the best of the modern races 
was Saturday's combined Super Mono 
Two and Skorpion Cup. Mike Kindelin Jr. 
battled Tim Kisieleski, with Kisieleski get- 
ting his MuZ Skorpion around Kindelin 
late in the race. That lasted a lap, until 
Kindelin regained the lead and held on 
for the win. Mike Kindelin Sr. was third. 
The trio finished that way both days. In 
the Super Mono portion, Mike Gontesky 
and his Bare Bones Machine crossed the 
line first on Saturday, closely followed by 
Honda-mounted Randy Grove and class 
champ Mark Hatten on another BBM. 
Hatten won Sunday's Super Mono Two 
contest over Hord, while Gontesky opted 
to ride the trial instead. 

Eric Wood used a Ducati 748 to win 
Battle of Twins Formula One and Sound 
of Thunder on Saturday, in both cases 





coming from behind to do so. After 
much shuffling and dicing, Kris August 
was runner up in the Formula One con- 
test, ahead of Christopher Bloch and 
Jonathan Glaefke, Sunday's class win- 
ner. August and Glaefke were second 
and third to Wood in Saturday's Sound 
of Thunder, but without Wood on Sun- 
day's grid, they ended up finishing in 
that same order but taking first and sec- 
ond positions. CN

LEXINGTON, OHIO, JULY 11 
ot only has David Boydstun of 
AMS Racing in Tempe, Arizona, 
ridden every round of the 1999 
AHRMA /Speed & Sport National Vin- 





tage MX Series, but he's also won each 
and every moto in the tough Classic 
500cc Expert class. The 1967 Husqvarna 
rider's record in the Classic 250cc divi- 
sion is much less impressive - he's won 
"only" 14 of 16 motos. 

The Boydstun juggernaut rolled on at 
Mid-Ohio, where the more than 400 
entries were greeted by a fast but tech- 
nical course designed by Dick Mann and 
laid out in the rolling infield area. Despite 
judicious watering, dust was a bit of a 
problem. Then again, any temporary race 
course used by so many motorcycles is 
likely to get dusty under a July sun. 

In both Classic 500cc motos, Boyd- 
stun had his 360cc Husky out front 
quickly, leaving the handlebar-banging 
to everyone else. The opening moto saw 
Steve Tucker get the best of fellow BSA 


. rider Paul Havir, but trouble in the sec- 


ond moto dropped Tucker to fifth over- 
all, as Havir's consistent 3-2 finishes 
earned him second for the day. Mike 
Zimmerman was third overall on his 
BSA 441. Craig Campbell manhandled 
his ‘65 Triumph 500 twin to a pair of 
Intermediate-division wins, while 
Husky fanatic Craig Comontofski turned 
in 2-1 finishes to take the Novice honors. 

Classic 250cc Expert featured much 
the same cast of characters, with Boyd- 
stun again running off from the field. 
The closely matched Havir and Tucker, 
again on BSAs, took turns finishing sec- 
ond, and it was Havir taking home 
another second-place plaque. 

Had the cylinder on his ‘73 Honda 
250cc Elsinore not loosened in the first 
Over 30 Expert moto, Larry Witmer of 
Elkhart, Indiana, might have bested 
Boydstun's day by winning three class- 
es. As it was, Witmer hammered his 
way to victory in the Expert division of 
Sportsman 250cc and Over 40 and third 
in Over 30. In the Sportsman and Over 
40 classes, Maico 450-mounted John 
Deemer played runner-up to Witmer's 
keep-it-pinned riding style. Witmer's 7-1 
finishes in Over 30 put him in third 
everall behind Don Lewis's 1-2 and Tom 
Bellamy's 2-3. 

Also doubling on the day was Vin- 
tage Iron's Rick Doughty, who was 
undefeated in Premier 500cc and Sports- 
man Open Twins Expert on a pair of 
gorgeous machines. The only pressure 
Doughty felt was in the second Premier 
moto, as Brad Kennard's '64 BSA B40 
hounded the BSA Gold Star-mounted 
Californian. Corky Root, riding another 
B40, earned second overall to Doughty 
with 2-3 finishes to Kennard's 4-2. 

Bob Frederick (Sportsman 500cc and 
Over 30 Novice) and Wayne Rantz (Pre- 
mier Lightweight and Sportsman Open 
Twins Novice) were the day's other 
two-class winners. ` 

There was some excellent racing - and 
a good bit of racing’s unpredictability - 
in the Over 50 Intermediate class. The 
first moto opened with a battle for the 
lead between Maico 450-mounted Gig 
Hamilton, Karl Papenhagen on a Penton 
400, and Kim Armstrong aboard a 440cc 
Maico. But then Chuck De Ran charged 
up to the lead with his Yamaha 360 and 
hung on to win over Hamilton, Papen- 
hagen, and Lou Snedden on a BSA B50. 

De Ran didn’t make moto two. This 
time it was CZ 380 rider Don Mathys,

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 10 
n years past, the AHRMA trials - 
ad 


run as part of AMA Vintage 
Motorcyle Days felt like some- 
thing of an afterthought, held behind 
Mid-Ohio’s maintenance building, amid 
dumpsters, brambles and dirt mounds. 
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Though it was highly accessible to spec- 
tators and the layout crew did the best 
with what they were given, it didn't 
seem like a real trial. 

That changed a bit in 1998 when a 
patch of woods next to the camping area 
was opened for the trial and two sec- 
tions were located there. More of that 
area was okayed by Mid-Ohio for 
AHRMA’s use in 1999, and the entire 
trial moved into the woods. 

The result was by far the best VMD 
trial yet. The eight sections, ridden 
three times on a loop perhaps two 
miles long, concentrated in large part 
on a creek bed that presented riders 
with slick rocks and roots, a bit of 
mud, and abrupt, short climbs and 
descents. Other featured obstacles 
included a jumbled pile of loose rocks, 
tightly spaced trees, and logs. Over 
100 riders enjoyed themselves on a 
sunny, comfortable morning, and 
there were still plenty of enthusiastic 
spectators who found their way to the 
new location. 

The Premier Lightweight and Mod- 
ern Classic classes continue to be 
AHRMA's most competitive divisions. 

In Premier Lightweight Expert, Bob 
Ginder and Mike Parsley both turned 
in low-single-digit rides, with 
Greeves-mounted Ginder bettering his 
Triumph-riding rival by a single 
mark. Likewise, Triumph rider Ran- 
dolph Stoike edged out fellow Inter- 
mediate Dennis Brown, on a Greeves, 
by one point. The three Premier Light- 
weight Novices were separated by one 
dab apiece, with Scott Kim taking the 
win on an unusual choice for the class, 
a 1965 Honda. 

The Modern Classic Intermediate 
and Novice contests both had to use tie 
breakers - the most sections cleaned by 
each rider - to determine the winner. 
Bultaco Sherpa T-350 rider Ryan Davie 
earned his first win as an Intermediate, 
topping Maurice Boutell on a Kawasaki 
KT250. Bultaco-mounted Novices Cur- 
tis Harper and Mike Newton each lost 
just two points, but Harper rode 23 sec- 
tions error-free to Newton's 22. The 
same tie breaker was used to decide the 
winner in the nonchampionship Begin- 
ner class - Ray Corlew, over William 
Prinkey III. 

Scott Beattie dropped three fewer 
marks than Steven Glinski to earn the 
Modern Classic, Expert win. Riding the 
same tough “one” line, former National 
Trials Champion Curt Comer earned 
just eight marks to win Classic Expert 
on his Dalesman. 

It’s rare to see any competitors in the 
Rigid class, but at Mid-Ohio there were 
four. Bruce Clegg's gorgeous little 1949 
James earned the Intermediate victory 
over Rich Froelich's '46 BSA 500. The 
Novice winner was Eric Richardson, on 
a '49 Norton 500T, with runner-up Brian 
Holzigal on a 1950 Triumph: CN

Series, Round 9: Ashland

ASHLAND, OH, JULY 9 
T. was rolling-thunder time when 
AHRMA's National Champi- 
onship Dirt Track Series hit its 
halfway point as the opening event in 
the big AMA Vintage Motorcycle Days 
weekend. But the thunder that got 
everyone's attention came with ominous 
black clouds, lightning, heavy rain and 
tornado warnings, just as the first of 23 
heat races was to take to the deep-cush- 
ion half mile track. 

Two hours later, following some deft 
grader and tractor work, the track was, 
once again, in raceable condition. The 
event-record 153 entries got back into 
their race gear, spectators refilled the 
grandstands and lined the trackside 
fences, and the real thunder finally start- 
ed. 

A special highlight of the evening's 
action was racing legend Ronnie Rall, 
competing in the brakeless Classic 
500/750cc class on a Harley-Davidson

KR750 and then jumping onto a BSA B50 
in the next race to run with the Over 60 
Super Seniors. In his Super Senior heat, 
Rall started nearly half a lap down on 
the rest of the field and swept into the 
lead in fine style just past the halfway 
point in the race. The crowd loved it. 

The racing started with the Dinosaur 
class, and Bernie Breece used his 750cc 
of Harley power to reel in fast starter 
Beno Rodi, on a 1950 Royal Enfield 500. 
Breece moved to the lead at the start of 
the third lap, and Rodi hung fairly close 
to him for the remaining laps. Dick 
Zrubek was an uncontested third on his 
H-D WR, while Jerry Ficklin and his ’36 
Norton ES9 won the battle for fourth 
over Chris Tanner's Matchless G80. 

The Bultaco of class champ John 
Bova and Michael Connell's Harley 
Sprint jetted away at the start of the 
Classic 250cc final, with Connell eventu- 
ally gaining a little breathing room over 
Bova. Despite the loss, Bova still holds a 
commanding lead in the series points 
over Connell. Kenny Thomas, riding a 
‘62 Honda 250, spent his entire race try- 
ing to keep Carl Forkey's Sprint from 
taking away third place, but on the last 
lap Forkey did indeed find his way into 
the third spot. 


Riding a '56 BSA Gold Star, David 


Atherton charged to the lead of the 
much-anticipated Classic 500/750cc 
final. Points leader John Plumb was 
right behind Atherton on a '66 Triumph 
500 twin, but by the time the first lap 
ended, Rall had joined the party up 
front with his big Harley twin. 

Plumb seemed to be the one involved 
in all the scrapping, first going at it with 
Rall to hang on to second and then mov- 
ing up to challenge Atherton for the 
lead as Rall slipped back slightly from 
the lead pair. When the checkered flag 
came out, Atherton was still out front, 
shadowed by Plumb and then Rall. 
Richard Coates and Charlie Southgate, 
both on BSAs, rounded out the top five. 

Back out with the Super Seniors, Rall 
immediately cleared off from the pack. 
However, Curtis Zeiter from nearby 
Mansfield soon closed on the former 
Grand National contender and took 
over the lead. Then the show began. 
Zeiter took a low line in the corners as 
Rall went all the way out to the hay 
bales before swooping down to drive 
into the lead partway down the straight- 
away. Zeiter took back the lead before 
the end of the straight, and then they 
did it all over again. At the checkers, it 
was Zeiter over Rall, with Sam Gray in 
third on a Honda. 

In Sportsman 250, Plumb showed 
why his Yamaha carries the number- 


one plate. All of the action was behind - 


him, particularly the contest over sec- 
ond between Larry Barnes, on a Bultaco 
Astro, and the man who did claim run- 
ner-up, Richard Stiefel Jr., also on a Bul- 
taco. 








The Over 50 Senior division belonged 
to Norton 750 racer James Moneran, 
who came all the way from Washington 
to race. Yamaha 750-mounted Jim Oliver 
followed him across the line, while Tri- 
umph rider Fred Weese earned third 
after a racelong scrap with fourth-place 
finisher Southgate’s Triumph and Gig 
Hamilton's fast Maico 450. In the other 
rider-age class, Scott Blower ran wire to 
wire (and seemingly used the entire 
track) to win the nonchampionship Vet- 
eran class on a Yamaha 750. 

AHRMA's newest machine-based 
category, ‘70s Singles, provided some of 
the night's closest racing, with a pair of 
BSA B50s thumping a field of newer 
Yamaha and Honda 500cc singles. Wis- 
consin's Mike Gilkey led by a small 
margin from start to end, despite an 
engine that missed badly at full throttle 
for most of the race. Then came the rag- 
ing battle for second between Dave 
Valiket, Brett Miller and Californian 
Rod Lake. They finished in that order, 
ahead of another three-way tiff involv- 
ing Darrell Bryant, George Mack Jr. and 
Dennis Williams. 

BSA rider Valiket got his win in the 
next race, Sportsman 600, fending off 
the challenges of Yamaha-mounted 
Brad Spencer Sr. the whole way. The 
battle between Valiket and Spencer 
drew the lead pair away from Maico- 
mounted Hamilton, who had his hands 
full for a time with Tom Morgan, until 
he eventually pulled off with bike prob- 
lems. 

The night's last race looked for a 
while like it might be won by the last 
bike running. Sportsman 750 had three 
restarts, two due to crashes and one 
because someone was too quick with the 
clutch off the line. Initial leader and 
defending class champ John Plumb 
didn't make the first restart because of 
mechanical woes. When the race finally 
got going, Blower was the man out 
front. But longtime AHRMA dirt tracker 
Arnie Mahnke stalked Blower and made 
a move that stuck, giving the Norton 
rider his first win of the year. CN

wo second-place finishes equaled 

a first-place trophy for former 

Team Yamaha rider Damon 
Bradshaw, who showed he still has 
what it takes to win motocross races. 
Everyone who came to watch the West- 
ern Four-Stroke Nationals at Ohwyee 
expected to see some top-notch racing, 
but no one expected the likes of Damon 
Bradshaw to show up - not even Brad- 
shaw. Some friends coaxed Bradshaw, 
who has been living near Boise with his 
wife and four-month-old baby, out of 
retirement. He borrowed a motorcycle 
and showed up, putting on an 
impromptu workshop and in the 
process proving that he can still hop on 
a bike and rail. 

"Some guys mentioned racing to me 
last night, so I borrowed a bike and 
came up here today and had fun," Brad- 
shaw said. "I haven't done a whole lot 
during the last two years other than 
play (ride), but it was fun. I actually 
had more energy than I thought I was 
going to have. I’ve only ridden four or 
five times the last year, and it was trail 
riding." 

When the gate dropped for the first 
moto, it was the Premier Motorsports 
Husaberg of Jimmy LaMastus with the 
holeshot, and Bradshaw was less than a 
bike length behind until he passed him 


for the lead. Local hotshoe Robb Floth . 


followed the duo. , 

In temperatures approaching 100 
degrees, Bradshaw ran up front for bet- 
ter than half the race. Woods, mean- 


while, was on the move as he pushed up 
to LaMastus and passed him for second 


place. Woods continued his drive to the 
front, reeling in a tiring Bradshaw and 
then passing him for the win. 

"I got a good start, tried to get 
around LaMastus and then started 
working on Bradshaw," Woods said. “I 
mean, he's one of the fastest guys 
around. I took my different lines and 
stayed out of his roost so I could keep 
my face clear and keep breathing, and I 
got around him finally." 

LaMastus fell victim to engine failure 
on the last lap while running third, mak- 
ing way for local up-and-comer and out- 
door National competitor Floth to take 
those honors. 

Rounding out the top five places 
were Cory Bauder and Scott Meyers, 
respectively. 

As they lined up for moto two, the 
number-eight bike of Bradshaw was 
missing, but the sound of a four-stroke 
being kicked could be heard coming 
from the direction of his pit. Moments 
before the start, he pulled into his start- 
ing position. When the starting gate 
dropped, the holeshot went to Woods. 
But minutes later, Woods would find 
himself back on the starting line after 
the race was red- flagged due to a faulty 
gate. On the restart, Bradshaw grabbed 
the holeshot and held the lead for sever- 
al laps before Precision Powersports' 
Todd Downs made his move. He and 
Bradshaw diced for a number of laps 
before Downs finally put a little distance 
between them. 

"He (Bradshaw) is my biggest hero of 
all time and here I am getting to race 
with him," Downs said. "The guy's got 
more talent that anybody I know. He 
just showed me great lines and I fol- 
lowed those. I knew that I was gonna

he top level of racing divides peo- 
E ple into two main groups: those 
who have and those who wish they 
did. When the World Superbike Champi- 
onship rolls into Laguna Seca Raceway 
once a year, the delicate balance in the 
AMA teams shifts, with most of them 
suddenly feeling like have-nots. Fitting of 
a World Championship series, the World 
Superbike teams are correspondingly bet- 
ter-equipped and better-funded than 
their AMA counterparts. For a unique 
perspective on this, we talked with one of 
the few men in the world who has the 
experience of competing at both levels. 
With Rob Muzzy's background as a for- 
mer World Championship and multi- 
time AMA Championship team owner 
comes the wisdom to know that things 
are not exactly as they seem. 
Traditionally, the have-nots see only 
the potential of the parts which are 
beyond their grasp and optimistically 
think of the greater success that would 
be theirs if only... But Muzzy has been 
there and done that game, and he's 
come away from it a bit smarter. He 
knows that there's a price to pay for the 
privilege of being the Top Dog and 
claims that, in fact, what most teams 
hope for would actually hurt them more 
than help. 
^When we were the World Superbike 
team, basically we were the lead engi- 
neering team as such," Muzzy explained 
of the years (from 1993 to 1996) when he 
ran the Kawasaki World Superbike team 
in addition to his AMA team. “We were 
the Kawasaki team. We.had staff 
assigned to the team from Japan, and 
there were engineers. We did initial test- 
ing. We were the first stage for anything 








that got done - in other words, any new 
works part and the development. We 
were the top of the ladder as such. 

“Of course, it's very different now 
(with his AMA team), but it's no differ- 
ent than before we did all that," Muzzy 
explained. "Now we are down the lad- 
der a ways. You've got the World team 
as number one; the domestic team (All- 
Japan Series), which is number two; the 
Suzuka 8 Hours team, which is number 
three; and then support teams, like ours 
in the U.S. At least that's how it was 
when we were the World team. That's 
probably the same as it is now, but I 
don't know for sure."

ious levels of racing parts. In simple 
terms, they're often labeled "kit" parts 
and "works" parts and, in addition, 
Muzzy explains the highest level of 
exotic parts as "engineering" parts - a 
level most don't even know exists. Kit 
parts are commonly known as those that 
are available to retail consumers or pri- 
vateer racers. Works parts are defined as 
factory-support-only pieces that aren't 
available at any price, typically because 
the factories don't want them to fall into 
the wrong hands. Engineering parts, 
according to Muzzy, are the prototype 
parts that are the early development 
stage of works parts. Throughout his 
history with Kawasaki, Muzzy has been 
privileg ged to use all of the above, so he - 
perhaps better than anyone else - knows 
not only the advantages of being in such 
a position, but the downside as well. 
Here he explains the process of develop- 
ing parts, from "engineering" parts to 
those ultimately sold to consumers. 
"Let's say that they (Kawasaki) come 
up with a new part through their testing 
and development engineering, Muzzy 
explained. “It will go to the World team 
first, then the domestic (Japan) team, 
then they'll trickle down to us and who- 
ever else is at the next level. For 
instance, the swingarm that's on (Doug) 
Chandler's bike is a works swingarm. It 


was developed last year and became 


available (to us this year). The way the 
process works, and I think it works this 
way with any team - I know it was 
when I was at Honda - is, it starts as an 
'engineering' part, meaning it's just a 
test part. They make one, two - very sel- 
dom any more than that. They might try 
10 different swingarms and they test 
them through the engineering depart- 


ment and maybe the World Superbike 
riders and maybe with some of their 
domestic test riders. 

"Then, maybe out of those 10 
swingarms, they might narrow it down 
to a couple of them that maybe one guy 
on the World team liked this one and 
one guy on the Japanese team liked this 
one. So then they make a couple of them 
So now there are two different types and 
then they might make five of them. Now 
they're ^works' parts. Now they're avail- 
able to the works teams. Given, then, 
that it shows reliability and still (has) 
promise, then it still remains a ‘works’ 
part, but it will also become available to 
teams like ours or other highly support- 


plaints. 








ed teams that qualify for ‘works’ parts. If 
it's an ‘engineering’ part, probably we're 
(Muzzy's AMA team) not going to get it. 
But ‘works’ parts that are available are 
available to us. 

“We used to be the test team and it's 
not all that it’s cracked up to be. 
Because you spend a lot of time testing 
stuff that doesn’t work. You test 10 
things and if you're lucky, one works. 


So that means that you ran nine things 
that didn’t, and you spent the time to 
run those nine things. And that doesn’t 
mean that the one that works is better, it 
means it works. It might be better - 
you're not real sure for a while. 

^| made the comment before that the 
privateers that say, ‘Oh, man, if I had 
that stuff they've got...’ Well, it would 
ruin them. It would, because it's all that 
privateer team can do to come here and 
get their bike, with the stuff they 
already have now, set up and get réady 
to race, let alone to take the time to go 
through stuff that even guys like Doug 
Chandler can't ride. And they don't 
understand that."

“It’s just like tire testing,” Muzzy 
said, drawing a common analogy. “All 
this stuff about tires, (with people say- 
ing), ‘Oh, boy, if I had the tires those 
guys have...’ What they don’t realize is 
that guys like Doug Chandler, and who- 
ever the guys are that get the engineer- 
ing tires, when they test some of those 
tires, you can’t even ride on them 
They’re sheltered from all that, but 
when they get to the privateer, it’s a

sound, safe tire that most people can 
ride on. 

“Things that work better in racing are 
pretty far-out ideas,” he said with a 
laugh. “Otherwise, they would have been 
thought of before. It's not like we haven't 
been racing motorcycles for a while. So 
these things that you test are just brain- 
storms, they're somebody’ s wild idea. 

"That's one thing that I will say about 
Kawasaki: Every ‘works’ part that's used 
on the race team for a year and it's still 
reliable and they haven't made some- 
thing better, it becomes a ‘kit’ part. Every 
‘kit’ part was a ‘works’ part at one time. 
Like gear-driven cams, those have been 
‘kit’ parts since... We were the first ones 
to use them in '96 when the new bike 
came out. The next year, in '97, it became 
a ‘kit’ part. It's the exact same part - actu- 
ally they're better, because they learned 
through that year and improved them 
and put them into production. 

"That's one thing that I’ve not really 
seen from the other manufacturers. I can 
say, almost verbatim, that any ‘works’ 
part that held up reliably for its first 
year of being a ^works' part became a 
‘kit’ part and was available to every- 

body, because that's their goal. They 
want people who run Kawasakis to 
have the best they can have. But you 
have to understand, you couldn't just 
give these... well, like, let's say the first- 
gear drives. Some of the first-gear drives 
just blew out the front of the motor. If

MORE SIZES, MORE COMPOUNDS 


The big news for the AMA riders competing in the World Superbike event was Dun- 


lop's new 16.5-inch front tire. U.S. Dunlop technician Jim Allen alerted the three AMA 
teams competing of the new front, but the Yamaha team was unable to get the rim 
sizes in time. Vance & Hines Ducati and the factory Honda team, however, ponied up 
approximately $800 apiece for three rims per rider to be on the latest and greatest. 
Though Anthony Gobert decided to stick with his trusted 17-incher, he was the only 
Dunlop rider who tried a 16.5 to do so. According to Allen, the 16.5 is a relatively 
recent development. 

"They had a test before Donington (England) at Albacete (Spain) with quite encour- 
aging results," he said. ^I believe that (Akira) Yanagawa was the only one to race on it 
at Donington (May 2, 1999). The next week, in Albacete, almost everyone used it. It 
became clear quite quickly that it offered a grip 
advantage. It's basically more stable entering and 
| finishes the corner better; from the apex out, it 
| sort of pulls you around the corner and you have 
more grip exiting the turn. Eric (Bostrom) noticed 
it quickly on the Honda, because that's one of the 
problems they have - finishing the corners with 
the RC45." 

Vance & Hines crew chief Jim Leonard con- 
firmed Allen's comments and noted a slight 


"The 16.5 offers more side grip," he said, ^but 
| it's heavier (steering) effort on the turn-in. Antho- 
| ny feels that for his style the old setup is better 
| suited to him." 

Allen admitted that, “The initial turn-in (of the 
16.5-inch tire) might be a little heavier than a 17- 
| inch because it's brand-new and we haven't 
| developed the profile like we have on the 17s." 
Honda crew chief Ray Plumb said that the 
| new tire was a positive change for their RC45. 

“Eric (Bostrom) said the 16.5 was better at 
holding the line through the corner," Plumb said. "It wasn't a question of, Should we 
try the 17s again? We felt immediately that it was a step forward." 

"Ben and Eric (Bostrom) have both tried it (the 16.5-inch front) on two quite differ- : 
ent motorcycles and they both prefer it,” Allen commented. “Out of any of the World 
pays that have tried it, no one e has dee back to 17s." »

Plumb also noted that since the new tire - 
was a bit smaller in radius, the team altered 
their RC45's front ride-height geometry 
accordingly. Allen was understandably 
evasive as to the exact dimensional differ- 
ences. 

“Overall circumference is slightly small- 

^ he said. “I don't want to say by how 
rae exactly - we'll let Michelin figure that 
out for themselves.” 

But the new fronts weren't the only 
news to the AMA riders. There were also 
more rear-tire choices than you could shake 
a stick at. Vistually all the new 
Dunlop rears in either World 
Superbike or AMA are now 
16.5 inches in diameter (actual- 
ly referred to as 420mm tires, 
instead of 16.5-inch) rather 
than the more conventional 17- 
inch sizes. The smaller tires 
offer a taller sidewall, which in 
turn allows more compliance 
and hence traction at maxi- 
mum lean angles. 

“On an AMA weekend, 
Dunlop has basically a soft, 
medium and hard compound 
available at most tracks, with 
dual-compound slicks avail- 
able at certain tracks," Allen 
explained. "This weekend we 
have up to 30 tvpes of slicks 
available (11 fronts and 19 
rears) and seven types of rain tires available. They see more changes, in 
tires in three races than we see in a year. I wouldn't want that many tires 
here - I couldn't keep track of them all." 


The shiny slick on the back of Ben 
Bostrom's Ducati is a qualifier tire 
that's good for perhaps three laps at 

. Laguna Seca - it's the best bet for a 
fast time. As it turned out, this one 
was good for the second-quickest lap, 

. behind Bostrom's teammate Anthony 

_ Gobert, who broke the track record 
with a stunning 1:25.185 fap.

NEW QUALIFIERS | 
AND CHOICES GALORE - 


When World Superbike launched their new Superpole qualifying system last season, 


which determines the starting order for the first four rows by virtue of a single flying 
lap per rider, it forced Michelin to do something it hadn't done before: develop a tire 
specifically for qualifying. 

"The problem before was, we did not 
see any reason to do a tire that you threw 
away after three laps," explained Michelin 
technician Jean Herisse in his strong 
French accent. “But here we have no choice 
because they make the rules that you only 
have one lap to do the time. I was a little 
bit not in full agreement with the FIM, 
because they do the opposite of what they 
| claim - (they claim that they're) trying to 
reduce cost, and then one set of tires to do 
only one lap is maybe a little bit expensive 
| to the privateer. But on the other hand, I 
can understand because it is a very good 
show for TV. But we have no choice, we 
have to build a tire just for this." 

But Herisse went on to explain how cur- 
rent World Champion Carl Fogarty, who, 
though he's the winningest rider in the his- 
tory of the series, has never been much of a 
qualifying specialist, has had recent suc- 

cess without using a qualifier. 

"Carl will not necessarily always use a 
Superpole tire," Herisse said. "Carl is able 
to do that without it. He get the last two 
pole position and he was not using qualifying tire, he was using - I will say a softer 
race tire than he used in the race, but a race tire, and he still make the pole at Nurber- 
gring and Misano.

This qualifying method, introduced last 
season, forced Michelin to develop their first qualifying 
tire to keep their riders from giving up a competitive edge.

When it comes to disc brakes, most advances are evolutionary rather than truly innov- 


| ative, but Brembo has definitely broken into the latter category with their new radially 


mounted calipers. 
J———ÀÀ "Radially mounted 
calipers appeared first in 
Formula One car racing 
three seasons ago, then in 
Grand Prix last season,” 
explained Franco Zonnedda, 
a technician from Brembo's 
racing division in Italy. "We 
have a good experience with 
this system and I think it's 
the right way to mount the 
‘caliper. We found that it had 
good performance and it 
was very stable. The caliper 
is more rigid, so in a hard- 
braking track, you have 
more progressive braking 


Brembo is supplying their new radially mounted front 
brake calipers to the Ducati Performance, Kawasaki 
and Aprilia World Superbike teams. The mounting 
technique, developed by Brembo in Formula One car 
racing, provides greater caliper rigidity, more even 
pad wear and more consistent braking performance 
than typical axially mounted units. 


is much better - not uneven 
like the axial-mounted 
ones." 

Zonnedda described how 
conventional axially mount- 
ed calipers twist downward 
and inward under braking forces, and the pad wear is badly tapered as a result. Pad 
taper gives you a longer lever travel because the pistons extend further out of the 


caliper, and the further the pistons come out, the more lever travel is required and the 


more likely the pistons can cock in the caliper. 
^Normally, the leading edge of the pad will have more wear," said Brembo North

America's Rafael Santiago. "And if you have two equal-size pistons, then the leading- 
edge pad taper will be greater. We design our calipers with the leading-edge piston 
smaller to compensate for this. The radial bolt pattern distributes the load more equal- 
ly across the caliper for less flex. With the axially mounted caliper, the flex movement 
is minimal at the bolts but much greater at the end of the caliper. By locating it at both 
ends and with the bolts centered side to side, the flex is minimized and pad-wear char- 
acteristics and braking performance improve accordingly." 

While the radially mounted calipers appear to hold much promise, they're not 
developed for mass production. 

^We need to make sure it works properly and do the right development before it's 


| widely produced,” Santiago cautioned. “Hopefully, we'll see it here (in the AMA) next 


season. Maybe we'll test it at the end of the year.” 

The AMA Series has its own bit of exotic brake equipment, though you'd have to 
look more carefully to see it on the Vance & Hines Ducatis. 

“That caliper is also not completely developed," said Zonnedda. “The Ducati factory 
in Italy gave permission to use it here." 

^| think a good way to put it is," Santiago added, " because of Gobert's ability, we 
are developing this caliper with Ducati. Gobert takes the brakes to the limit, let's put it 
that way. He will put the calipers to the utmost test, so we will get a lot of feedback 
from that. The four-pad caliper is more effective because there's twice as many leading 
edges and it allows all four pistons to be the same size." 

Aside from differences in calipers, riders also choose between rotor sizes as well. 

^We use 320mm discs or 290mm discs - these are most common," Zonnedda 
detailed. "Laguna Seca is not so hard, but hard enough on braking, so we use 320mm. 
The 290 is better for the not-so-hard braking track due to less gyroscopic effect and 
lighter handling."

The Castrol Honda team is widely rumored to have a $10 million annual budget, 
and from the looks of some of the pieces around the paddock, we don’t doubt it. 
From their exotic air-chamber reservoir forks to the front-end hub that bolts in 
place to align the brake pads and pistons properly, little expense is spared. 

We talked with team rider Colin Edwards on Sunday morning in his 
motorhome. 

“My race setup is good,” Edwards said. “Maybe not as good as some of the 
locals,” he added with a 
chuckle, “but we'll have 
to get out there and see 
what happens. The local 

‘team has always been on 
Dunlops, too, and this 
has always been a Dun- 
lop track. John) Kocinski 
was the only one who 
made it a Michelin track.” 

About the reservoirs 

the Showa fork, 

Edwards said: “It’s just a 
bigger air chamber, you 
know, instead of having it 
all included in the fork. It 
just allows for a smoother 
ride, is all it is. It just 
seems to soak everything 
up and then, when you 
take those air chambers 
off, it just gets harsh. It 
just basically allows for 
less work. When you don't have the air chambers, you've got to tune it more pre- 
cisely. With the chambers, it's more forgiving, is all it is. You can be in the range 
instead of on the line and it will still be good.” 

Late last season, Edwards and his crew hit upon a change in the fork tuning 
that made a major improvement. 

“The big difference was that before,” he explained, “as soon as you let off the brakes the thing (front end) would just 
pop up and everything would go onto the rear and it wouldn't steer. Aaron (Slight) could ride the thing because he's 
way over the front of it and keeps his weight over the front and keeps it down. He just adapted to it. I was always try- 
ing to change it for my style and then once we figured out what it was - it was internal, it wasn't just as simple as clos- 
ing the rebound down - once we did that, it was night and day. I found out since then that (Tadayuki) Okada had came 

over and tested the Suzuka (8 Hours) bike and said, ‘Hey, this thing turns better than my 500.’ He took some of the 
internals back to Europe with him and he won a race. I don't know how interchangeable it is, because we run 47s and _

fter attending his first AMA/ 
Prostar event in 1995, Fred Collis 
had one thing on his mind: rac- 
LL ing a Pro Stock Motorcycle. Four 
years later, his dream came true in a big 
way. Not only is he riding one of the top 
bikes in the class, the Star Performance 
Parts Suzuki, but in only his fifth start 
he was able to come away with a win, 
taking the title at the Trim-Tex Street 
Fighter Nationals at Route 66 Raceway 
in Joliet, Illinois, with a final-round vic- 
tory over the Ward Performance bike of 
Steve Johnson. 

In 1998 Collis attended George 
Bryce’s Pro Stock Motorcycle School and 
jumped into the Pro Stock scene with 
both feet. He landed a sales-and-market- 
ing position at Bryce’s Star Racing, the 
home of NHRA points leader Angelle 
Seeling; moved to Americus, Georgia; 
purchased the motorcycle formerly rid- 
den by the late Pro Stock Champion 
John Myers; and made his Pro Stock 
debut at the 1999 AMA/Prostar Sun- 
shine Nationals. 

With Jackie Bryce serving as crew 
chief, Collis immediately became a play- 
er. Riding a 1500cc four-valve in 
Prostar’s “mountain motor” Lectron Pro 
Stock Series, his average elapsed times 
have been better than most competitors’ 
career-best passes. While he has made it 
to the semifinals at every event this sea- 
son, he hadn’t been able to crack into the 
winner's circle, losing to class champion 
Paul Gast in his only final-round 
appearance. 

At Route 66 Raceway, Collis grabbed 
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his fourth straight pole position with a 


number-one qualifying 7.291 at 187 
mph. During eliminations, he turned in 
the second-quickest pass ever for the 
class, a 7.205/184, which was just a tick 
behind Seeling's record of 7.203. 

He made the final with a 7.24 win 
over Geno Scali in the semifinals. In the 
other semi, Johnson took out Gast with a 
holeshot, 7.32 to Gast's quicker 7.31. 

Johnson got the holeshot in the final 
but couldn't turn the number, falling off 
to a 7.45/176, as Collis took his first-ever 
win at 7.29/181. 

“It’s great to know what it takes to 
win one of these things," said Collis. "I 
can't believe it happened so fast. Win- 
ning after only five races of driving one 
of these motorcycles is awesome. It's a 
real tribute to Jackie and the team at 
Star." 

The Top Fuelers returned to the 
AMA /Prostar tour for the first time 
since the Atlanta event in March. Points 
leader Larry "Spiderman" McBride led 
early qualifying for the supercharged 
nitro burners at 6.54/204 until Chris 
Hand stole the pole in the last session 
with a 6.42/229 charge. 

McBride turned in the quick lap of 
the event at 6.35 with a first-round win 
over Dan Butters and got by four-time 
and defending champ Tony Lang in the 
semis before meeting Hand in the final. 
McBride got the holeshot in the final but 
got out of shape and had to lift, opening 
the door for Hand, who scored his first 
win since Atlanta '98 with a 6.39/229 
effort. 

Three-time defending Orient Express 
Funnybike Champion Gary Clark came 
to Route 66 Raceway with new body- 
work and turbo configuration on his 
HMP Kawasaki. The results were imme- 
diate, as Clark topped the qualifying 
sheets at 6.72 seconds at 201 mph. Both 
Clark and Steve Suter recorded identical 
6.682 elapsed times in round one, only 
to ‘meet each other. in round two. Clark 
won the duel, 6.78 to 6.82, and backed

In the other lane, Pol- 
lard, who had run as quick as 6.84, 
struggled but managed his first win 
with a 7.22, as Lynn coasted to a 10.86 
timeslip. i 

Last season's "Pro Rookie of the 
Year," Dave Lombardi, took an emo- 
tional first-ever win in the Fast By Gast 
Pro Modified Series, getting by class 
standouts Tony Sabino and Billy Vose in 
the process. Sabino took his Franco's 
Performance Suzuki to the number-one 
qualifying spot with a sharp 6.77/200 
but blew a piston in the semifinals, 
allowing Lombardi to drive around him 
and into the final, where he met Vose on 
Genard Thomas's Suzuki. Vose, who got 
by the Orient Express Kawasaki of Dave 
Vantine in the semis, got the holeshot 
over Lombardi in the final but backfired 
the exhaust off the bike and never made 
it down track. Lombardi took the win 
with a 6.99/182 timeslip. 

Kawasaki factory rider Rickey Gad- 
son continued his dominance of the 
Superbike class with his fourth straight 
win on the nitrous-assisted Crossroad 
Powersports ZX-7R. Gadson qualified 
number one at 8.52/158 and took Low 
e.t. honors with his 8.49/159 final-round 
victory over first-time finalist John Pet- 
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Kerker 600cc SuperSport Champion 
Keith Dennis took his second win of the 
year in the hotly contested sportbike 
class. 

“Team Green” rider Chip Ellis quali- 
fied number one at 10.26/131 and ran 
the best laps of eliminations - including 
a 10.22/132 - on his ZX-6R before meet- 
ing Dennis in the final. Dennis scored a 
monster holeshot and held off Ellis's 
10.30 with a 10.38 for the win on Joe 
Marasco's ZX-6R. 

The Street Fighter Nationals is 
named for the heavy street-racing scene 
in the nearby Chicagoland area and as 
such was the perfect venue for the sec- 
ond stop of the three-race Schnitz 
Quickest Streetbike Shootout for 180- 
mph street-legal motorcycles. Gary War- 
dosky took the pole with a 8.27/175 on 
his GSX-R1100 and took out points 
leader Tommy Miceli in the semifinals. 
Chris Williams hit the hot lap of the 
event on Danny Cable's Suzuki GS1150 
with a 8.19/176 semifinal win over 
Keith Dennis. Williams took the win 
over Wardosky in the final, 8.45 to 8.55. 

The Sportsman ranks saw Bruce 
Sauer take his third straight win in the 
APE Super Comp Series and fellow C&B 
teammate Rob Schenz take the win in 
the RC Components Super Gas Series.

eam Suzuki's Rodney Smith 
claimed his fourth straight win 
of the 1999 AMA Grand 
National Cross Country Series 
and firmly established himself as the 
favorite to win a second consecutive 
series title. Smith did the job this time at 
the hot and dusty Hard Rock GNCC in 
the woods of north-central West Vir- 
ginia, beating back Team Green's Fred 
Andrews and Suzuki teammate Steve 
Hatch by half a minute to keep his cur- 
rent winning streak alive. 

Smith's win came despite having dif- 
ficulties getting on track in the rocky, 
dry West Virginia conditions. Early in 
the race he struggled to stay in the top 
five, but once he worked the kinks out 
of his form, it was on. 

“I just settled down, started reading 
the course and forgot about everything 
else," said Smith. "That turned my 
whole day around, and with my Suzuki 
working so well, I just rode smart and 
fast and let the race come to me." 

Andrews spent some time in the lead 
as well, but not when it counted. 

"It was really dusty out there," 
summed up Andrews of his day. "It was 
really rocky out there, too, and I could 
catch guys in some places because I 
think my bike was working better, but 
then we would hit the dust and they 
would be gone. I would have to start all 
over again. 

"A lot of things were happening out 
there," added Andrews. "I would be in 
the lead, then I would go back to third, 
then I would be in the lead again. You

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just never knew what was going to hap- 
pen out there, and it was exciting and 
all, but I sucked way too much dust." 

As for finishing second overall on 
such a tough day, Andrews wasn't com- 
pletely satisfied. “Like I’ve said before, 
it’s like kissing your sister.” 

Hatch was not completely satisfied, 
either. 

“Rodney and Fred just rode better 
than me,” Hatch stated matter-of-factly. 
“It was one of those days where you 
would be leading and all happy that the 
other guys fell or something, and the 
next thing you know you're upside 
down and backwards yourself and 
they're laughing. I was thinking, 'Man, 
nobody wants to win this today,’ 
because we all kept having our prob- 
lems. I saw Rodney on his head three or 
four times - the same for Freddie and 
myself. We were spun around all differ- 
ent ways out there." 

Fourth overall was six-time AMA 
Grand National Cross Country Champi- 
on for quadcycles Barry Hawk Jr., who 
continues to impress more and more on 
motorcycles. Hawk was in contention 
for a podium finish all day long. 

"It seemed like my bike was working 
really good, especially in the rough 
stuff,” said Hawk, who eventually fin- 
ished 30 seconds behind third-placed

stages of the two-hour-and-55-minute- 
long race. "I was making a lot of time on 


them in the rocks, and pretty soon I was 


racing with Steve for third. We were 
only a mile away from the finish and I 
hit a rock that was about as big as me." 
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Hawk crashed hard but only lost one 


. place in the mishap. 


“I had third but I gave it away." 

Fifth overall went to defending AMA 
National Hare Scrambles Champion 
Doug Blackwell, who was directing a 
Yamaha through the midsummer dust 
of his home state. 

Rounding out the top 10 overall was 
rising ISDE favorite Jason Raines of 
Washington State, Robbie Jenks, KTM 
enduro star Mike Lafferty, New Englan- 
der Josh McLevy, and California KTM 
rider Patrick Garrahan. 

By virtue of his fourth straight win, 
Smith, a native of California and a for- 
mer GP-level factory motocross star, 
now takes control of the points of the 
highly competitive GNCC Series. While 
early pace-setter Shane Watts continues 
to sit out due to his knee injury of early 
May, the slow-starting Smith has found 
the form that carried him to seven wins 
in the 1998 GNCC Series. With four 
races to go, Smith holds as many wins 
(four) as Watts does, though Watts has 
failed to score points in the last three 
rounds. With a rider's best nine finishes 
of 13 events counting toward the final 
points tally, and Watts having used all 
four of his "throw away" races, the Aus- 
tralian will have to compete straight up 
with Smith in the stretch run to take the 
championship. With his knee still a 
question mark, conventional wisdom 
points to Smith as the favorite. 

"] wanted to win this race because 
it's the last one before I get married," 
said Smith, who celebrated an outdoors- 
themed bachelor party the week before

the event with many of his friendly 
rivals on the white-water rapids of the 
Mountain State. "It's one step closer to 
the title, but there's a lot more work to 
do." 

The Hard Rock course rests atop a 
small West Virginia mountain named 
Bunner's Ridge, in honor of a World 
War One military hero named Col. Jack 
"Hard Rock" Bunner. The course mea- 
sures just less than nine rocky miles and 
is often considered a favorite among the 
GNCC regulars. However, a summer- 
long drought made for terribly dusty 
trails. Regardless, nearly 3000 fans 
spread out over the hills of the Bunner's 
Ridge area - and gathered at its center- 
piece country-western music stage, the 
Sagebrush Roundup - to watch the 
event. 

"The spectators may not think it 
means much to us for them to be out 
there cheering for us, but every person 
who yells for you gets you pumped up 
and ready to go faster, so I would like to 
thank them for cheering for me," said 
Hawk of the always enthusiastic Hard 
Rock fans. 

With a short sprint of just 100 feet up 
to the first right-handed hairpin turn, 
the Hard Rock course features the short- 








est take-off on the circuit. As the series 
points leader, Smith had first choice on 
the starting grid. He chose the far inside, 
and second-ranked Hatch picked the 
second closest. It was a good strategy 
for both riders, as they shot into the 
grassy first turn ahead of everyone, 
Hatch first. Andrews, Yamaha-mounted 
Robbie Jenks, and off-road newcomer 
Joel Dengler, a part-time professional 
motocrosser from New Jersey, followed. 

At the back of the pack was the third 
member of Team Suzuki, former FIM 
World .Enduro Champion Paul 
Edmondson. The British rider has been 
struggling of late in the series, and he 
made a decision to return to the smaller 
motorcycles with which he had so much 
success in Europe in years past. Unfor- 
tunately, Edmondson failed to fire his 
Suzuki RM125 on the first kick, and he 
began dead last from the Pro-class line 
on the dusty West Virginia circuit. The 
smaller motor suffocated in the dust, 
and the highest Edmondson would 
climb in the field was eighth place 
before eventually falling a lap down and 
finishing outside the top 20 overall. 

Even though the Suzukis of Hatch 
ánd Smith garnered the holeshot, it was 
the KTM of AMA National Enduro 
Champion Mike Lafferty in the lead at 
the end of the first 25-minute-long lap. 
Lafferty held an advantage of four sec- 
onds on Andrews, who was in turn fol- 
lowed at a distance of 15 seconds by 
Hatch. Smith rode in fifth, behind the 
quick-starting Jenks. 

"I was having all kinds of trouble set- 
tling in,” said Smith of his early slide 
backward in the field. ^I just wasn't rid- 
ing very well and I was making all 
kinds of mistakes. At one point on the 
first lap, I went the wrong way and 
Steve followed me, and so did a few 
other guys! And when I got up there a 
little bit, I took the wrong route on the 
big hills and ended up going on the 
long, easy one, and the next thing, I was 
back in fifth again." 

Lafferty continued to hold the advan- 
tage up front until the third of seven 
laps. At that point, Smith steamrolled 
past and took the advantage. Hatch and 
Andrews also overcame the New Jersey 
resident to chase the eventual winner. 

"About halfway into the race, | 
wicked it up and the next thing I knew, I 
was up into first place," said Smith. "As 
dusty as it was, I didn't want to be in 
the back, and unfortunately I was. That 
made it really important to get up there. 
I wish I had done it a little earlier." 

"There was one uphill back there that 
was really dusty, and every lap I would 
be behind Rodney and Steve when we 
got there, and that cost me 10 seconds 
each time," said Andrews. "It was just a 
given. I would ride as hard as I could to 
catch them and then get there and lose 
them, and it would start all over again." 

When the white flag dropped on the 
- leader, Smith, his cushion on Andrews 
was just nine seconds. Hatch was 25 sec- 
onds adrift and coming under heavy 
pressure from Hawk and his Yamaha 
YZAOOF. 

"Barry actually got by me on the last 
lap and he did a big cartwheel," said 
Hatch afterward. "I was looking to see if 
he hit any trees or anything, because I 
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was behind him, and I ended up crash- E: | ae 
ing into his bike. I looked at him getting | i 
up, and he looked at me and said, "Well, 
if nobody is going to try to get in third 
in this, maybe I should go ahead and get 
back up.' I was like, "Uh oh, I waited too 
long to get going.” 

"Luckily, I somehow flew through 10 
trees and never hit one of them," said 
Hawk of the massive crash. "I was just 
sitting there, trying to get my head 
together, and I saw Steve sitting there, 
too. I figured I should get my bike up 
and go, but his bike was still running | 3 ie 
and he got up and going before me.

att Hines didn't garner a single 
point in his uphill battle to 
track down Angelle Seeling for 


the 1999 NHRA Pro Stock Bike Champi- 
onship, but in winning the Winston No 
Bull Showdown in Bristol, Tennessee, an 
invitation-only specialty event, he did 
gain something that may ultimately 
prove much more valuable: confidence. 

Hines hasn't had many reasons to 
celebrate in the first half of the season, 
as he has won just once in seven races 
and trails Team Winston's Seeling by a 
wide margin in the point standings. 
However, Hines has slowly regained the 
form that allowed him to win 10 events 
in 1998 and claim his second straight 
championship. 

^We made a statement here," Hines 
said shortly after downing Dave 
Schultz's Sunoco Suzuki in the final 
round, 7.34 to 7.46. "I was actually sur- 
prised that it ran a 7.34, because it spun 
the tire off the line. Even though we 
didn't make up any ground in the 





points, this was a really good win for us. | 


We were able to put a lot of distractions 
out of our minds and just concentrate on 
what we had to do. This gives us a lot of 
momentum going into the Denver race, 
where round wins will start counting 
for points again." 

The Winston No Bull Showdown was 
conceived as an all-star-type event fea- 
turing an eight-bike field. Racers quali- 
fied for the field by either winning a 
National championship, as Hines and 
Schultz have done, or by winning the 
most recent NHRA National events, 
which allowed Seeling, John Smith, 
Antron Brown and Ron Ayers to make 
the show. The final two spots were filled 
by open qualifying and were ultimately 
taken by Team 23 rider Tony Mullen 
and Tas Racing's Greg Underdahl. 

Lately, no Pro Stock Bike event 
would be complete without a controver- 
sy, and Bristol had its share. And, as 
usual, Seeling and Hines were right in 
the middle of it. 
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The latest war of words erupted dur- 
ing Friday qualifying when Seeling 
posted a 7.38 elapsed time, which was 
good for the provisional pole. The prob- 
lem was that Seeling's run came with a 
60-foot time of 1.05, a number that 
would be hard for even the most opti- 
mistic fan to believe, since no Pro Stock 
Bike has ever carded a number quicker 
than 1.09. Hines - and the rest of the 
field - argued that the run was bogus 
and should not count, but NHRA offi- 
cials refused to overturn it. 

"We had hoped that Angelle would 
have gone back out and made a rerun 
on Thursday night, because a 1.05 60- 
foot time for a bike under these condi- 
tions is just ridiculous," Hines said. “We 
accepted NHRA’s decision not to do so 
and just went to work on our own com- 
bination. We ran in the 7.3s with 60-foot 
times between 1.11 and 1.12, and 
Angelle never got back in the 1.0s the 
rest of the weekend, so that speaks for 
itself."

For her part, Seeling was quick to 
defend herself. 

“If this had happened to anyone else, 
nobody would have said anything," she 
noted, "but when it happens to me, 
everybody makes a big deal about it, 
and it's been that way since I started 
racing." 

Whether Seeling's run was legit or 
not, Hines rendered the point moot by 
later running a 7.37 to take the number- 
one qualifying spot, bumping Seeling to 
second, just ahead of Schultz, who 
checked in third with a 7.40. 

Hines breezed through the first two 
rounds of eliminations for the eight-bike 
field with 7.36 and 7.37 efforts against 
Tony Mullen and John Smith, respec- 
tively. On the other side of the ladder, 
Seeling easily disposed of Ron Ayers' 
Mac Tools Suzuki in round one with a 
7.37 but red-lighted in round two 
against Schultz. Adding insult to injury, 
Schultz's Vance & Hines-powered Suzu- 








































ki never got off the starting line after the 
six-time NHRA Champion left the trans- 
mission in third gear for the second time 
this season. 

"Somebody was really looking after 
me," Schultz said. "I came to the line in 
third gear. It was definitely pilot error. I 
knew what I had done as soon as it hap- 
pened." 

Nobody felt worse about the foul 
than Seeling, who would have made it 
to the final round just by keeping the 
light green. 

"I'm sorry about the red-light, but as 
close as the competition is now, you 
almost have to be perfect to win," Seel- 
ing said. "My crew tried some things 
this weekend that they normally 
wouldn't attempt at a National event. 
What we learned should help us in Den- 
ver." 

Hines saved his best shot of the 
weekend for the final as he set low 
elapsed time and top speed of the event 
with a 7.34, 185.92 to cover Schultz's 
game 7.46, 183.32 effort and earn the 
$10,000 first-place check. 

"We didn't make any changes to the 
bike because we were pretty happy with 
the way.it was running," Hines said. 
^We know we have a lot of work to do 
to get back in the points battle, but the 
next two races are in Denver and Brain- 
erd, and those are two tracks that have 
really been good to us.” 

Indeed, in his three-year Pro Stock 
Bike career, Hines has never lost a 
round at either facility - a streak he 
hopes to keep intact this year. CN

or the fourth time - the most of 
any rider - “Flyin’” Mike Faria's 
name will go on the bronzed cow- 
boy-hat trophy donated by Sonny Nut- 
ter as the winner of Costa Mesa Speed- 
way's Orange County Fair Derby. 

Faria made the trip from Reno and 
took the Scratch main event in front of a 
packed house of fairgoers Saturday 
night on the famous bullring, while 
Shawn “Mad Dog” McConnell took the 
win on the Handicap side of the pro- 
gram. 

The first heat on the Scratch side of 
the program saw the gate go to Andy 
“The Enforcer” Northrup, who broke 
from the third grid and put his Jawa in 
front.as they hit the first turn. John 
“Boy” Aden tried to make the outside 
cushion work, but all that did was leave 
the door open for defending champion 
Bobby “Boogaloo” Schwartz, and he got 
through on the white-flag lap to take the 
second and move on, with Northrup, to 
the semis. Kon Baur and Brian Burch 
were fourth and fifth, respectively. 

The second heat was all McConnell, 
who drew the fifth gate and had the 
quickest reflexes, as he was able to come 
across the front of the field and drop 
down low on the pole, where he does 
his best work. “Rad” Brad Oxley was 
tickling McConnell’s rear wheel all the 
way in the fast four-lapper, but the '87 
U.S. National Champion would have to 
settle for second, which was good 
enough to move him to the semis. Bryan 
Thompson, Johnny Walker and Jason 
Chism finished out the field. 

Chris "The Kid" Manchester, back 
from England and based out of Reno, 
made the trip down with Faria, and he 
was right on track in heat three as he 
broke from the pole and led for two laps

before "Fast" Eddie Castro made a dar- 
ing pass on the outside to take the lead 
with one lap to go. Gary Hicks took the 
low line and took over second, assuring 
himself of a place in the semis. Hicks' 
ride was all the more spectacular as he 
had been put on the 20-yard line for 
touching the tapes. Fourth and fifth 
went to Jim Estes and Charlie Cooley. 

Faria took the troops to school in the 
final heat, as he went wire to wire with a 
textbook ride. Scott Brant was a solid 
second, with Randy "The Rocket" 
DiFrancesco third, Robbie Sauer fourth 
and Tom Winchell fifth. 

McConnell drew the pole for the first 
semi, with Northrup in two and Hicks 
and Brant in three and four. They all 
broke pretty even, but it was McConnell 


hugging the pole as he hit the first turn 








in the lead. Northrup was in second, but 
when they hit turn three, Hicks put his 
bike right between them, muscled his 
way through'and managed to move by 
Northrup but not McConnell. He would 
take the second, good enough for a spot 
in the main, along with McConnell. 
Northrup and Brant would get one 
more shot in the last-chance. 

Oxley drew the pole in the second 
semi, with Schwartz in two and Castro 
and Faria in three and four. The gate 
went to Castro, and after that it was just 
a matter of who was going to be second. 
The battle was between Schwartz and 
Oxley, and the nod went to Schwartz by 
the width of a tire. Oxley and Faria 
moved to the last-chance. 

After one restart, the gate went to

From 
there on out, it was showtime. So sure 
was Faria of his equipment that he 
waved to the crowd on the white-flag 
lap while going down the back straight. 
Hicks was a distant second, with Castro 
and Schwartz third and fourth. 
McConnell went down in one early, and 
he was never a factor. 

The lineup for the Handicap main 
had Brad Sauer on the 10-yard line by 
himself. Cooley was the sole owner of 
the 30. Castro and DiFrancesco shared 
the 40, with Northrup and Brant on the 
50. McConnell and Oxley lined up on 
the 60. McConnell was wearing a helmet 
camera for the event, and it got to 
record five start attempts before they 
got a clean go. Castro and Oxley were 
sent to the 70-yard line, and Castro had 
to bring out his old bike due to crashes. 
When they finally did get away clean, it 
was Sauer leading the way for two laps 
before Northrup got through. With so 
many restarts, a corner flagman was 
holding both a red and yellow flag, and 
Northrup thought they were under red 
again and shut off the gas. By the time 
he realized what had happened, 
McConnell and Oxley had gotten by, 
and he was now running third. 

McConnell and Oxley are pole riders,

ntelope Valley's Tom Horton filled 
™ another trophy case at the San 
"ADiego Flat Track Association's 
annual vintage races at International 
Speedway Promotions' Costa Mesa 
Speedway on the Orange County Fair- 
grounds, winning eight out of the 11 
main events run during the evening's 
program. 

But while Horton may have stolen the 
gold, it was the Dinosaurs that stole the 
show. Paso Robles sent Ronnie Brown 
and Kenny Remo to the Orange County 
Fair to show the So Cal crowd how to 
toss around some true vintage iron. 
Remo and Brown's bikes were both 
owned and built by Top Dead Center 
owner Andy Mendez, Remo on a '40 
Indian Scout, Brown on a '41 Harley- 
Davidson. Brown chose to start on the 
back row, leaving Remo on the front, 
alongside Ron Cochran, on another '40 
Indian, Goron Menzie's Royal Enfield, 
and a clean Triumph 500 twin ridden by 
Jeff "Meatball" Tulinius. 

Tulinius nabbed the lead with the 
flash of the green light, followed by 
Cochran - who stopped to shift in turn 
one - Menzie, Remo and Brown. Remo 


passed both Menzie and Cochran on the . 


front chute, while Brown pulled inside 
Menzie to run side by side in turns one 
and two. Tulinius ran wide, allowing 
both Cochran and Remo past. Brown 
moved up another place, dropping 
Tulinius to fourth, and set off after the 
leaders. Within the lap, Brown dropped 
Cochran to third, while Menzie ran 
down Tulinius and passed him for 
fourth. 


Remo was now leading Brown and 


Cochran, with Menzie and Tulinius . 


bringing up the rear. Brown pitched the 
big Harley twin into turn one on a low 
line that carried him past Remo, but he 
ran into turn three a bit faster than he 
wanted, sliding to the outside and letting 
Remo inside. Coming onto the front 
straight, Remo ran wide, pinching Brown 
at the wall to hang on to the lead. Brown 
came back inside in the first corner, but 
Remo had a good drive out of two, and 
the pair stayed next to each other around 
the next corners. Brown's bike began to 
puff a bit of smoke at the entrance to the 
corners, as the old hog started to feel the 
strain of the intense competition. 

Brown came out of two with a slight 
lead but once again slipped high through 
three, letting Remo back under to tzke 
the lead with the white flag flying. 
Brown came around looking at the motor 
as the smoke turned to a cooked engine, 
allowing Remo to take the checkered flag 
unchallenged. Brown rolled across the 
line in second, while Cochran held off 
Menzie for third. Tulinius completed the 
top five. 

Horton, Manny Crummett, Don 
Frauenberger, Joe Steffen and Rich Trait 
ran into turn one in a lump in the Vin- 
tage 250cc race, with Crummett's Bultaco 
gaining the advantage while Horton's 
Bull collected tire marks from Steffen's 
Yamaha in the dice for second. Trait 
slipped up (or down), keeping the motor 
running, out of the hunt but not out of 
the picture. Crummett continued out 
front, while Steffen and Frauenberger 
started to work on Horton, Steffen out- 
side and Frauenberger inside to make a

short-track sandwich. Neither rider could 
find a way around Horton, but all were 
gaining on Crummett, now ready to lap 
Trait. 

Going into turn one, Crummett 
slowed inside Trait, but Horton couldn't 
get slowed enough, pushing Crummett 
into the back of Trait, where he had no 
place to go and tumbled to the outside of 
the corner. Crummett was up and run- 
ning again, but now at the tail of the 
pack. Horton held on to win, with Steffen 
and Frauenberger hot on his heels in sec- 
ond and third. Gary Egloff took fourth, 
while Trait inherited fifth after two riders 
failed to finish. 

Vince Graves left the line ahead of the 
Vintage 600cc class - but before the light 
went green - and he was sent to the back 
row by starter Chris Apple. When the 
light did go green, Frauenberger led 
them into turn one, with Gerry Duttweil- 
er alongside on the back straight. While 
the two leaders rubbed on each other, 
Tom Horton sneaked around the inside 
in turn three to reach for his second win 





of the night. Duttweiler stole second, 
while Jim Rosa slipped in between Dut- 
tweiler and Frauenberger in the race for 
second. Both Rosa and Duttweiller had 
tracking problems with their bikes side- 
ways to the locks, letting Frauenberger 
past into second. Scott Rousseau, on the 
Cycle News project TT500, and Gary 
Lower followed. Frauenberger closed on 
Horton, trying to force a mistake, and 
with no luck down low, he moved 
around to try an outside pass. This left 
the door open for Rosa to run up the 
inside of Frauenberger in three. Horton 
took the checkered flag first, with Rosa 
just edging Frauenberger for second. 
Duttweiller and Rousseau completed the 
top five. 

International Speedway’s Brad Oxley 
would have broken the tapes if he had 
been riding his speedway bike, blowing 
the light and heading for the penalty line 
for the start of the Bomber class. With the 
riders calmed and ready to go, Rousseau 
and Dick Fox led the herd of TT500- 
based racers into turn one, with the lone 














Honda of Horton diving to the inside to 
take the lead. Coming out of two, Horton 
followed the racing line into Rousseau, 
clipping his front wheel.and letting Fox 
pull into second, with Oxley running 
around the outside to pull alongside Fox 
and behind Horton. Rousseau recovered 
to fall in behind Fox and next to Oxley. 

Fox was having trouble getting off of 
four, leaving the inside open, which 
slowed Oxley but gave Rousseau an 
open door to second place. Oxley 
changed his line, running low to try to 
catch the leaders as Jim Steet passed Fox 
to chase Oxley, who then ran high in one 
and two, letting Steet past for third while 
Fox pulled in alongside. 

Horton continued to the win, ahead of 
Rousseau, with Steet in third, and Fox 
making a last-lap pass on Oxley for 
fourth. 

Horton’s final win came in the Pro 
Twins race ahead of Rosa, Duttweiller 
and Chuck Clayton. In the Pro Singles, 
many of the top contenders of the night's 
racing returned to the track to try their 
luck. Keith Bradford took the lead, 
ahead of Brad Oxley on the ex-Mert 
Lawill Harley Sprint. Rosa, on the War- 
rington Honda, John Dupree and Jeff 
Apple joined in to make it a race around 
the first lap. Oxley and Rosa stuffed 
inside Bradford to the lead spots, fol- 
lowed by Steffen, Dupree and Apple. 
Oxley and Bradford both dropped off 
the pace, giving the lead to Rosa. Steffen 
held second and Bradford third, ahead 
of Dupree and Apple. Rosa hit cruise 
mode, clicking off laps to the end. Stef- 
fen continued to try for a line around, 
but settled for the second spot. Both 
Dupree and Apple dropped Bradford 
back to fifth, with Steet and Oxley bring- 
ing up the rear. CN

ormer Micky Thompson Rookie of 

the Year Rob Drew returned from a 

nearly fatal accident to once again 
find his place among the motocross elite 
with two class victories at the inaugural 
running of the CMC Amateur Summer- 
cross, held inside the world-renowned 
Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. 
Drew's wins came in the 250cc and Over 


-25 Pro classes. 


Drew joined some 600 other racers 
from the region for a rare opportunity to 
race inside the Coliseum. 

“This track was built by Jim 
Kitchens," said Marc Peters, CMC track 
designer. "We provided some consult- 
ing to help make the course more user- 
friendly for our amateurs, but for the 
most part it's a true supercross track." 

Drew, who won the Anaheim Stadi- 
um Ultracross in 1993, thought he 
would never ride again, much less race. 

“I was involved in a head-on colli- 
sion with a truck,” Drew said, “I was 





jumping this step-down on one of our 
practice tracks and on my last jump, a 
truck was coming up the back side. | 
had many serious injuries, but the worst 
was that I had severe skull damage and 
my eye socket was blown out. But 
thanks to Chuck Franklin, who is not 
only a motocross racer but a lawyer, too, 
I was able to get back on my feet and get 
put back together with titanium plates 
and a lot. of other high-tech parts.” 

Drew's comeback had all the ingredi- 
ents of a successful return, as he swept 
all four motos of both classes in convinc- 
ing fashion. 

"This four-stroke Yamaha is a blast to 
ride," said Drew. "It was just too much 
fun today." | 

Drew outraced rookie Pro D.J. 
Umphres, who made the journey from 
Oklahoma to race here. 

"This is my first Pro race that I have 
made money in," said Umphres. "l 
almost forgot to go and pick up my cash." 

Drew and his Racer's Edge-backed 
Yamaha also had a good seesaw battle 
with Ed Redman in the Over 25 Pro 








class, but Redman was plagued by mis- 
fortune in both motos, as he tired out in 
the first moto and then took a header 
over a double jump in moto two. 

Gerrit Ordelman destroyed the 125cc 
Intermediate class with two runaway 
victories. 

"Everything went great today except 
for my starts," said Ordelman. "Those 
starts just haven't been clicking lately." 

Emit Kling put his Kelly Smith repli- 
ca KTM 125 out front early in the moto, 
but his lead was short-lived, as Yamaha 
riders Michael Sleeter and Gerrit Ordel- 
man took control of the top two spots.

tion. Alessi put together an astounding 
16-moto win streak over the two days of 
racing to earn titles in the 60cc (9-11) 
Stock and Modified and the 80cc (7-11) 
Stock and. Modified classes. After pick- 
ing up a pair of class wins in Mammoth 
a couple of weeks ago, Stewart contin- 
ued to make his West Coast vacation/ 
testing session/racing trip from Florida 
a fun one by claiming the 80cc (12-13) 
Stock and Modified wins. 

This year's seventh annual event, held 
at Glen Helen Raceway, drew close to 700 
entries over two days. Saturday's two- 
moto format took place on the Stadium 
Supercross track, with the longer Nation- 
al track being used on Sunday for the 
final set of motos. As usual, nice trophies 
and medals, along with great prizes such 
as tires and gear bags, were handed out 
to the top three in each division, with 
division winners taking home either a 
BMX or a mountain bike as the tcp prize. 

Alessi went eight for eight in the 
holeshot department and then easily 
pulled away for a perfect performance 
on Saturday. The 60cc Modified runner- 
up, Robert Memoli, finished all by him- 
self, ahead of Cole Seely and B.J. Bohrer. 
KTM-mounted Seely returned to go 3-2 
for second overall in the Stock class over 
Kyle Behling and Mark Proscelle. Jarred 
Browne and Jeff Loop battled behind 
Alessi in the 80cc Modified class. Loop 
slid out in the second moto, handing 
second overall to Browne. Jeff Alessi 
took advantage of Loop's miscue to go 
4-3 for third overall. Browne chased 
Alessi throughout both 80cc Modified 
motos for second on the day over the 4-3 
of Jeff Alessi and the 3-4 of Memoli.

Stock and Modified titles. Brett Downey 
and Dakota Garner were the only two 
riders who were able to keep Paluzzi in 
sight.

ndianapolis Raceway Park hosted 
n fourth round of the 10-race 

WERA National Endurance Series, 
and it marked a return win for the 
Arclight Suzuki Endurance team, which 
won the season opener. In the last two 
events, Arclight was plagued with wet- 
weather crashes and a rare mechanical 
failure. The reigning WERA National 
Endurance Champions, Semoff Brothers 
Racing (SBR), capitalized on the misfor- 
tunes of their competitors and won the 
last few rounds. With six events left, the 
race for the championship is still up in 
the air. 

From the wave of the green flag, 
SBR’s Glenn Szarek grabbed the holeshot 
on the team’s number-one-plated Yama- 
ha YZF R-1. Even with the extra weight 
of the massively enlarged fuel tank, 
Szarek was unable to prevent the R-1 
from lofting the front wheel the majority 
of the way to turn one. Tray Batey slid in 
behind the quick-starting R-1 on the 
Arclight Suzuki GSX-R750 Superbike for 
the first lap. When he was certain the 
tires were fully up to temperature, Batey 
pushed his way past Szarek in the turn- 
three-and-four section on the second lap. 
Once in the lead, Batey put his head 
down and attempted to break away from 
the competition and possibly force SBR 
into a faster race pace than they felt com- 
fortable with. Batey immediately opened 
a 10-bike-length lead but Szarek was con- 
tent to let Batey set the pace out front. 

One of the surprises of the weekend 
was the appearance of Chuck Graves 
and his Team Graves Yamaha, straight 
from the Loudon AMA National. Graves 
put together a team of some of the best 
young talent in the country to ride the 
endurance race on one of his many 
Yamaha YZF R-6s. Graves was also 
signed up to race the endurance as a last 
resort but left the long-distance riding 
duties in the hands of Michael Hannas, 
Mike Mashewske and Ben Spies. Starting 
from the very last position on the grid, 
Hannas managed to take over third 
place overall by the second lap, passing 











24 bikes in less than three minutes on the 
race track. Arclight and SBR were 
pulling away from Hannaé at about two 
seconds per lap, while Hannas was get- 
ting away from the rest of the strung-out 
field by another second per lap. At 15 
minutes into the race, the two leaders 
were into lapped traffic and cutting 
through the backmarkers with ease. 

By the 41-minute mark of the first 
hour, Batey had lapped the third-placed 
Graves team and one lap later SBR did 
the same. The two leaders were the only 
bikes on the same lap. With only 10 
minutes remaining in the first hour, 
Batey ran off the course to avoid a lap- 
per, letting Szarek move into the lead. 
Szarek then began to push his bike a 
second per lap faster than Batey, who 
brought the Arclight bike in for its first 
pit stop at the 59-minute mark for two 
tires, fuel, and a change of rider. Chris 
Hughes took to the track for Arclight 
Suzuki down one lap and one minute to 
Semoff Brothers Racing. 

SBR made their first pit stop 17 min- 
utes into the second hour with a lap- 
and-a-half lead over the Arclight Suzuki 
squad. Scott Brown took the controls of 
the SBR R-1 and re-entered the track 
right in front of Hughes, on the Arclight 
entry. Hughes, with the benefit of 
already being up to speed, easily caught 
and passed Brown for the lead and in 
the process unlapped himself. Brown 
was determined not to let Hughes dis- 
appear, but the burden of a full fuel load 
allowed Arclight to extend its advantage 
by about two seconds per lap until the 
gap reached 12 seconds. 

Meanwhile, Mashewske, aboard the 
Graves Yamaha R-6, worked his way 
back into fourth overall, first in class, 
turning similar lap times as the Heavy- 
weight-class leaders. At the one-hour-45- 
minute mark, just 15 minutes before the 
close of the second hour, Mashewske 
brought the Team Graves bike in to 
change only the rear Michelin Pilot, add 
fuel and send Spies out in seventh place 
and second place in the Mediumweight 
Super Stock class, behind Paramount 
Racing, now in third overall. 

Both Army of Darkness and Tape- 
works Racing had to yield first in the

Mediumweight Superbike class to local 
fast guys Larry Denning, Jeff Kramer 
and Joe Temperato, in fourth, fifth and 
sixth, respectively, at the end of the sec- 
ond hour. 

Arclight Suzuki's second pit stop came 
just one minute into the third hour of rac- 
ing for new tires and fuel. Batey returned 
to the helm of the Arclight Suzuki, since 
his teammate, Lee Acree, had crashed in 
practice, breaking his collarbone and 
putting a gash in his knee, and was unable 
to ride. During Arclight's pit stop, SBR 
retook the lead by virtue of its larger- 
capacity fuel tank and consistent lap 
times. SBR was preparing to make its sec- 
ond stop of the day when the red flags 
flew, putting a temporary stop to the rac- 
ing action. Arclight had just passed the 
SBR Yamaha for the lead when Penn State 
blew the motor on their Kawasaki ZX-9R 
and spilled oil on the track surface. After a 
25-minute clean-up delay, the race was 
restarted at the two-hour-40-minute mark. 
Teams were not allowed to touch their 
bikes during the delay; therefore, SBR had 
to take the start and make a few laps 
before coming in for a pit stop, allowing 
Arclight to stretch its advantage. By the 
end of the third hour, Arclight led SBR by 
one lap for first overall as well as the lead 
in the Pirelli Heavyweight Superbike 
class. Third on the track and first in Medi- 
umweight Superbike was the Kramer 
Racing team, which put the local track 
knowledge of its members to good use. 
The Graves Yamaha team held down 
fourth place and had retaken the lead in 
the Mediumweight Super Stock class, 
while the seesaw battle for second in the 
Mediumweight Superbike class between 
Tapeworks and Army of Darkness raged 









on in fifth and sixth. The Heavyweight 
Super Stock class leader, Carlyle Racing, 
had worked its way up to seventh place 
by the time the third hour came to a close. 

SBR could go the race distance with 
the full load of fuel they had taken at 
their untimely pit stop earlier, but the 
Arclight Suzuki crew doubted that Batey 
could make the finish with the fuel he 
had. Szarek pushed hard to try to close 
the gap to Batey, who in turn matched 
SBR's pace to maintain a 1.13-second 
margin. Taking no chances, Batey 
dashed into the pits for a splash of fuel, 
remounted and continued to the end. By 
the checkered flag, the gap between 
Arclight and SBR stabilized at 48 sec- 








onds to lock down first and second in 
the Pirelli Heavyweight Superbike class 
and the overall. The Graves Yamaha 
squad brought their R-6 home with the 
win in the Mediumweight Super Stock 
class and secured third overall, while 
Tapeworks finally edged out Army of 
Darkness and Team Kramer for the win 
in Mediumweight Superbike, filling out 
fourth, fifth and sixth overall, respective- 
ly. Team Dreaded made a late-race 
comeback to earn third in the Heavy- 
weight Superbike class and seventh 
overall after falling back as far as 16th in 
the second hour and running as high as 
third early on. D and D Racing won their 
second consecutive Heavyweight Super 
Stock race, beating Carlyle Racing by six 
seconds and garnering the eighth and 
ninth places overall. Rounding out the 
top 10 was American Asphalt Racing, 
also finishing second in the Medi- 
umweight Super Stock class. CN

future talent to put on his bikes. To that 
end, a makeshift team of teenagers was 
put together for the National Endurance 
race the day before, with good results 
coming from that endeavor. In the mean- 
time, Graves saddled up to race some of 
the Sportsman races as well as a couple 
of the WERA National Challenge Super 

Stock races, winning the Pirelli 600cc 

Super Stock class and taking a controver- 

sial second in the Open Super Stock race. 

The first 12-lap race of the day at the 
15-turn, 2.5-mile drag strip/road course 
was the Open Super Stock race. From the 
front row of the grid, Arclight Suzuki's 

Joe Prussiano got the holeshot on his 

Suzuki GSX-R750, using the newly 

homologated Pirelli EVO DOT tires. 

Prussiano was followed closely by Mark 

Junge on the Vesrah Kawasaki ZX-9R, 

and by the conclusion of the second lap, 

Junge had taken the lead and tried to 

escape the onslaught of Yamaha YZF R- 

ls bearing down on him. Junge ran into 

rear-traction problems at halfway and 
slipped back to sixth by the finish. Tim 

Bemisderfer used the ample power of his 

R-1 to come through from a bad start to 

take the lead on the third lap as 

Peachtree Performance-backed Billy Eise- 

‘nacher crashed his Yamaha in the “Park- 

ing Lot” section of the track. During this 

time, Graves was picking his way toward 
the front, showing the skills that have 
taken him to countless race wins and 
championships over the years. By the 
halfway flags, Graves had put his Yama- 

: ha into second, and within one lap the 

four-second lead Bemisderfer had held 

had disappeared. Once in front, Graves 
towed Bemisderfer around until the 
white-flag lap, but Bemisderfer outdrove 

Graves onto and down the back straight 

and held the former Formula USA 

Champion off to the checkered flag. In 

the winner’s circle, Graves commented 

on how fast Bemisderfer’s motorcycle 
was and suggested that he would be 
interested in seeing the internals for him- 
self. No official protest was registered, 
and the final standings held without inci- 
dent. Larry Denning, on another Yamaha 

R-1, rounded out the podium, beating a 

large pack of racers to take the place. 

Graves got right back on the track in 
the Pirelli 600cc Super Stock race, this 
time on a Yamaha YZF R-6. Prussiano 
again made the most of the start by get- 
ting the holeshot and leading briefly until 
the AMA-spec R-6 of Graves steamed by 
to take over the point position. Graves 
steadily pulled away from the fight for 
second involving Prussiano, Brian Lantz, 

Junge and Scott Brown. On the second 

lap, Brown went straight off at turn three, 

leaving the others to swap positions at 


nearly every corner. With all the passing. 


slowing down the pace, Eisenacher, Shan- 
non Ball, and Grave's protégé, Michael 








Hannas, caught the battling trio. Lantz 
and Junge used their Dunlop-shod 
Kawasakis to distance themselves from 
the pack and resume their fight to the fin- 
ish. Lantz later acknowledged suspension 
wizard Max McAllister of Traxxion 
Dynamics for sorting his bike out for the 
bumpy Indy track and enabling him to 
earn second, ahead of the Vesrah 
Kawasaki of Junge. Hannas got past 1- 
800-CROTCH-ROCKET-sponsored Ball 
and 1-888-FAST-LAP-backed Eisenacher 
and set out after Prussiano. One lap after 
Hannas made the pass on the Arclight 
Suzuki rider and then fell, a catastrophic 
engine failure from Prussiano’s GSX-R600 
put a stop to the race two laps early. 
Graves, Lantz and Junge took to the podi- 
um, in that order. 

The WERA 125cc Grand Prix race 
broke down nearly the same way as 
600cc race, with the leader breaking 
away from a spirited dice over second. 
In this case, defending WERA 125cc GP 
Champion Michael Himmelsbach got 
the holeshot and proceeded to check out 
from the battle of the teenagers between 
Grand Prix prodigies Ben Spies and 
Jason DiSalvo. Every lap, Spies and his 
Keith Cherry Racing-backed Honda 
RS125 led down the front straight, only 
to be passed by DiSalvo around the out- 
side in turn five leading onto the back 
straight. Spies would retaliate by out- 
braking the DiSalvo at different points of 
the back section and lead down the front 
straight time after time. Just after 
halfway, DiSalvo earned a little breath- 
ing room from Spies, but a lap later, 
Spies retook the lead. With only one lap 
to go, DiSalvo held the point heading 
into the rough back section for the last 
time and kept Spies behind him. DiSalvo 
had a three-bike-length lead exiting the 
final turn on the run down to the check- 
ers, but Spies got the better drive and the 
draft to win by inches. Himmelsbach has 
now won two in a row to avenge his two 
early-season losses at the hands of DiSal- 
vo, with the help of his newly refur-

bished Blackman's Cycle Honda RS-125. 

1-888-FAST-LAP teammates Brian 
Stokes and Chris Caylor bracketed 
Arclight Suzuki rider Prussiano at the 
start, with Stokes leading the first lap. 
Entering turn one for the second time, 
Prussiano outbraked Stokes for the lead 
and Caylor passed Stokes for second, 
braking from the back straight, relegat- 
ing him to third in one lap. Caylor 
closed the gap to Prussiano but could 
not find the flaw in Prussiano's riding 
that would let him by. Stokes had fol- 
lowed Prussiano and Caylor long 
enough to form a plan of attack and, at 
the halfway point, he took over second 
from his Marietta Motorsports team- 
mate and stalked Prussiano for the lead. 
Stokes made the pass for first in the 
tight and technical back section and had 
the lead until the exit of the Carousel, 
when he lit up the rear and high-sided 
his Michelin-shod Suzuki. Prussiano 
took back the lead and held a comfort- 
able cushion between himself and Cay- 
lor to the end. Shannon Ball rounded 
out the top three. 

Team Green Kawasaki rider Brian 
Lantz used his Dunlop-slick-shod ZX-6R 
to win his second Formula Two race in a 
row and his third of the year. David 
Boosales and 15-year-old Spies both 
made terrible starts and battled to see 
who would be last into the first turn; it 
was Spies. At the front, Lantz tried to 
break away while Alien Racing/ 
Applied Business Systems teammates 
DiSalvo and Mike Mashewske battled 
over second. Larry Denning was anoth- 
er bad starter, but he put his head down 
and cut a path through the field to catch 
Lantz and battle for the lead. Boosales 
and Spies, both on 250cc Grand Prix 
bikes, worked their way up to the fight 


for third between DiSalvo, on a Honda 
RS-250, and Mashewske, on a Kawasaki 
ZX-6R. Mashewske lost touch with the 
three GP machines once they hooked up 
together and he eventually fell back to 
seventh. Boosales got third place but 
came under attack at every corner from 
the two teenagers until he made a rare 
mistake and ran wide through the ultra- 
slippery Carousel and crashed out of the 
race, causing a red flag, which foiled 
Denning's last-lap strategy to overtake 
Lantz for the win and relegated him to 
second, with Spies filling out the podi- 
um in third.

SHELBY, NC, JULY 3 
ryton Dunkel lit the fuse on his 
CPI Inc.-backed KX60 to explode 
the 65cc (7-9) class at Shelby Super- 
cross. Dunkel led for all but one lap in 
both the qualifier and the main for a sat- 
isfying win over a very competitive 12- 
rider field. 


Round nine of the Rollercoaster Rac- 


ing Tour Supercross Series hosted near- 
ly 220 riders, all of whom were really 
glad when the sun went down on a 
sweltering North Carolina afternoon. 
Perfect JMX track conditions made for 
great racing, and an extended intermis- 
sion for fireworks, courtesy of the City 
of Shelby, was a nice bonus. 

Dunkel came out fast on the 65cc (7- 
9) qualifier start, with Champion Cycle 
Sales’ Patrick Johnson on his heels. 
Dunkel looked set to take the qualifier 
win, but Johnson powered his KTM 50 
into the lead on the last lap, leaving 
Dunkel no time for a comeback pass. 
Brandon Rent, Brandon White and 
Chase McIntyre rounded out the qualifi- 
er's top five. ! 

Dunkel nailed the holeshot on the 
65cc (7-9) main-event start and attacked 
the Shelby circuit with a take-no-prison- 
ers attitude, holding off repeated chal- 
lenges from both Johnson and Josh. Har- 
ris. Johnson could get close enough to 
put a wheel on Dunkel, but a hard two 
weeks of attempting to qualify for Loret- 
ta Lynn's had taken their toll on him. By 
the checkered flag, Harris had nosed his 
Lem into the runner-up slot, edging out 
Johnson, who was third. 

Brandon White rode a consistent 
fourth place aboard his KTM 50, and 
Lucas Long overcame his mechanical 
problems to finish a strong fifth. 

Suzuki-mounted Jeremy Allison shut 
down the 80cc D field with wire-to-wire 
leads in both the qualifier and the main. 
The win further pads his Rollercoaster 
points lead, and Jeremy is set to soon 
move out of the D class forever. Lori 
Zimmerman, Timmy Hall, Tyler Seay 
and Jim Brown Jr. provided the action 
immediately behind Allison, with a bit 
of Joshua McLaughlin and Justin White 
thrown into the mix. 

Hall, Zimmerman, White and Seay 
gated just south of Allison in the 80 D 
main event, with Brown and McLaugh- 
lin lurking. Early on lap two, McLaugh- 
lin saw an opening and blasted through, 
putting himself three positions up, into 
fourth. Zimmerman displaced Hall to 
settle into the catbird seat, where she 
remained for the duration. Hall hung 
tough, even after a crash put McLaugh- 
lin back to seventh with two laps to go. 
Another downer sent McLaughlin to the 
rear of the pack, and a crash of his own 
put Hall back there with him. 

Seay moved up to third, towing 
Brown and Drew Sheffield to fill out the 
top five finishers.

ound four of the Missouri Hare 

Scrambles Championship started 

and finished in much the same 
way as the previous three events: 
Defending champion Steve Leivan got 
off to a midpack start on his SCR Yama- 
ha WR400, methodically worked his 
way through the traffic, took over the 
lead, and scored the overall win. The 
victory keeps Leivan's undefeated 
streak alive in 1999, at a perfect four for 
four. 

At the start, Chris Thiele took his 
fourth consecutive holeshot when the 11 
AA-class riders blasted into the slippery 
first turn. Close behind, Brandon For- 
rester enjoyed his best start of the sea- 
son, holding up second, with Mike 
Windmann in third. Terry Gilliland, 
who was making his first appearance at 
an MHSC event in quite some time, had 
his Gas Gas in fourth, while Leivan 
started his race from the fifth spot. 

A few miles into the first lap of the 
six-lap race, Thiele went down, allowing 
Forrester to take the lead and Wind- 
mann to move into th& runner-up spot. 
Thiele got going in time to hold off 
Leivan, who had found his way around 
Gilliland. Windmann, who has not 
spent much time riding with Forrester, 
was willing to hang back a bit and let 
the young Yamaha rider lead the way, 
waiting for a mistake. 

With only a few hundred yards left 
on lap two, Forrester took a bad line and 
Windmann moved into the lead and 
Leivan closed the gap. Thiele was still 
close as well. The top four were still 
only separated by 10 seconds, while 
Carl Hansen - making a rare hare scram- 
bles appearance - moved into fifth, a 
minute and change behind the leaders. 

Soon after the scoring lane, Forrester 
went down, and Leivan moved into sec- 
ond and set out after Windmann. When 
the two leaders caught up to a group of 
lapped riders, Windmann got a bit held 
up and Leivan took over the lead. His 
lead did not last for long, though, as he 
stalled his bike in a turn and Windmann 
retook the number-one position, while 
Leivan got going just in time to keep 
Thiele from getting around as well. 








The fourth lap saw the bottom drop 
out of Windmann's race. While in the 
lead, Windmann got hung up in a sec- 
tion of fallen cedar trees. 

“I stayed on the main trail through 
all of the branches, and my bike just 
stopped," said a disappointed Wind- 
mann. “I looked down and couldn't see 
anything, but I couldn't go forward. It 
turned out there was a limb jammed in 
between the rear tire and the swingarm. 
I was there forever, and Steve, Chris and 
Brandon all went right around." 

The fiasco cost Windmann almost 2 
1/2 minutes that lap and took away any 
chance he had of winning the victory. 
Once past Windmann, Leivan upped the 
pace and put 35 seconds on Thiele, who 
in turn had more than a minute on For- 
rester, who was beginning to fade after 
hammering out two fine laps early in 
the race. 

With no pressure from behind and a 
safe distance on Thiele, Leivan baled off 
hard, maybe due to the deteriorating 
mousse. 

“I don't really know what happened, 
but I hit a tree with the left side of my 
bike and body, as hard as I have ever hit 
a tree," said Thiele. "It rang my bell, 
bent the bike a little bit, and made me 
see stars." 

The final lap went smoothly for 
Leivan, as he turned in his best lap of 
the day and finished with a minute to 
spare on Thiele. 

“I had a couple of little problems 
today, but things turned out all right," 
said Leivan. "I was strong at the end, 
and that is the most important part of 
these races. You've got to have some- 
thing left in you at the finish." 

Thiele took runner-up honors on his 
Team Green KX250, while Dwight Mag- 
gard turned in the fastest lap of the day 
to move around Windmann and claim 
his best-ever finish, a third. Windmann 
finished fourth after setting the pace for 
much of the race; had it not been for the 
incident on lap four, he would no doubt 
have finished higher in the results. cm

immy Lamastus shined in his duel 
with Erik Anderson in the first moto 
and then grabbed the holeshot and 
led every lap in the second moto to take 
the win in the 250cc Pro class at the sec- 
ond round of the CMC Copperstate 
Motocross Night Nationals. The Pre- 
mier / FMF/Maxxis/Extreme-backed 
Lamastus attacked the Marc Peters- 
designed track and came away a double 
victor, also winning the 125cc Pro race. 
Anderson pulled the holeshot in the 
first moto, followed Ryan Romey, Ryan 
Mortensen, Taylor Glantz and Lamas- 
tus. Lamastus blitzed his way through 
the infield sections and by the end of the 
rocker sections he was already into sec- 
ond place, followed by Romey and 
Mortensen. Romey went down on the 
next lap and let everyone by. Anderson 
had built up a four-second lead on 
Lamastus, but Lamastus was making up 
time through the long rocker section. On 


the next lap, Lamastus was showing a 
wheel to Anderson after the double- 
double section. The leaders were side by 
side through the infield section, and as 
they entered the rocker section, Ander- 
son and Lamastus touched bars, but nei- 
ther went down. Lamastus tried to cut 
underneath at the right-hander at the 
end of the rockers but Anderson had the 
drive coming out of the corner and 
Lamastus could not clear the step-up 
double in front of the bleachers. 

Meanwhile, Steve Drew was charg- 
ing from a sixth-place start on his YZ400 
and just passed Mortensen for third. 
Anderson had five bike lengths over 
Lamastus completing the next lap, but 
clearly Lamastus was gaining ground. 
On lap six, Lamastus pulled alongside 
Anderson through the sweeping rhythm 
section and controlled the inside 
through the double-double section and 
grabbed the lead coming out of the next 
corner. Vet rider Mike Roth, coming 
from a last-place start, moved around 
Mortensen to take over fourth. Drew 
was gaining ground on second-placed 
Anderson. As the leaders were getting 
into lapped traffic, Mortensen was able 
to get by Roth and secure fourth. 

On lap 11, Anderson succumbed to 
Drew. The checkered flag came out for 
Lamastus, followed by Drew, Anderson, 
Mortensen and Roth. 

The second moto started where the 
first one left off, with Lamastus grab- 
bing the lead, followed by Anderson 
and Drew. On the second lap, Glantz 
tried to pass Roth for fourth but got out 
of shape in the infield section and 
hopped over the berm, almost going in 
front of Lamastus, who was coming 
from the finish-line jump. That was the 
only excitement for the whole moto, as 
Lamastus went unchallenged. Lamastus 
took the moto win, with Anderson, 
Drew, Roth and Mortensen rounding 
out the top five. 

The 125cc Intermediates put on a 
good show for the crowd as Michael 
Blose and Josh Moraine battled for the 
overall, with Blose getting the nod. 
Combined with the 125cc Pro class, 
Lamastus grabbed the early lead coming 
down the starting area, making the right 
onto to the triple-double-double section. 
Second belonged to Blose, who was fol- 
lowed by Moraine, J.R. Schell, Matt 
Stephens and Jason Buggi as they all 
came clear of the rest of the pack, as 
most of the riders were hung up in the 
second corner. Blose passed Lamastus 
on lap two by getting a better drive 
through the rockers and completing the 








pass over the step-up. Moraine moved 
by Lamastus on lap three, The two 
front-runners, Blose and Moraine, broke 
away from the rest of the field as 
Moraine was now searching for a way 
around Blose. 

Blose and Moraine started to 
encounter lapped traffic at the halfway 
mark. Each time that Blose got behind 
someone, Moraine would close the gap. 
It would be short-lived, though, as Blose 
got around the lappers by the next cor- 
ner. Stephens went out on lap nine, 
moving Bryan Allen to;fifth. Moraine 
got the drive he needed on lap nine as 
Blose got held up by lappers at the fin- 
ish-line tabletop jump and Moraine 
went by for the lead. Moraine was push- 
ing hard to get away and his Honda was 
starting to boil water out the radiator. 

Blose recovered from the earlier 
stumble and kept the pressure on 
Moraine. On the white-flag lap, Blose 
went by in the infield section and 
secured the moto win.

att Walker took his Moto 
Planet /Boyesen/FMF/Fox/ Al 
Lane Yamaha to the winner's cir- 
cle in grand fashion by winning the 
highly competitive 125cc Pro Sport divi- 
sion. Team Green's Jeff Gibson, Damien 








Plotts, Ryan Clark and a host of Michi- 
gan Mafia speedsters kept Walker on his 
game all weekend long. 

Meanwhile, Jimmy Wilson took the 
win in the 250cc Pro Sport division. 
Walker struggled to find the right com- 
bination aboard his YZ400. 

Dutch Sport Park played host to just 
under 600 riders. It was a well-run 
event; the track got rough, and there 
were great multi-line track selections, 
which made for some great battles. Rid- 
ers gave high marks to the sand/clay/ 
hard-packed conditions - a great equal- 
izer for them. A tip of the helmet visor 
goes out to the hard-working scorers, 
who kept posting race results without 
mistakes. 

The opening holeshot of the 125cc Pro 
Sport division went to Walker. Team 
Green's Jeff Gibson filed in second, with 
Plotts third. Walker established himself 
as the guy to beat, pulling out an imme- 
diate advantage on the opening lap. 
Plotts passed Gibson over the Pro Action 
Tunnel jump to take second. 

At the completion of the opening lap, 
the running order was Walker, Plotts 
and Gibson, and then Jimmy Wilson, 
who was playing catch-up after a bad 
start. Randy Valade was in the next 
position, back in the top five. Walker 
continued to distance himself from the 
pack, gaining a three-second lead by the 
third lap, but Walker’s advantage went 
away on the fourth lap when the front 
end of his Yamaha plowed through a 
sand berm. Walker saved it from crash- 
ing, but the advantage he had estab- 
lished was gone, and Plotts was now hot 
on his rear fender. 

Meanwhile, the third spot was being 
heavily contested between Wilson, 
Valade and Gibson. Plotts got by Walker 
in the Sandbox switchbacks with an 
inside line on the white-flag lap. Walker 
would have no part of running second 
and immediately zapped Plotts in the 
double jump section with more momen- 
tum, and then he set sail for the check- 
ered flag. 

Walker came in for the opening-moto 
win, with Plotts second. Gibson won the 
battle for third over Wilson, Valade and 
Jason Fink. 

The second moto saw Randy Valade 
rip the holeshot over Plotts, Walker and 
Ryan Clark. Jimmy Wilson had a bad 
start and was on the move toward the 
front on his Nicolson Yamaha. Valade 





held a two-second lead over the field on 
the completion of the first lap, with 
Plotts holding off Walker for the runner- 
up spot. This would change as the two 
took the green flag, with Walker, using 
an inside line over the finish-line jump 
and then the inside line going into the 
right-handed downhill off-camber, tak- 
ing over the second spot. 

Valade was having his best moto of 
the weekend, holding off the challenges 
of Walker throughout the moto. Walker 
really turned up the heat on the last lap, 
hungry for another moto win, but 
Valade held out, carding the second- 
moto win. Ryan Clark came in a distant 
third, with Maryland’s Aaron Day 
fourth and Jimmy Wilson fifth. 

The third moto was held later Sun- 
day afternoon, and the track conditions 
had changed from the morning, ranging 
from soft, loamy conditions to hard- 
packed berms and slick, knobby-beaten 
straightaways. Walker showed off the 
power of his Yamaha by ripping another 
holeshot, with Plotts second, Gibson 
third, Clark fourth and Valade fifth. 
Clark was marching to the front, dis- 
placing Gibson in the Sandbox section 
for the third spot. 

On the first lap, Walker had a four- 


. second lead over Plotts, who was fend- 


ing off Clark. This was the best Clark 
had looked all day, with the dry, baked 
track conditions similar to those back 
home in New Mexico. Valade retired 
from the third moto with bike problems, 
going sixth overall and with his spot 
reserved at the big dance at Loretta’s. 
Wilson had gotten another bad start and 
had worked his way up to sixth by mid- 
moto and was still charging. 

Meanwhile, Walker was cruising out 
front, taking the white flag first as Plotts 
was trying to mount a late-moto charge. 
But Plotts tried too hard and stalled his 
Yamaha in the tight right-hand corner 
after the finish line.

Ryan Clark took the fourth overall spot. 

"[ need to practice on my starts," 
Clark commented. “That really hurt me 
this weekend. I’m going to Loretta 
Lynn's to put the number-one plate on 
my Kawasaki and take it back to New 
Mexico. Great track here at Dutch Sport 
Park, with the hard-packed conditions 
that last moto. That was my best moto. I 
just kept charging." 

Walker was all smiles in the winner's | 
circle. 

"The track was really good all week- 
end long," said Walker. "You can get 
some big air over the back tabletops. 1 
rode my 125 great, but this is the first 
time I've raced the four-stroke YZ since 
the Fall Classic, and it showed I was a 
little rusty. I will be ready for Loretta's.

Tedesco tops 
Village Creek MX

FORT WORTH, TX, JUNE 19-20 

Thirteen states were represented as hopeful 
motocross racers came from across the country 
to compete in the South Central Region’s AMA 
Regional Qualifier, hosted by Village Creek MX 
Park, and 17 big-bike classes were offered, with 
282 entries eyeballing the top six positions in 
each.event. Three full motos were run to com- 
pletion, advancing the best competitors in the 
Southwest to the AMA finals in August. 

The hottest competition came in the 250cc 
Open A/Pro Sport class, in which Keith Johnson 
was the favorite to win going into the final moto 
with three points, and the remaining five qualifi- 
cation spots were only separated by a measly five 
points. The first two motos included cliffhanger 
action, with a hot battle in moto one as Plano 
Honda's Travis Elliott stole the lead from Bryan 
Emig right after the holeshot. Elliott flew around 
the track, protecting his lead from a hungry Emig 
and an eager Keith Johnson, who sliced his way 
to a second-place finish after a fifth-place start. 

In moto two, Yamaha-backed Chris Torrance 
was the man on a mission, as he charged the 
track hard, his footpeg pulling up flags off the 
finish-line jump in lap one. Moto two's action 
also included Johnson and Emig duking it out as 
Emig fended off Johnson for the first few laps. 
Johnson took the lead on lap three coming out of 
the Village Badlands. Midway through moto 
two, Honda-mounted riders Heath Frazier and 
Elliott collided, leaving Frazier to finish the moto 
without a seat and with his back fender wrecked, 
right alongside the battle-worn and mangled 
rear fender of Elliott. Oklahoma's Kenny Bartram 
was all over Torrance like a duck on a June bug 
for third until they swapped positions on lap five 
and it was Torrance's turn to chase Bartram. 

In the final moto, Johnson claimed the 
holeshot, watching for Torrance as he went 
supersonic, moving from fourth to second in the 
first lap. Torrance went on to apply a heavy 
dose of pressure on Johnson, until Torrance took 
Johnson at the apex of the infield left-hand turn. 
Then Johnson immediately returned the favor. 
Torrance was not to be outdone this moto and 
regained the lead on the white-flag lap and held 
it to the checkers. 

Right after the moto, overall winner Johnson 
was asked why he let Torrance pass him on the 
final lap. 

“I didn't know he was that close to me until 
we went over the finish-line jump in the last 
lap," Johnson responded with a laugh. "Chris 
revved his motor so loud, I thought it was an 
airplane going too low over the jump, and then 
two turns later he started screaming at me, 
passed me, and' it scared the crap out of me." 








Bryan Emig (3), Travis Hodges (410) and 
Wendell Simmons (297) finished first 
through third in the Over 25 class, ahead 
of Kevin Dunham (37), Sam Redmond 
(127) and the rest of the field at Village 
Creek Motocross. 





In 125cc A action, Ivan Tedesco was the man 
to beat. Tedesco scored a perfect three, winning 
all three 125cc A motos. His closest challenger 

was North Texas Yamaha's Mark Thompson of 
Copper Canyon, Texas. Thompson, who recent- 
ly returned from the injured reserve list, chal- 
lenged Tedesco for each holeshot, giving 
Tedesco a three-moto dose of back-door pres- 
sure. The best action was midpack, as several 
riders fought for the final qualification spot. 
Travis Elliott rode a consistent third place in the 
first two motos, but in the third, an early crash 
pushed him to the back of the pack. Elliott 
grabbed a fistful of throttle as he worked his 

way through the pack to finish fifth. By finishing 
3-3 in his earlier motos, Elliott’s tally netted him 
an overall third. Fourth overall went to D and S

Stretch makes his marks at 
Collegiate Peaks Enduro

BUENA VISTA, CO, JUNE 13 

Scott Stretch rode a fast, consistent and smart race 
on his way to winning the 10th annual Collegiate 
Peaks Enduro. After a brief dry spell from his 
winning ways, the Moose Offroad / FMF/ Bridge- 
stone/Ultimate Motorsports-backed Stretch 
returned to the form that earned him the 1998 
RMEC Championship. Stretch and his KX250 
blasted through the 86 ground miles that made 
up the two loops of racing, winning two special 
tests on his way to victory. 

This year's event was once again organized 
as a reliability trial and served as round seven of 
the RMEC Championship series. The start area 
was in a new location than in previous years, 
and it had Stretch and the other 225 riders won- 
dering what and where the special-test sections 
would be. Their questions were answered just 
three miles off the start as they were checked 
into the first long special-test section. Riders rec- 

ized this section as a tight and technical trail 
through a narrow, rock-hammered sand wash 
that lasted for 11 miles. 

Just when most thought the test was over, 
they were routed into the infamous horse-trail 
section, which has typically been the start area 
in previous years. The long, 9-mile technical 
piece of single-track is known for its tough 
uphills and off-camber sidehills. 

Stretch checked out of the 20-mile test on the 
gas, carding fast time. Then came Vet A rider

The next section was designed to let the rid- 
ers catch their breath on the fast sand washes 
and up onto the jeep roads. The 18-mph speed 
averages allowed riders the opportunity to catch 
a view. of the many snowcapped mountains as 
they rode into the 40-minute reset. 

With everyone back on time, riders were 
checked into the remainder of the loop, which 
was set up at 30 mph. 

The second loop was different from the first. 
At the morning meeting, the riders were 
instructed to follow the black arrows on the first 
loop and the red arrows on the second loop. 
This sounded simple enough, but it became a 
significant problem as the event played out. Rid- 
ers started back into the same long, brutal 20- 
mile special test, which included the first test. 

Stretch remembered his lines and shaved off 
some time through his second test, as did most 
of the other top riders. 

The section after the 40-minute break is 
where the course split off from the first loop and 
routed the riders over the top of a mountain 
consisting of very steep and loose rock. At the 
bottom is where several riders had problems. 
The course routed the riders back to the original 
special-test entrance a third time. Trail boss Dee 
Taylor had intended this to surprise the riders, 
and surprised they were, because the red arrows 
they had been tracking were not present - only 
the original white arrows were. Most of the rid- 
ers did the scramble routine, conferred with 
each other and decided to follow the first-loop 
arrows anyway. They were relieved to find, just 
a short distance into the section, more second- 
loop red arrows that eventually routed them off 
the original test to.complete the final six miles of 
steep 4WD road into the finish. Unfortunately, 
several riders weren't that lucky and decided to 
ride back to-the finish via the first-loop dirt-road 
route, only to discover they had made the 
wrong decision. They were later disqualified. 
The circumstances that led up to this situation 
warrant explanation. 

Taylor, who normally would have preridden 
the course several times, was not able to do so. 
He was involved in a crash with a vehicle on his 
ATV on his way back from marking the course. 
The crash landed Taylor in the hospital for an 
overnight stay, as he had a concussion. Had 
Taylor been able to preride the course, he almost 
certainly would have caught the arrow-color 
problem. 

Once the final results were racked up and all 
the dust had settled, both figuratively and liter- 
ally, Stretch was on top of the pile with a score 
of 4949, 

“I hesitated when I saw the wrong-colored 
arrows pointing back into the special test again," 
Stretch explained, “but I didn't think they would 
finish us on the dirt roads, so I went for it." 

Intermill raised more than a few eyebrows as 
he blasted to second overall and first Vet A with 
a 4972. Third overall went to KTM-mounted 
Forest Tobin with a 4990. Casey Colbert and his 
Vickery Motorsports YZ captured fourth overall, 
carding a 5173, and Jeff Martin put in a great 
ride, finishing fifth overall with 5298. Hayden 
Fenwick rode a strong race and earned the Over- 
all B-class victory. John Blythe, Bill Niemiec and 
Tony Good went first, second and third, respec- 
tively, in the Senior A class.

Boyesen whisks away 
Broome-Tioga MX win

Dag Boyesen, the 1998 Over 25 Amateur Nation- 
al Champion, and Shane Bartholf earned top 
honors in the Vet A and 125cc B Stock classes, 
respectively, at the Loretta Lynn’s Amateur 
National Regional Qualifier hosted by Tom Hurd 
Promotions and the Broome-Tioga Sports Center.

Boyesen’s lead was eight sec- 
onds by lap three and he was whipping his 
Suzuki for the crowd on the front step-down 
tabletop. Rounding out the top five were Dick- 
son, Crowe, Streit and Coombs. The top five 
spread out and remained unchanged throughout 
the rest of the seven-lap moto. 

Boyesen repeated his great start in the second 
moto and was out front by six seconds by the 
end of the first lap. In tow. were Streit, Crowe, 
Dickson and Mark Freitas, On the long downhill 
straight in front of the start, Dickson passed 
Crowe for third, dropping Crowe a position to 
fourth.

Schultz, Kruger skim 
Rock River Hillclimb wins

Wade Schultz and Ken Kruger were the big, win- 
ners at the Rock River Riders’ first hillclimb of 
1999, each taking two class wins. 

Schultz took wins in the 750cc and Pushrod 
classes, and added a fourth place in Open-class 
action. The 750cc-class win came on a Yamaha 
twin, as Schultz turned in a good 4.395-second 
time in second-round action after crashing hard 
at 112 feet on his first ride. Lloyd Haas had the 
first-round lead with a 117-foot climb, as no 
rider in the class topped the rough, steep 130- 
foot hill on their first rides. Haas cleared the top 
in 4.563 seconds on his second run to take the 
second-place trophy, followed by Doug Lewis, 
Tom Daniels and Robin Senn. 

Schultz's second win came in the very pop- 
ular Pushrod class, a division created by the 
Rock River Riders several years ago and added 
to the District 17 points-paying classes three 
years ago. Schultz flew his Harley over the top 
on his second ride in a blazing 3.729 seconds 
for the win, taking.the lead from Kaleb 
Northrup and his 800cc Triumph. Northrup 
topped the hill in 3.841 seconds. The win gave 
Schultz a leg up on taking the 5-foot-tall travel- 
ing Pushrod Series trophy, currently held by 
Northrup, who has won the series the past two 
years. If Northrup can win the series a third 
straight year in 1999, he will keep the trophy 
permanently. Darryl Johnson finished third on 
his vintage BSA in 4.638 seconds, with Chris 
Meyer taking fourth on his Triumph and Bob 
Fisher taking fifth aboard a Superior Cycle 
Sportster. 

Kruger's first win came in the always highly 
competitive 600cc class, as he set the time to beat 
at 4.343 seconds on his first ride aboard a new 
CR500. No one was able to beat his first-run 
time, but Kruger himself punctuated his win 
with a 4.044-second run on his second ride. 
Frank Kopetko canie closest to Kruger with a 
4.401-second time on his KX500. Hank Senn 
turned in a crowd-pleasing, high-flying 4.643- 
second time on his Honda for third, followed by 
veteran Roger Hackbarth and Tom Rollins. 

Kruger's second win came in the Senior 
class, as he topped the hill in 4.190 seconds on 
his Honda, well ahead of Tom Rollins, who put 
his CR500 over for second place in 4.716 sec- 
onds. Mike Miller, Terry Bailey and Roger Hack- 
barth filled out the top five. 

Lloyd Haas and Glenn Fuegen also had good 
days, as they each picked up a first and a sec- 
ond. Haas picked up his win in the 250cc class 
on his YZ250 in 4.526 seconds, with Fuegen tak- 
ing second on his CR250 with a time of 5.044. 
Fuegen grabbed his win in the 200cc class with a 
125-foot effort on his KDX200. ~

The people who remember Jack Milne remem- 
ber him as the inspiration behind United States 
Speedway racing.

Hicks started his night off in winning fash- 
ion by topping the field in this round of qualify- 
ing. The second heat was won by Scott Brandt, 
and Brad Oxley took third-heat honors. 

In second-round action, Hicks again won his 
heat as Bobby Schwartz, Brant and Andy 
Northrup all won their respective heats as well. 
With two rounds in the books, Hicks and Brant 
were tied with perfect scores. Oxley, Venegas 
and Jim Estes followed. 

Brant pulled off yet another win in the 
third round, during the first heat. Venegas 
managed to beat out Hicks in the second heat. 
Schwartz and Ermolenko won heats three and 
four. 

In the first semi race, Venegas again beat out 
Hicks, but both still headed for the main, while 
Estes and John Aden headed for the last-chance 
qualifier. Oxley beat out Brant in the second 
semi, but it was Northrup and Schwartz who 
headed to the LCQ. Northrup later transferred 
out of the LCO and into the main to fill out the 
program. 

The lineup for the main had the pole going 
to Brant. Venegas was in lane two and Hicks got 
his lucky three spot. Northrup wasn four and 
Oxley was on the outside in five. The gate went 
up and Hicks and Brant went out together. 
Oxley spun out in the first turn, and that was 
just the beginning, as Venegas got too sideways 
in three and also spun around. The bike hooked 
and hit Northrup, and Hicks had no choice but 
to go over it. The red flag came out and a com- 
plete restart was called, since all the excitement 
happened on the first lap and more than half the 
field went down.

Oxley and Venegas 
ran fourth and fifth behind Northrup all the way 
to the finish.

Gerdes gooses Swan MX GP

TYLER, TX, JUNE 26-27 

Not even the threat of storms could keep eager 
riders away from Swan Motocross, host of the 
School’s Out Blow-Out Grand Prix. The event was 
the first of a three-event lineup, including Swan's 
first-ever night race on Saturday. Trails in the 
back woods were opened for the GP to extend the 
track's circuit. After the GP, a short night track 
was set up with portable lights just in case dark- 
ness descended before the competition ended. The 
final event, on Sunday, was held on the original 
day track layout with a full dual-moto format. 

The endurance-testing GP action got under 
way with several combined classes run in 20- 
and 30-minute-moto formats. It was interesting 
to see several riders who were new to GP racing 
hot-dog it in the early laps, but by the time the 
white flag came out, they were riding pretty 
tame. 

In the combined big-bike event, Billy Smith 
chased Jason Williams for 30 minutes, with 
Williams finishing three seconds in front of 
Smith. Williams' and Smith's lap times were 
consistent, as they clocked in at 3.5 minutes. 

The second GP class combined all 80cc class- 
es. Jesse Moore set a rocket-fired pace as he flew 
around the track, clocking three minutes and 40 
seconds. Moore kept increasing his lead over 
second place, finishing with a final lap time of 
three minutes and 20 seconds, and with a 30-sec- 
ond lead over second place. 

History was made Saturday evening with 
Swan's first-ever night race. Races began shortly 
after 5 p.m. In the 80cc (12-13) class, Cody 
Chatagnier and Chase Guedry fought the battle 
of the blues between their YZs as Chatagnier 
grabbed the holeshot in moto one and rode hard 
to set up camp out front. Guedry tried to wrestle 
the lead away from Chatagnier, taking care of 
business on the white-flag lap for the win. 

In moto two, Chatagnier once again held the 
early lead until Guedry took the controls on lap 
three and established a small lead and held it to 
the checkers.

It was Pee Wee power all the way as Dillon 
Van Way rode his KTM to the holeshot and led to 
the checkers in both motos of the combined 50cc 
class. Listed in the 50cc (7-8) lineup, Van Way's 
lap times were running at the one-minute mark 
as he opened up a five- to six-second lead in each 
moto. Behind Van Way, Caleb Dowell took dual 
moto victories on his Cobra in the 50cc (4-6) class. 

The rider to beat in the 80cc Open contest 
was YZ-mounted Jesse Moore. In moto one, 
Yamaha dominated the top four positions as 
Moore led the way, followed by Guedry, Will 
Berry and Chatagnier. In moto two, a seven- 
rider freight train was led by Moore as he pow- 
ered the line along. The top five overall included 
Moore, Guedry, Berry, Chatagnier and KX- 
mounted Josh Eure. 

In the 80 (7-11) class, Kawasaki-powered 
Vince Monteleone shot out of the gate and no 
one could beat him to the holeshot. Bryan Hart- 
ley, however, made a strong bid for the lead in 
moto one as he shot past Monteleone after the 
holeshot and led the early laps. Monteleone 
came back hard and applied lots of pressure, 
making his move by taking the inside in the new 
hairpin corner and streaking to a four-second 
lead. In moto two, Monteleone made up his 
mind to bring home the bacon and dominated 
all six laps, clocking in with 45-second lap times. 

Returning to the regular race format on Sun- 
day, there were many new entrants signed up 
who had been unable to attend Saturday's fes- 
tivities. One of the new entrants was Honda's 
Derek Gerdes, who competed in four events, 
two of them running back to back. After win- 
ning the 250cc-650cc Open with more than a 30- 
second margin of victory, Gerdes immediately 
went back to the gate, threw a leg over his 125cc 
CR and took off again. However, Gerdes' 
attempt at a perfect weekend score was spoiled 
in the 125cc Intermediate event by Yamaha- 
mounted Chase Romero. 

In moto one of the 125cc Intermediate /Pro 
race, Gerdes chased Chase Romero to the check- 
ers. In moto two, Gerdes overran the holeshot 
corner and dropped back to fifth. He had his 
work cut out for him if he was to catch Romero. 
Gerdes sliced a path through the field and by 
the end of the first lap he was knocking on the 
back door of the second-placed rider, Pro racer 
Jimbo. Morton. Gerdes had Morton in. his cross 
hairs, but Morton refused to back down. Gerdes 
was all over Morton's back from the finish-line 
jump through the whoops, and then they were 
side by side coming out of the woods to the 
number-three jump. Streaking through the sec- 
ond wooded section, Gerdes' effort paid off as 
he moved into second. On the white-flag lap, 
Gerdes literally shaved the knobbies off 
Romero's back tire, but Romero stood up to the 
pressure and finished on a slick. At the finish 
line, good sportsmanship prevailed, as Romero 
and Gerdes shook hands on a great race. 

The Derek Gerdes Show continued as he 
went on to win the 250cc-650cc Open, 250cc 
Intermediate and 125cc Open events with 1-1 
motos in each event.

Jim Chapman did a disappearing. act in the 
Over 40 field, with Mike Keane, Bruce Miller 
and Bill Menges fighting for second. Miller got 
by Keane off the second turn on lap five to claim 
second. Keane stayed close and, coming off the 
final turn, he slipped under Miller for second, 
but Miller's ATK had better drive than Keane's 
Husaberg and he took second by inches. 

In Pro action, Don Mullen put his two-time 
250cc Pro Sport-winning Suzuki in the 250cc A 
lead over Corey Hormes, Raun Wood and Mike 
Brabson.

Dahners dominates North 
Fork enduro

BELLINGHAM, WA, JUNE 12-13 

KTM-backed Jason Dahners made it clear to 
defending champs and existing challengers that 
he intends to capture both the NMA Off-Road 
and Enduro Series crowns, even though he 
recently gave up a factory Husaberg ride. With 
back-to-back victories over two days of racing at 
the North Fork, Dahners returned to his home 
state and to his winning ways. 

The North Fork area is renowned for its bru- 
tal, highly technical trails, designed and main- 
tained by the Mount Baker MC, host of the 
area’s events. 














Saturday’s event, supported by elements of 
the Canadian ISDE team, was run in an ISDE 
format and set up to be scored entirely by spe- 
cial-test times, excluding route points from con- 
sideration. Each of the three loops, roughly 
seven miles in length, started with.a mile or two 
of trail and were completed with long special 
tests. 

Dahners started strong, nabbing a 30-second 
margin on the first test, while his strongest com- 
petition and the defending champ, Lynnwood 
Yamaha-backed David Lykke, suffered a serious 
endo. The KTM pilot won the second test as 
well, but only by a few seconds over several 
competitors, including Canadian Dan Young. 

Lykke finally got untracked and won the 
third test, but only by a second over Dahners, 
with another group a few seconds back. Dahn- 
er's relatively big margin from the first loop car- 
ried him to the overall win, while Lykke's first- 
loop disaster dropped him to third overall, 
behind Young. Coming out of retirement, A 
rider Kevin Beathards ripped to fourth on his 
Lynnwood Yamaha YZ250, followed by Skagit 
Powersport's Gary Furrenes on his Gas Gas ride. 

Sunday featured a good old hare scrambles. 
After a 50-caliber rock-roost start in an old grav- 
el pit, the course contained at least one section of 
everything a rider might experience in the 
rugged Cascades, from high-speed, water-bar- 
laced fire roads to bark-buster-banging, super- 
tight twisties through the trees. The 7-mile loop 
was a true test of the full range of off-road skills. 


Dahners and Furrenes both claimed unchar- , 


acteristic front-runner starts and proceeded to 
walk away from the field, but Lykke was deter- 
mined to overcome his terrible start and began 
what would become a racelong charge. 

At the midway point, Lykke finally reached 
Furrenes' rear fender, but the Gas Gas rider 
wouldn't yield. Unfortunately, a lapper 
careened into Furrenes and blew him off the 
trail, severely tweaking the right radiator and 
dropping him to third. Lykke still had a three- 
minute margin to overcome, with Dahners tak- 
ing it easy on the '97 loaner bike. But with one or 
possibly two laps to go, Lykke was only 10 sec- 
onds back. Dahners got the message and turned 
up the wick, but he could only hold that margin 
as they reeled off another seven miles. 

Believing yet another lap would be required 
before the course would be closed by the clock, 
Dahners pulled into the pits fora splash of fuel, 


.only to find them empty, as pit row was aware 


that the clock had already ended the race! Fel- 
low Crutchter Joanne Briggs frantically ran over 
and waved him out just as Lykke caught him, 
and there ensued a fierce quarter-mile sprint to 
the line. Dahners managed to keep a wheel in 
front and claim the win. 

Furrenes held on to third, followed by Cana- 
dian Barry Rempel and AA newby Aaron Wil- 
son, the latter’s chin full of stitches after a fright- 
ening endo down a stump-infested cliff on 
Saturday.

Ciccotto stakes out Homestead

HOMESTEAD, FL, JUNE 27 


Mike Ciccotto won the Unlimited Grand Prix 
(Shootout), the GTO and the Heavyweight 
Supersport races at Homestead. He ran away 
with wins in the GTO and Heavyweight Super- 
sport events, but the Shootout victory was not 
claimed as easily. 

Marco Martinez and Rick Narup both left the 
front row determined to nab the coveted 
holeshot position down the front straight and 
into turn one. Martinez was out front and in the 
inside line to claim an early lead. Behind them, a 


tight pack of riders - including Akiharu Shigeno, 


Ciccotto, Shane Prieto, John-O Bowman and 
Gabriel Henning - all scrambled in a battle to 
run up front. Ciccotto quickly worked his GSX- 
R750 up to fourth place, passed Shigeno and set 


his sights on front-runner Martinez. Shigeno 


made his move halfway through the course, 
passing first Narup on the Muzzy Raptor 750 
and then Martinez on his Broward Powersports- 
sponsored ZX-9. Ciccotto hit the front straight in 
first place, but Martinez kicked in the power to 
reclaim the lead as they launched through turn 
one again. 

Crossing the start/finish line again at the 
halfway mark, Martinez regained first place in a 
two-way battle for the lead with Ciccotto. Mean- 
while, Narup was determined not to let these 
two get away from him and was tight on their 
tails. Behind them, Bowman was leading a 
three-rider battle for fourth place with Henning 
and Prieto. 

Up front, Ciccotto made his move in the 
sweeping double apex of turns six and seven 
again. He took the advantage by first sweeping 
wide behind Martinez's tight line through six 
and then pushing in tight, underneath Mar- 
tinez's line through seven, reclaiming the lead. 
Just behind Martinez and Ciccotto, Henning 
moved up to fourth place after overtaking Bow- 
man in the turn-four area, but Bowman was not 
ready to be pushed back and took advantage of 
some turn-six passing action of his own to move 
back up to fourth. 

By the white-flag lap, the pace had stepped 
up a couple of notches and Ciccotto had gained 
about a 10-bike-length lead over Martinez, who 
was now about 20 bike lengths ahead of Narup. 








The top three spaced out from the rest of the 
pack, but behind them the battle for fourth 
place continued between a tight group of three 
riders. 

Ciccotto took the checkered flag and defeat- | 
ed Martinez's winning shootout streak. Narup | 
made the podium for the second time in a row 
with his third-place finish. The race was over for 
the top three, but there was a close run for 
fourth. Hitting the front straight for the final 
time, Henning moved in on Bowman and 
dodged out front. The two ran side by side to 
the checkered flag, but at the line it was Bow- 

man who managed to throw a wheel forward to 
win by less than half a bike length over Hen- 
ning. 

On the podium, Narup commented on Cic- 
cotto's passing action. 

“It was an excellent pass by Mike (Ciccot- 
to)," said Narup. "He passed me in the right- 
handed sweeper. He dove underneath me and 
he was dragging the curve in a really nice path." 

Ciccotto also spoke of his deteat of Martinez. 

“I’m glad Marco (Martinez) ran with me and | 
we were able to step it up in the race," said Cic- 
cotto. "I didn't want to run away like earlier 
today."

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Leivan divine at St. Joe HS

PARK HILLS, MO, JULY 4 
Round six of the Missouri Hare Scrambles 
Championship, held in St. Joe State Park, saw 
Steve Leivan return to his winning ways, com- 
ing out on top of a racelong duel with rival 
Chris Thiele. Leivan and Thiele battled for near- 
ly 2.5 hours and 53 miles, and when the check- 
ered flag flew, the two were separated by a mere 
four seconds. 

A. 10.5-mile course that used part of Satur- 
day's quad course also featured nearly four 
miles of all-new, virgin trail. With no practice 


lap, the first lap of the race was run at a much . 


slower pace while lines were established and the 
new trails were beaten in. Leivan and Thiele 
were the only riders to complete five laps, aver- 
aging 19 mph on lap one and cranking it up to 
22 mph on the final circuit. 

The 15-rider AA class featured all of the series 
regulars, along with some local fast guys and 
Australian KTM rider Steve Kuczko. Kuczko, who 


„is the mechanic for ISDE sensation Shane Watts, 


has been taking in as many events as he can while 
he is temporarily out of work due to Watt's recent 
knee injury. Kuczko ran up front early in the race 
before settling for seventh overall. 

KX250-mounted Thiele led the charge into 
the woods, with Kuczko (on his little KTM 125), 
Chris Nesbitt, Mike Windmann and Leivan close 
behind. From that point, the race turned into a 
freight train. 

"That first lap was just a trail ride," 
explained Leivan. “No one could ‘go very fast, 
since we were all trying to find the trail and 
keep from missing turns. Once the course got 
established, we could go faster and actually race 
each other." 

And race each other is exactly what the top 
riders did. Midway through the second lap, Chris 
Caplinger, making his first appearance in the 
series, moved up to pass for the lead. Caplinger 
held the lead until the end of the lap, when he 
was forced to pit due to the fact that he was using 
a motocross gas tank. Leivan took over from 
there, but not without pressure from Thiele. After 
four laps of dicing, Thiele and Leivan headed into 
the fifth lap, with Thiele in the lead. 

Content to follow and wait for a mistake, 
Leivan stayed glued to Thiele and, in nearly the 
same spot on which Thiele had crashed on an 
earlier lap, he crashed again, letting Leivan take 
the lead for the final time. From that point on, 
Leivan rode error-free, moving through the trees 
and lapped traffic with ease. Thiele stayed close 
but never got the opportunity to regain the lead. 

Caplinger held off Nesbitt to the bitter end to 
claim third. Windmann dropped off the pace a 


bit but still salvaged fifth, behind Nesbitt.

As the laps wound 
down, Rush turned up the wick and won by a 
comfortable margin.

Hoenshell blitzes Bonita HS

BONITA, TX, JUNE 13 

Team Green's Clay Hoenshell may just go all the 
way. The multi-time Pro-class champion made 
his win record a perfect eight for eight by taking 
the win at the Bonita hare scrambles event. 

... Course conditions were perfect thanks to just 
the right amount of rain on Saturday afternoon. 
The course was 13.5 miles long, which put the 
total mileage at 54 miles for the entire event. 
Many riders ran out of fuel due to the length of 
'the race. Most of the trails were sandy, with the 
last half mile being in a bottom that stayed 
soupy-muddy for most of the day on Sunday. 

After 4 1/2 years in the AA class and many 
top-five finishes, Oklahoma's Bobby Southard 
finally took home the top prize at a Texas Cross 
Country event, racing in the Open Semi Pro 
class, but it didn't come easily. 

At the start of the Open Semi Pro race, Oliv- 
er Benetis hooked up in the first few slippery 
turns to put his KX250 into the lead, ahead of 
Kenny Vowell and Southard. Southard used 
caution behind Vowell, because he was not look- 
ing too stable in the sandy ruts. When Southard 
came to the first opening out of the woods, he 
drifted over to the left and passed Vowell. 

Southard was comfortable with Benetis’ 
pace, but Brent Shaw was not. Shaw passed 
Southard on a big drop-off jump about three 
miles out. 

Benetis, meanwhile, picked up the pace 
when the track opened up; Shaw stayed in tow, 
and they put.a little distance on Southard. 
Southard picked it up and stayed with Shaw 
until he fell over in a mud rut at about the 
halfway point of the first lap. Several other rid- 
ers passed Shaw while he was down. 

Southard also fell over shortly afterward 
when his front tire washed out. He did not lose 
any places, but he did lose sight of Benetis. 
Tracy Anders, from the class behind, caught up 
to Southard on the middle of the second lap, so 
Southard started following his lines. 

"I had to pick the pace up and realized 
where Tracy was making time on me,” said 
Southard, "so I tried to change my riding style 
to keep up." 

A little further back, Darryl Smith recovered 
from a first-lap crash and battled Vowell and 
Dana Wright to earn the third step on the podium. 

Southard practiced with Smith on Saturday 
and was picking him for the win until Smith 
went over the bars when he hit a big kicker in 
fourth gear. Wright was looking like a solid 
fourth until his CR250 ran out of gas on the last 
lap. Shaw got moving near the end of the race 
and passed Vowell for fourth. 

Hoenshell nailed the holeshot and led the 
Pros from start to finish. Hayden Franklin recov- 
ered from another poor start and quickly moved 
through the field by the end of the first lap, com- 
ing through the scoring area in second. Franklin 
normally competes in Enduros, but he has been 
showing up to quite a few of the TCCRA races 
this year. Franklin rode the entire rest of the race 
in second. 

Jeremy Fipps finished third and was making 
up large amounts of time on the first two riders 
in the later stages of this race. Fipps was two 
minutes down from Hoenshell at the end of the 
third lap, and he closed the gap on the final lap 
to finish within the same minute as Hoenshell 
and Franklin. Fipps also had a poor start, but on 
the second lap he went from eighth to third. 
Fipps moved into seventh after passing a rider 
early in the second lap, and then halfway 
around he caught up to a group of four riders - 
Brian Storie, Eric Hillhouse, Donnie McMillon 
and David Culpepper - who had all been racing 
eath other tire to tire for several miles. Fipps 
passed nearly all four riders at one time to gain 
third overall. 

McMillan was also on the move on the last 
lap, making a pass on Hillhouse for fifth and 
then Storie for fourth. Hillhouse also got by Sto- 
rie to round out the top five in the Pro class.

80cc Expert riders Jared McWhirter and Stewart 
Barber Jr. split wins on the Lodi short track and 
TT, with McWhirter scoring the most points 
overall. 

McWhirter leaped into the lead with an 
enormous holeshot on his Honda in the TT main 
as rivals Nick Moore and Barber gave chase. 
Although Moore charged aggressively, 
McWhirter chose his lines perfectly and forced 
Moore to deal with Barber. Lap after lap, the 
lead remained unchanged as McWhirter rode 
home to the checkered flag. 

“That was a cool race,” reflected McWhirter. 
"Last week I won the short track, and this week 
I won the TT. What I need to do is ride hard and 
consistent." 





Back for revenge on the short track, Barber 
clearly had his work cut out for him, as he was 
last off the starting line. Barber quickly made up 
for lost time as he passed two riders and then 
charged after McWhirter and Moore. By the 
halfway flags, Barber had positioned himself 
strategically on the outside groove and moved 
into first with a gutsy pass. Once in first, Darber 
paced himself and rode smoothly to victory. 

“I knew I had to make time and not make a 
mistake," Barber said. "After a lot of laps, I was 
able to get ahead of Nick (Moore) and Jared 
(McWhirter) by making a pass on the outside. 
Once in first, I was able to ride a safe line and 
win the race." 

Open B rider Matt Proto powered his Rotax 
to a decisive win on the short track despite a 
midrace challenge from Billy Hiles. Proto 
methodically worked his way up to the front of 
the middle of the pack to take the lead about 
four laps into the finale. Although Hiles rode his 
Rotax aggressively, Proto rode smoothly and 
won by a large margin. 

In what was expected to be a major battle in 
the Open A short-track main event, Rob Damron 
and Mark Corsetti proved to be too quick for the 


starter and were banished to the penalty line. 


With his rivals in Siberia, Toby Jorgensen only 
had Tony Souza to contend with as the starting 
light flashed. Souza barely scored the holeshot. 
Jorgensen poured on the coal and passed Souza 
for the lead down the back stretch. In a strange 
turn of events, Levi German fell while exiting 
the fourth turn, which brought out the red flag 
in the final laps of the race. Jorgensen was 
declared the winner as, according to the rules, 
the race was reverted to the previous lap, with 
Corsetti credited with second and Mickey Lane 
third.

Willoh turns gold at 
El Dorado Motocross

PLACERVILLE, CA, JUNE 18 

Team Thor/ Honda rider Jeff Willoh was award- 
ed the Dobbas Cup for being the top rider in the 
International Riders Helping People Pro Chal- 
lenge by virtue of his sweep of all the 125cc and 
250cc Pro races at the El Dorado County Fair- 
grounds. Throughout the day, Willoh battled 
Team Green rider Brett Racine and Jake Wind- 
ham, as well as a dozen other National competi- 
tors and regional favorites. 

Willoh seemed right at home, quickly surg- 
ing into the lead and roosting away to win 
handily over Brett Racine and Aaron Burns in 
both 125cc Pro motos. Although the top three 
spread out and pulled away from the others 
early on, the action was more heated in the 
group that followed, as Kenny Bell, Daniel Blair 
and Jerrad Fisher had a close race, mixing it up 
each time out to finish fourth, fifth and sixth 
overall, respectively. 

The 250cc Pro class boasted even more riders 
than the small-bore class and featured several 
hometown heroes, including local favorite Jake 
Windham, who grabbed the holeshot and led 
the start with Racine, Willoh, Fisher, Andy Greg, 
Cliff Cook, Shawn Frailing and J.R. Mason in 
tow. As in the 125cc racing, Willoh made quick 
work of his opposition and was soon running 
his own race out front. Racine quickly jumped 
into second place, where he held fast. Just a few 
seconds behind the leaders, Windham and Fish- 
er had a good battle for the duration of the moto 
before Fisher secured the third-place spot. In the 
end it was Willoh first, followed by Racine and 
Fisher. Placerville's Windham, Gregg and Cook 
gave the local fans plenty to cheer about with 
their fourth-, fifth- and sixth-place finishes. 

The second moto saw one of few first-turn 
accidents when Mason and Fisher came together 
while jockeying for position, putting Fisher 
down and out of the race. The crash slowed sev- 
eral riders who were close behind. Out front, 
Willoh and Windham roosted away, unaffected 
by all the commotion behind them. Racine also 
made it through the early mayhem unscathed 
and settled into third place, where he stayed for 
the duration. At the checkered flag, Willoh had 
notched another win, followed by Windham, 
Racine, Greg and Cook. 

Amateur racing was highlighted by a great 
turnout of 80cc racers. In the first 8S0cc Novice 
moto, it was all Bobby Baptista. Baptista ran 
away and hid from the pack. Thomas Bushey 
chased Baptista across the line in the first moto, 
followed by Rory Radovich, Danny Harris and 
Ryan Ferris. Baptista came out on top again in 
the second moto, with Ferris a close second. 
Bushey was there next for third place, with 
Radovich and Harris rounding out the top five. 

Tony Sherman piloted his Yamaha to wins in 
both 80cc Beginner division-one motos, taking 
the win over Matt Sullivan and Craig Adee. In 
the 80cc Beginner division-two contest, Beau 
Wiegant took home first overall, coming in 
ahead of Cory Pennington, Larry Azevedo, Mike 
Harrison and Cary Tiede. 

In the Vintage class, Keith McKinney rode an 
immaculate CR250 Elsinore to back-to-back 
moto wins over Rick Dyer's classic Husky and 
Scott Rice's 360cc Yamaha.

Musgrave sparks . 
REM Glen Helen MX

On the eve of the Independence Day holiday, 
Willy Musgrave produced some fireworks of his 
own as he earned the first-place cash with a 
determined second-moto ride in the Pro contest 
during Racing Enterprises Motorsports’ weekly 
Saturday Glen Helen Motocross. 

At the start of moto one, it was Musgrave 
shooting his KTM SX380 into the lead as he 
ripped a clean holeshot. Right in his shadow 
was Craig Davis, aboard a Rick Peterson Motor- 
sports YZ300 big-bore. Third place was held 
down by Paul Kellen on his booming YZ400 
thumper, while veteran off-road racer Paul 
Krause rode in fourth. 

As the racers appeared from the back section 
for the first time, it was clear that is was going to 
be a two-man race between Musgrave and 
Davis. For the first half of the 20-minute moto, 
the battle for first place was epic, as Musgrave 
and Davis rode in tight formation, dicing for the 
lead. Musgrave was able to hold his advantage, 
while Davis refused to allow him to stretch out 
any sort of a lead. 

Meanwhile, the battle for third was heating 
up, as Krause pushed his Montclair Yamaha/ 
MSR-backed YZ400 right up to the rear fender 
of Kellen and was looking for a way around. 

The rest of the moto saw Davis turn up the 
wick, and he began to reel in Musgrave at a rate 
of one second per lap. Finally, with two laps to 
go, Davis Was able to run Musgrave down and 
make the pass for the lead. About the same time, 
Krause found a way around Kellen to secure 
third place. When the checkers came out, it was 
Davis taking the moto win, with Musgrave tak- 
ing runner-up honors. Krause stayed in third, 
followed by Kellen. 
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The start of moto two was similar to the first, 
as Musgrave blasted to another holeshot. Davis 
positioned himself in second, and again Kellen 
held third. The big surprise came as the racers 
roared out of the back canyon for the first time, 
and it was Davis showing up with the lead. He 
passed Musgrave for the lead in the back part of 
the track. The two talented riders resumed their 
battle from the first moto, and the two were 
never separated by more than five bike lengths 
for the entire 20-minute moto. Davis held strong 
with the lead, though Musgrave doggedly pur- 
sued him in second. Krause, who suffered a 
poor start, charged hard, and by the time the 
race was at the halfway mark, he was again 
pressuring Kellen for third. 

It was clear that Musgrave felt more com- 
fortable aboard his new machine this go-around 
after ironing out a few gearing and suspension 
wrinkles during the intermission between 
motos, as he began to hang it out to the ragged 
edge in pursuit of Davis and the lead. Davis 
proved to be no easy mark, as he relentlessly 
held on to the point, despite the multiple pass 
attempts by Musgrave. Krause also had a tiger 
by the tail, as he pressed Kellen for the third 
spot for most of the moto before finally putting 
on the pass toward the end of the moto. 

When the two-laps signal was given, Mus- 
grave made his move and went around Davis in 
a high-speed off-camber sweeper to take over 
the lead. Davis did not give in, and when the 
duo encountered lapped traffic during the last 
lap, he made repeated attempts to dive under 
Musgrave's KTM to regain the lead. In the end, 
none of the pass attempts worked for Davis, as 
Musgrave wanted no part of second place this 
time around, and he rode in for the all-impor- 
tant second-moto win. Davis finished a strong 
second, while Krause was again third. 

On the day, Musgrave took home the first- 
place money with his 2-1 performance. Davis 
was next best with his 1-2 rides, while Krause 
filled out the podium positions with a 3-3 tally.

No errin' for Burr at SVCC ST

Shawn Burr rolled into the Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, short-track races like a tornado, flaw- 
lessly taking wins in the Mini 80cc A and Small 
Engine classes. Recent rains made the track a 
quagmire that delayed the races for three hours 
before the bikes could take to the,track. The 
muddy conditions favored the motocross riders, 
but the flat-track breed - including Burr - did not 
let the conditions hamper their performances. 

The Mini 80cc A class lined up, with Burr 
alongside heat winner Justis Lund. Burr grabbed 
the holeshot, and Lund and Nick Laddusaw bat- 
tled for second. Robert Thompson held third 
until midway through the second lap, when 
Jason Swift slid by. Burr tried to pull a quick 
lead, but the Yamaha-mounted duo of Lund and 
Laddusaw kept him honest. By the midpoint of 
the race, Burr had begun to put some distance 
between himself and the dogfight for second. 
Burr took the first of his checkered flags, with 
Lund maintaining the advantage over Laddusaw 
for second. Swift held on to fourth, and Jacob 
Ahl made a last-lap pass on Thompson for fifth. 

Burr returned to the track on his KX125 for 
the Small Engine class. Burr had settled for a 
third in the heat race, behind Ryan Deighton 
and Danielle Beving, but he held nothing back 
during the main, taking another holeshot in 
front of a pack of riders including Deighton, 
Beving, Laddusaw and Swift. The side-by-side 
battle for second between Deighton and Beving 
let Burr begin to slip away. Deighton had second 
until the end of the third lap, when Beving 
sneaked by. Deighton retaliated one lap later 
and regained the lost position. 

Meanwhile, Laddusaw was holding an 
advantage over Swift and an underpowered 
Keith Johnson. Burr extended his lead and went 
on to claim his second main-event win of the 
night. Beving had found her way around 
Deighton with one lap to go and held on to take 
second, with Swift and Johnson filling out the 
top five. 

Burr had his hands full for the 250cc A-class 
race because he was lined up to start on the sec- 
ond row, Heat winners Roger Wasson and Tom 
Kevernes, along with Scott Studer and Danielle 
Beving, led the pack into the first corner. Burr's 
125 was no match for the power of the 250s on 
the supermoist track. Even so, Burr was running 
just inside the top 10 with a pack of six riders. 
Kevernes and Beving battled lap after lap. As 
the race neared the final three laps, Scott Studer 
began to eat into Wasson's lead, and Beving was 
applying more pressure than Kevernes could 
handle. Beving made the pass into third with 
one lap remaining. Studer came alongside Was- 
son through turn three on the final lap but could 
not make the pass. Wasson squeaked by, taking 
the checkers, followed by Studer, Beving and 
Kevernes. Burr finished in 10th after rubbing 
plastic with bikes twice the size of his.

Mazzotta zaps GPRA

Ten-year-old B rider Sean Jones scored the per- 
fect double by winning both the short-track and 
TT mains over his rival Cody Anselmi and à 
whole horde of other C riders.

Behind the front-runners - and equally 
impressive - were the 60cc C riders, as Lauren 
Wallace cruised home to victory ahead of Rebec- 
ca Law and Alyssa Brionez. Law and Brionez 
staged a tight first-lap dogfight in fast side-by- 
side action before Law stuffed it in deeper on 
the second lap to finish behind Wallace, with 
Brionez hot on her rear fender. 

Expert Scott Whittaker returned to Lodi after 
an eight-month absence to give the Lodi regu- 
lars absolute fits in a combined Vet and Late 
Model Vintage short-track main event. Whittak- 
er blasted off the line with his patented holeshot, 
ahead of fellow Vet rider Johnnie Pittman and 
Vintage racers Jesse Kreyling and Steve Hall.

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blame fully on him. 

It'S because of him that my wife is 
yelling at me because she can't park her 
car in the garage anymore. It's because 
of him that I'm yelling at myself because 
I can't park my car in the garage any- 
more. It's because of him I've got a 
garage full of '79 Suzuki RM250 parts 
scattered all over the floor and on my 
workbench. (Some have even found 
their way onto the kitchen counter. You 
can only imagine how well that goes 
over.) It's because of him that some 20- 
year-old motocross bike has taken prete- 
dence over our $20,000 cars that now sit 
outside, baking in the Southern Californ- 
ian summer sun, and are getting used 
for target practice by the local pigeons. 

It all started out harmlessly enough - 
a phone conversation with Doughty 
about some usual business thing of no 
major importance. Pretty much like any 
of my other phone calls. But one can't 
have a conversation with Rick without 
talking about old bikes. After all, he is 
Mr. Vintage Iron. 

Admittedly, I’ve never been that 
interested in vintage (to me) bikes, but | 
did let it slip out to Rick that if there 
was one bike out there that would catch 
my attention, it would be a '79 Suzuki 
RM250. You see, when that bike was 
new, I was still in high school, I still 
owned my '77 RM125B, and I was just 
coming off a lengthy leg injury. I was 
ready for a new bike, but I really wasn't 
big enough to handle a bike as incredi- 
ble as the - at that time - all-new RM250. 
By the time I was ready to buy a new 
bike, the 1980 RMs were on the horizon, 
and I held out and ended up buying an 
'80 RM125T - the last 125 I would ever 
own. Only once in its heyday did I ever 
get a chance to ride a '79 RM250 - the 
bike I really wanted. 

That bike was just incredibly awesome 
to me. I never wanted a bike as much. It 
had a beautiful aluminum swingarm, 
cool decals, and it had this great span of 
space between the wheels and the fenders 
- talk about wheel travel! And those fend- 
ers! Either you loved them or hated them. 
Most people hated them and trashed the 


|: Rick Doughty's fault. I put the 
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front fender for a Preston Petty Mudder 
fender and the gigantic rear squared-off 
fender for a more traditional rounded-off 
fender. I, on the other hand, loved them. | 
know, I know. 

And then there was that ad. Maybe 
you remember it: A photo of a works 
RM250 parked next to a production '79 
RM250 - standing between the two bikes 
was Roger DeCoster, who said, "The 
only difference between my bike and 
the production bike are the fenders," or 
something like that. 

Anyway, when I happened to men- 
tion this to Doughty, he happened to 
say, "Then you're the guy." 

As it turned out, Doughty 
had recently acquired a '79 
RM250 that was in dire need of 
someone to ride it, and what 
better person to ride it than I? 

We made plans. I had already 
scheduled some testing time at a 
track with a couple of modern 
bikes, and Doughty said he 
could bring the '79 RM out and 
let me ride it. It's always fun 
testing the latest motocross 
bikes, but the '79 RM250 Rick 
was bringing out was on my 
mind that day. 

Meanwhile, I had talked my 
fellow editors, Paul Carruthers 
and Scott Rousseau, into joining 
us. After all, Rick had just fin- 
ished a complete restoration on 
Paul's '79 Yamaha YZ250, I was 
ready for some vintage (to me) 
dicing and Rousseau was look- 
ing for an excuse to get off the couch. 

I must admit, when Rick unloaded 
the RM from his van, my excitement 
diminished a bit. Even though Rick had 
warned me that this RM needed a little 
tender loving care, I had still built up 
unrealistic visions of a pristine bike, just 
like I had remembered the '79 RM250 
being when they were new, and like 
Paul's YZ, which Rick had just finished 
restoring. Simply beautiful. 

Despite sounding rattier than... well, 
a 20-year-old dirt bike with a blown 
silencer, and having forks and shocks 
(original ones, I might add) with more 
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oil on the outside of them than on the 
inside, the old RM got around the track 
pretty well, as long as you kept the 
wheels close to the ground, It was all I 
could to do to keep up with Paul on his 
sano YZ, but the dicing was just as 
much fun, if not a little more so, as if we 
were banging handlebars on modern 
bikes. In fact, it was so much fun that I 
had to do the real thing. Yes, I was 
going to give in to this vintage (to me) 
stuff and go vintage (to me) racing. It 
was time to give it a try. 

But first things first. I had to fix the 
suspension. A simple change of seals 
and oil was all that was needed to spiff

up the forks, but the back end was a dif- 
ferent story. The original remote-reser- 
voir shocks were completely trashed, 
and they aren't easily rebuildable, so a 
new pair of shocks were in order. Gil 
Vaillencourt of Works Performance was 
kind enough to set me up with a pair of 
his shocks, which only seemed fitting 
since I always ran Works Performance 
shocks on my old RMs, too. A new 
silencer and some serious polishing 
later, the “79 RM250 and I were ready to 
go racing together - some 20 years later 
than I would've liked, but somehow it 
just didn't seem to matter. A dream is a

dream, and this one was about to be ful- 
filled, no matter how corny it may seem 
to my friends. 

My first vintage (to me) race on that 
‘79 RM250 was a memorable one. No, I 
didn't win, nor did I come close, nor did 
I care. But I did finish up in the middle 
of the pack, dicing with whoever was 
around me - probably somebody else 
fulfilling their dreams on their dream 
bike, too. Or not. 

I had so much fun riding that bike 
and racing it that day that I had to go 
out and look for a '79 Suzuki RM250 of 
my own. 

The search didn't take long, as I can 
now say that l'm a proud 
owner of a ’79 RM250, found 
leaned up against a house at 
a yard sale. The owner's 
description of the bike was 
“Immaculate.” I guess my 
definition of “immaculate” is 
a little different than his, but 
underneath the torn seat and 
sun-bleached plastic, includ- 
ing side panels that looked 
as though they were used as 
a dog's chew toy, was a pret- 
ty darn good-looking bike. 
Most of the parts were origi- 
nal, including the fenders. 
This must be the only bike 
left on this planet with those 
original fenders still on it, I 
thought. 

l've owned the bike for 
only a couple of months 
now and I haven't even rid- 
den it yet. No sooner did I get it home 
than it was stripped to the bone and 
cluttering up my garage, getting it ready 
for the next vintage (to me) race. 

This bike has certainly opened my 
eyes.to vintage (to me) racing and what 
it’s all about. Not only is the racing fun, 
but so are the bikes and the memories 
they bring back. All I need now is a big- 
ger garage, because I know more vin- 
tage (to me) bikes are in my future. 

Does anybody know of a good '79 
Honda CR250R that someone wants to 
sell? Maybe I should give Rick a call - 
after all, it's all his fault. CN
